god P2ince Palmerin 4 Ob. 
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ſent Piſtozie of Palmendos his Sonne is contrined , and 
therefoze to be placed at the ende of his Fathers traucls. 
In Which diſcourſe alrcadie extant, (gentle Readers) you 
bane vnderſtod, howe the Empcrour Palmerin ſo looued 
and honozed nights errant, that from the furtycſt parts 
of the wozld they came to his Courte,becauſe perclic bee 
continued a ſumptuous ſpectacle in fozme of a Tourney, 
fo2 the exertiſe of knightly and millitarie diſcipline : and 
With ſuch religious zeale was this wozthy pꝛactiſe folow- 
ed, as the Court might well be called p Schole of Armes, 
and Nurſſe ar ciuilitie. Foz this cauſe , many Ringes, 
Pꝛinces, and great Lo2des,ſent their Donnes to bee there 
educated, among whom, the god Knight Fryſoll King of 
Hungaria (ent one of his, named Belcar, andthe Duke Eu- 
ſtace of Mecæna another, called Tirendos: that they might 
deſerue their knighthoode at the hand of the Emperoz,the 
true mrrour and Idea of manhoode, and fo conſequentlte 
they to participate ſome part of his bountie and pzowefle. 


He time then ber ing teme, that Belcar Son 
Ito Ring Fryſoll, ſhoulde receius his o2der of 
„ knighthod, he humbly intreated the Empe⸗ 
A lrour, that he might eniop it at his Hand, and 
Iz 211 Tirendos Sonne to Duke Euſtace of Me- 
cena, deſtrous of the ſelfe ſame honour , made like requcſf 
vnto bis Maieſtie, whereto the god Cmperecur (who loo» 
ned them both with ſinguler affection, kucwing he w well 
Chiualric woulde bee unployped by them right willinglie 
condiſcended. 

Peereupon, after they had perfoꝛmed the accuſtomed 
binill,beknighted theſe two P2inces with great ropaltie, 
deſiring God to beſtow ſuch fauour on them, as at no time 
theypmight degenerate from their famous pat deceſſours. 
And fo Belcar, embꝛacing him in his armes, he ſayd. y 
gad Nephe we, heauen accompliſh in pou ſuch perfectiens 


of manhode,as each one may knowe you to be the Sonne 


of

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of the wozthy night Sir Fryſoll, a Pꝛince ſo hardie and 
valiant,as ame that euer followed Armes. The certmo⸗ : 
nics bering ended, they all returned to the Pallace,where . 
the newe amghts bering vnarmed, rich Robes and Pan- 
tles were bꝛaught them, fo2 greater honour of the feaſte, 
which in the Courte at this tune exceeded But Belcar | 
toke little plcaſure, in beholding the diuers occurrences 
at this aſſemblp, becauſe his minde was moze buſled with | 
erpectatton of future glozie, which made hun thus to com- = 
mane with himſelfe. Belcar, thou haſt now no longer tume | 
to reſt, ſering thou halt received the honozable ozder of BW 
knighthod,and that at the hande of the Cmpetpur thyns | 
Unckle, whom the diuine pzouidence bath endued with (a | 
manie laudable vertues: no2 doth any thing want in the 
King thy Father, that is requircd in a man at Armes. It 
then hetherto thou haſt liued in pleaſure e delights, henet⸗ 
fo:th thou muſt bequeath thy ſelle to trauaile, to ſhewe 
that thou doſt reſemble and imitate in ſome things thine 
Aunteſtoꝛs, who with grrat labour and induſtrie bane at 
tained ſuch fame and renowae,as the memozy therof ſhal 
remaine immoztali. And it thou wilt not darcken this ho⸗ 
nour, then muſt thon haſten thy departure from þ Court, 
and follow the ſearch of ſtrange aduentures, as they dyd | 
in their daics fo2 thine examplc. - | 
Alter many and ſundzy thoughts, that fought together 1 
within his ſpirit,he concluded to depart accempanied but * 
with one Squire, and that ſo ſecretly as could be deuiſeds. | 
Thence would he travaile direaly towards Macedon, te | 
make the firſt pꝛofe of his valour in þ aduenture of Fran- | 
. ce:ina, who was enchaunted in p Idle of Carderia, as was 
declared in the Biſtozy of Palmerin d' Oliua. And at thys 
tune was little talke of any other thing, then of the num- 
ber cf Knights that-datly ſought to winne her in marri- 
age, and with her the Kingdome of T heſſizbe : foz ſuch was 
the pꝛomiſed guerdon and recompente, to him that coulde 
deltuer her out of the enchaunted Caſtell, dut hetherto all 
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the Anights loſt their labour, ſoꝛ no one was abte to finiſh 
the aduenturt. Belcar being earneſtly p2cuoked with the 
fame of this occaſid, which was generally rcpated ſtrange 
and full of naunger, reſolues to frame his tourney thether, 
becauſe hes earneſtty deſired to bzing the enchauntment 
to ende: bis reaſon het ein not to be diſallowed,fo2 beyond 
the atchinement al great honour and pꝛaiſe, hee ſhculde be 
endalved with ſo faire a P2inceffe, as coulde not be iudged 
inferis2 fo anie. In this ſurpaſſing deſire, concealed frem 
anie one but bunſelfe,in regard of his perfect hope fo com⸗ 
paſſe the Came: thzxe dates he hono2ed the feaſte with his 
p:eſence,and the fourth day early in the mo2ning, putting 
on a coſttte Greene Armour, which fo2 this purpoſe he had 
ketretly pzonided,carymg likewiſe in his Shelde foz hys 
deuiſe, a Caſtell Guelles in a Ficlde argent, vnſtene of a- 
Ay | he left p Cittie, ryding on towarde the Realme of A4 
CEAON. | 

The Cmperour (one after vnderſtanding terof, was 
not alittle glad of his woo2thy enterp2ile, which bee wit⸗ 
neſedin the pzeſence of al his Loads and Barons, ſa ping. 
Do helpe me God, as my opinion and hope is perſwaded, 
that Belcar will ſo honourablie follo we Armes, as cach cf 
you mill rcioyce to heare þ diſcourſe of his foꝛtuncs: hca⸗ 
uen fauour and further his attempts,dirccaing all his acti- 
ons in fach ſozt, as no tongue may controll his noble foꝛ⸗ 
wardnes;Bclcars departure was liked of cuery one, except 
Tirendos, mho was therat mcruailoufly offended, becatiſe 
be had not acquainted him with his intent. fo2 gladly wold 
he haue hoane. hun tompanie, and therfoze he determined 
neuer to giue ouer trauaile tyil he found him, as it came fo 
paſſe verie ſone after. In meane while, Belcar made ſuch 
ſpede in his toarney, as without met ing any aduenture 
to binder him, in ſhoꝛt tune her attapned the limits 3 con⸗ 
ines of the Empire: and entring the Frontiers of Macc- 
don, that night he was lodge d in the Caſtell of an olde cur⸗ 


trous night, who fitting at his Gate, and ſecing Belcar

paſſe by in the ononing ſomewhat late, intremte d hum tos 
that night to let him be his Voſte, which he nat-bouling to 
refuſe, was wel content toaccept his offer. Aker that Be b 
car was bnarmcd,theolve Knight io well liked his baaue 

ronſtitution of bodie,his aſable qnalities. and modeſt ſpery 
ches, ass had great pleaſure to fitte and tall with him; 
and falling from one circunſiahce ty another. the gen olde 
Kmaht perteiued in the ende / that dis gueſt iwas one in 
great favour with the Cmperour Paimerin. 
Now muſt J let yoa vnde rſtand, that this curteous old 
Knight had thꝛer Sonnes, by nature pzpude and euill dy- 


poſed, enuping the liberalt hoſpitalitie which their father 


vſed to trauail ing padtengers: wherfoze the gab old man. 
to well acquainted with their matliciaus behamour, toe 
them aſide to admointh tht, that they would vie no frow⸗ 
ning 02 diſconrteſie to his gueſt. now my onnes (quoth 
he) that this night we haue in our houſe one ol the Empe⸗ 
roars Knights, whoſe countenaunce doth witnes that bee 
is of high dilcent : J pzay you thercfoze do him all the ho- 
nour you may,cntertayning him with cherefull and har⸗ 
tie god will, not vſing any ſpeeches but ſuch as are modeſt 
and merte fo; Gentlemen, They anſwered Þ they woulde 
fulfill his commaundancnut, pet their Father was no ſo⸗ 
ner gone. but they concluded altoget her, on the mozrolv to 
aſſayle Belcar at the entraunte of a Foreſt, . which was 
not farre diſtant from the Caſtell, to try of he were ſuch a 
men as their Father cemmended him to bee: and being 
thus reſolued, they weuld not be ſorne at Supper. but ear 
lie in the moꝛning claſping cn their Armour, they rode fo 
the place of their appointment. The reuerend Father, ſe⸗ 
ing the ingratitude and diſobedience of his Donnes, did all 
the honoꝛ her poſſibly coulde to Belcar,who requiting rs 
gentlenes with many thanks, in the moꝛning ſet fozward 
on his tourney : and ſcantly had hee ridden two leagues, 
but he met the thꝛee bꝛethꝛen vnder a won ſide, when the 
eldeſt of the came to him with thele ſpeeches, Sir Knight,

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younnlk of neceſſitte Jouſt with mee,otherwiſe pour paſo 
lage may not be pernutted,foz now am J deſlrous to make 
pꝛoſe, if thou be fo valiant as men do t ſtæme thee. Belcar, 
who ſtod in doubt of a greater ambuſhe, toke his Launce 
from his @quire,and in very courteous manner thus re- 
plyed. You may bee aſhamed Sir Knight, to gale any 
Gentleman belonging to the Cmperour in this ſozte, and 
happily vou may deale with ſuch a one, who ſhall giue pou 
but little time to ſitte downe end repent ye. Trouble not 
pour minde with ſuch imaginations, quothj another of the 
Bzethzen,but pꝛepare your ſelſe to try p euent. At which 
wo2ds they fetched thep2 carire,and enconntred together 
with ſuch vigour,as their Launces flew in ſhyuers bp in- 
to the ayze,Belcar being not moned in his ſaddle, where 
contrariewiſe,he gaue his enemie ſuch a puiſſaunt ſtroks 
with the count erbufke of his ſtaffe, as it was fo late foz 
dem fo call fo: a Chirurgion . When the other two Bze- 
thzen lab this ſpectacle,and beeing perſwaded that the yz 
elder 23;other was wounded to the death: p2zouclicd with 
crtreame rage and indignation, they came to Belcar with 
theſe wo2des. | 

Jn an euill howꝛe (Knight) didſt thou giue that blow, 
becauſe th death ſhall recompence the ſame. So ran they 
both together fiercely againſt hun, the one fapling in the 
meeting, and the others happe ſo god, as hee gaue Belcar a 
(mall wounde on the arme: pet beeing of reſolute courage 
de buckled with them ſo cloſe, as one of the he lent to kepe 
company with his eldeſt bꝛother, and the other he bzought 
info ſuch extremitie, that be ſell from his Pozle dep2ined 
of his ſences. The Squire that came with theſe the bze- 
thꝛen, ſceing the bad foztune of his Maiſters Sons, rode 
pzeſently backe to the Caſtel, and finding the aged Knight 
in his Chamber, thus began. | 
Alas my Lo2de, in an vnhappy how2e did you enter- 
taine the Knight that lodged ere thc laſt night, who (as 
it ſemeth) came onely to kill your Sonnes. 90 ro 
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he the whole di c end the fight, which pꝛouoked the ſad 
Father to ſhcdde foꝛth aboundnunte of teares: pet did bee 

eſpeciallie condemne his Sonnes, Whoſe p2pde and arro- 
gancie had thus cauſed their owne death. Vis Seruaunts 
vnderſtanding the cauſe of his laments , went p2 A 
to the place where the Bꝛetheren were diſceinfited , 
there thep foumde two of them dep2ined of life, the — 
likewiſe in derp great daunger, vnleſſe ſperdy pꝛouiſion 
were made fo pzeuent it. Do cauſing him to be lapde in a 
Litter, and the other two on a knightly Beerc, thep thus 
bꝛought them to their Fathers Caſtel, where their Ladie 
mother met thein with wonderful effuſe of tearcs and las 
mentations, as one wold haue iudged her alte gether voide 
of ſence and diſcretion, then any way pertaker of humaine 
wit oꝛ reaſon. Like ſozowe was made by one of her daugh⸗ 
ters, who loued her b2ethzen very deercly,4 after ſhee had 
ſomwhat pacified herſclfe,ſhe made a ſolemne vow to her 
mother, neuer to take reſt in her mind and thoughts, vntil 
the were thozowly reuenged on the murtherer. Nlperfoze 
when her two dead bꝛethꝛen were buried, che departed a⸗ 
gainſt her Fathers will, actompanied onely wyth two 
Squres to ſccke Belcar , intending to be auenged on hem 
by one meanc 02 other.

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How Belcat came onknowne into M acedon, where 
he bare away the prize of the Tourney, which King Flo- 
rendos had appornzed, is honour the marriage of the 
Princeſſe Deniſa: and bows bee diſcouered humſelſe to 
Alderina, Daughter to the Duke - img and Durace, 


Elcar ryding in great haſte fc- 
warde Co, finding þ beate 
of the day very troubleſome, pe 
alighted at a faire Fountaine to 
N [refreſh hunſelfe awhile, where 

long be had not ſtayed, but in a 
pathe lcading direaly to p ſame 
place, hee behelde a company of 
knights and Ladies comming, 
att ended on with a very ſuffici⸗ 
ent trayne. It was the Puke of 7 ont and Durace, who 
rode to Macedon, to the mariage Which the King Floren- 
dos had madc,betwene his Daughter Deniſa 4 the Bing 
of Thrace, Acphew to the Ulife of Caniano. This Duke 
had his eſpouſed Ladp Laurana with hun, as alſo one of 
his fapꝛe Daughters named Alderina, who rode foꝛmoſt 
a the troupe, beguiling the time in talk with her Ladies: 
pet intending to ſtap tyll the heate was paſt, and in the 
meane while to follace herſelfe at the Fountapne. There 
hee arrpued befoze Belcar had put on his Helmet, ſo that 
ſhe beholding his amiable countenauncec, his rich Armoz, 
and pct hauing no company but one Squire: as a Ladys 
wyſe and well gouerned ſhe ſaluted him very gractouſtte, 
wherat Belcar was ſomwhat amazed, doubting the knew 
of whence and what hee was. But ſonc did hee alter that 
opinion, and rather thinking this kindnes to — 
| debonatre 
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debonaire curtiſte, imagined her of high calling, foz which 
cauſe he made her humble renerence,and ſcing how mas 
nie followed this Lady, among whom he might peraduen⸗ 
ture be knowne,he called foz his Yo2ſe,minding to ryde a 
contrarie wate.Alderina herat ſomohat mwoned, becauſe 
thee deſired to knowe of whence hee was, thus ſpake. Mir 
Anight, abide here hardlie at your eaſe, and fo2 our coms 
ming do not foꝛ ſake a place ſo \wete and delectable : you 
ſe the heate of the daie is ſuch,as ſcantlie will permit pee 
to trauaile. It you goe to aduenture vour fo2tune in the 
Tourney at Macedon , pou may ride with the Duke my 
Father, who will be verie glad of pour companie : much 
moꝛe my ſelſe, becaule my god hap was ũrſt to finde you 
heere. 

Belcar,hitmblie thanking her fo; this courfeſie,made an 
ercuie that he could not goe to Macedon, becauſe he had v2« 
gent aſfaires els where, and whether he muſt trauel with 
all ſpeede: wherefo2e taking his leaue againe of her, hee 
rode which wate him liked beſf,onely fo eſcape vnknown 
of this companie. And meeting a Squire, that came after 
the traine with the cariage, he demaunded if he knew the 

Lo2d that rode by ſo well accompanied, to whom p Squire 
aunſwered, that if was the Duke of Pontus, who rode to 
Micedon, to the feaſte of the King Florendos,foz the mari- 
age of his Daughter Demſa, and Þ the Duke had his fap2e 
Daughter Alderina with him, to ſ& the Jouſts and Tur⸗ 
nament which was nowe pꝛepared. So ſwne as Belcar 
heard theſe woꝛds, he pꝛeſentlie contectured, that the Lady 
which came firlt to the Fountain was the Dukes daugh⸗ 
ter, ot whom repoꝛt had made great commendation. Peer- 
vppon he determined to goe ſe this aſſemblie, in the moſt 
ſecrete manner he could dcnile : foꝛ he had time enough to 
accomplith his votage. Do foꝛſoke hee the way to the Alle 
of Carderia, framing his iournep toward Mace don, and com 
ming neere the Cittie, he ouertoke two Knights rode to 
the Tryumphe ; they hauing ricipꝛocallie ſaluted cache 
B. 1, othe ly 
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other, the two Knights demaunded of Belcar if he came to 
Jouſter J come (quoth he) to ſ& what men at Armes wil 
enter the Fielde at this time of bzaue crerciſe, hen let 
vs ride together if pou pleaſe, (ſaid they) foz wee left our 
Countries foz the ſelfe ſame cauſe . Thus rode thep en 
frendlig together, and arriving at Macedor,they founde 
the Fielde all couered with Tents, which belonged to the 
le perſonages that were come to the feaſte. Foz this 
cauſe, the two Knights gaue in charge to their Squires, to 
pꝛouide their Pauillion , which was purpoſelie bꝛought 
with them, intreating Belcar likewiſe to keepe them com- 

: whereto (becauſe hee woulde not enter the Cittie) 
be ie conſented, thind ung hee ſhoulde hardite unde a 
mo}e conuenient lodging. 

On the mozrow there arriued the Duke of Pontus, he- 
foze whom rode þ King Florendos, as one willing to wel- 
come his newe kinred : but Alderina ſhewed ſuch maicſty 
in countenance,as euerie eye wondzed at her rare perfet⸗ 
tions, not withſtanding, ſhe was ſome what ſad e penſiue, 
the cauſe pꝛocte ding from her defire, to know the Knight 
the ſaw at the Fountaine, whom pet ſhe could not by ante 
meanes foꝛgette. When Belcar behelde her arme in arme 
with the King of T hrace, and in what coſtlie garments ſhe 
was attired: hee imagine her moꝛe faire then when hee 
ſawe her at the Fountaine, ſo that be reſalutlie intended, 
if hee coulde not finiſh the aduenture cf Francelina, to giue 
bimſelfe to trauaile, and to enterpꝛiſe ſuch attempts, as 
might de thought wort hie the loue of this Ladie. All thys 
while the Nuene Griana, wife to the King Florendos, ves 
rie honourablie entertained the Ducheſſe Laurana, 4 the 
young P2inceſſe Deniſa accompanying Alderina, woulde 
not fo:ſake her till the marriage night. | 
Dn the mozrow following, the King,the Querne and 
the newe maried couple, tame into the Field to behold the 
CTurnep, where they were no ſoner mounted on the Scal⸗ 


foldes , which wers ſumptuoufly adozned as beſa med ſo 
great 
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great per ſonages: but bothe on the ons ſide and the ofher, 
they might behold great ſtoꝛe of armed Knights, che&felie 
they that came from the Court of the Emperour, who be⸗ 
cauſe he could not be pꝛeſent at his Siſfers mariage, ſent 
manie of his balde Barons to honour the aſſemblie. The 
bꝛaue exploits in feates of Armes there perfozmed,ſurpaſ- 
ſed them of greateſt reputation, among other, the Dukes 
of :Anemon and Menſa ſo well behaued themſelues, as 
they had well neere gained the honour of the firſt aſſaulte, 
if Belcar had not ſuddainlie arrtued, who ſkated a while to 
behold the oꝛder of the Jcuſtes, intending to helpe p wea- 
ker part, when at length be (aide to his companions : fol⸗ 
low me my Freendes to aſſiſt the banquiſhed. o giuing 
his Hoꝛſe the ſpurres, he ranne ficrcclie with his @wo2de 
d:awne, againſt Bellequin the Bonne of Moſlo, who dyd 
the greateſt harme to the other ſide: and with him he met 
fo bꝛauelie in his carire,as Hoꝛſe and man went dothe to 
the grounde. Afterward,he delt ſo roughlie with all them 
that durſt mete h:m in the face, as in ſhoꝛt time courage 
began fo remue in thoſe Knights , who (in the iudgment 
of all the beholders) were befoze eſteemed vanquiſhed. 
Which the Duke of Anemon perceining, and his com- 
panie to grow into ſuch diſgrace, he was therat ercedings 
lie offended, + th2uſting himſelfe among the thickeſt, gaue 
Belcar a very great ſtroke with his Swords on the Bel⸗ 
met: fo which he recciued ſpedie repayment. foz Belcar, 
rayſing hunſelfe in his tirrops, returned the Duke ſuch a 
cruel blow thzough the ſight of his Belmet,as he fel to the 
ground aſtonted bet weene his Yozſe legs. Then bꝛeaking 
in amidft the pꝛeaſſe, he gaue ſuch ſharpe entertainement 
fo all that met hum, as the King Florendos,and the other 
great eſtates that accompanied him, were dzinen thcreby 
into great admiration : noz was he knowne to anie there 
but the ſoꝛinceſſe Aldcrina, who being ſeated on the right 
hand of y Qutene Deniſa,couldnot mother her thoughts, 
but thus (pake, What thinke you - 6 the Knight 
» 2, in 
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in Greene Armour: What dw J thinhe t nunſ were d the 
Qutene, certes neuer did J ſi the man, mo might equal 
02 paragon himlelte with bun, ſoz that he atone hath done 
moze in this Tourney then all d other: and greatly wold 
it content me, to know if he be dilcended of noble blode,as 
bee deliuers god teſtimonie of his knowledge in featcs of 


Madame, (quoth Alderina) J cannot thinke him icſe 
then pou doubt ol, in reſpea he concealeth hunſelle & cloſe 
lie, and would not willinglis be knownc of ame. Yecrwith 
the recounted how the founde him at the Fountaine, bare 
headed without his Helmet: and this J can aſſure you, ꝙ 
we that as you tonſeſſe him valiant at Armes, ſo canne 3 
witnes him of ſuch bꝛaue fcature and complex ion, as there 
is no one abſolute point wanting in him. Pour ſyteches 
ſaid the Queene, makes me much moꝛe deſtrous to knowe 
him, wherefoze J will ſende one to him foz the ſame pur⸗ 
poſe. Then 3 beſache pour Maieſtie, anſwercd Alderina, 
to {ends ont of my Pages, who ſhall attend foz him til the 
ende of the Mourney,and then conture him in your name, 
that be ſend pou woꝛde of whence and what hee is: and if 
he {and lothe to be known, to reſolue him from your Pa- 
ieſtie and me, that no liuing creature ſhal bt wꝛaie him by 
our meanes. Your counſell 3 verie well allo we, ſaide the

loꝛth of the Lyſtes, where he mette the two Knights that 
came with hum thither, who taxed moze vefirons to note - 
his bebauiour in the fight, then to intrude fhemſtlucs in 
place of ſuch daunger,and bering not a little gladde of the 
honour he had done them, in that their companion bare a- | 
waie the palme of vico2ie, they rode on eache ſide of him | 
towardes their Tent, beeing followed all the way by the 

Pzinceſſe Page, who awapting due time to deliuer his 
meſſage, tooke Belcars Hoꝛſe by the bzidle,and viing ſuch 
meanes of ſecrete conference , as Belcar ſtouped to heare 
him, bee ſoſtlie thus whiſpered with him. Sir Kmghbt, J 
wold it might like pou to ride aſide aliftle,that J may de⸗ 
liner a matter of ſecrete to pou. Ye who'was ſo courteous 
and affable as anie man coulde be, pꝛeſentlie left his two 
companions, when Gracian thus began his meſſage. M ⸗ 
Lo2d, Alderina Daughter to the Duke of Pontus ¶ Durace, 
bath at this time ſent me to pe, to let you dnderſtand, that 
ſhe bath recemed inſt cauſe cf offence towards pou, in that 
ſhee comming to ſee this Tourney, you diſdained to make 
offer of pour chpanie. Notwithſtanding, if you wil graunt 
one requeſt that ſhe makes by me,fo2getting al paſſed bn- 
gentlenes, ſhee will gladlie leaue further to miſderme of 
you. Þy Freend anſwered Belcar, the thing muſt bee very 
difficult oꝛ unpoſlible, that J woulde not cnterpʒiſe, to ob⸗ 
taine the gratious pardon of ſo choife a Ladie as is thy 
Miſtreſſe: it may bee, that J haue treſpaſſed in duetie to⸗ 
wards her ercellencic, but in ſooth meere inno2ance ot her 
eſfate was the onclie cauſe. And when J left her at the 
Fountaine , farre was my intent frem cemming to this 
Cournep, in ſo much as J was thertto(in 4 manner) con- 
ſtrayned, notwithſtanding crcuſes of as great impoztance 
as thoſe J vſed fo thy gentle Lame. 

It reſteth nowe (quoth the Page) that yon graunt 
my ütreſſe her tarneſt deſire, which is, to knowe what 
you are, and why pou concealc pour ſelſe in ſuch ſo2te : foz 
beholding pour noble and valiant behaniour, ſhee ſets you

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beyond all other in her conceit,and pꝛomiſeth withall,vn 
der the wo2dof fo great a perſon as ſhee is, not to reueale 
if fo ante, if you be willing it ſhould be ſo, Pighlie map J 
commend my foztune, ſaid Belcar, that a Pzinceſſe ſo gen- 
© tle and perfect, would daine to enquire after my pooze de⸗ 
ſerts ; and though J had vowed to conceale my ſelfe from 
the whole woꝛld, pet would 3 ſtraine courtcſte wyth that 
vowe foz her ſake. Date to her therfoze,courteous Page, 
that my name is Belcar, Nephewe to the Emperoz of Con- 
ſtantmople, and the cauſe why J wonlde not willinglie be 
knowne to ame, is the ſinall potion of time ſince J retei⸗ 
ued my Knighthode : and hauing not yet done any thing 
wozthie my name, oz to be accounted among the actions of 
honoz2, J determined not to publiſh þ (ame, vntil J might 
do it with ged teſtimony, Thou maiſt alſo aſſure her frũ 
me, 3; hencefo2th J ſhall ſerue as her deuoted knight: ho- 
ping under fauour of her name to gaine ſuch account, as J 
and mine ſhall remaine perpetually bound to her extellen⸗ 
cie. And when J baue accompliſhed ame thing, that may 
be reputed wo2thy honourable commendation, J wil cem 
my lelfe, and offer therwithall to her my hart, which hath 
recciued ſuch an unpzeſſton of obeyſannce to her,as hente⸗ 
fozth it will attempt nothing bat in her ſweete regarde. 
P2ofe may ſhe make heereof in comaunding me, ſoꝛ ſuch 
is my deſirs to be imployed in her ſeruite, as were J aſſu⸗ 
red my death conſiſted in the attempt, pet coulde not ante 
feare thereof with-holde me. Let me further intreate her, 
not to diſcloſe my name to ante one, becauſe at this time J 
will not viſite the King Florendos and the Mueene,albeit 
Jumbo nere allied bnto them. EWith this aunſwere re- 
turned Gracian fo his Ladie , who aftended his comming 
in great denotion, that he was no ſoner entred the Chain- 
ber, but ſhe demaunded the ſucceſſe of his meſſage. All wel 
Madame, anſwered the Page, but you mult kepe it very 
ſecret, becauſe the Knight bimſelfe bath ſo deſired. Which

would J haue ſcene him, foz from our infancie wee were 
nouriſhed together: and well may you aſſure pour ſelfe 
Madame Alderina. that he hath bene euermoze benigne 
and courteous, which makes me not reiopte a little, that 
his foztunc in Armes 1s equall with his other vertue, pet 
(ing he deftres to paſſe vnknowne, let vs kepe the ſame | 
ſo ſecret as we may. Jt were nedles to demound if Alde- 
rina were pleaſed, when ſhe heard that Belcar was iſſued 
of ſo great and illuſtrious blood, offer ing himſeiſe withall 
ſo religiouſly her Knight : wherefoze ſhe now beganne ex- 
treamelie to affect hum, and unpꝛinted the remembzaunce 
of him ſo liuelie in her ſpirit,as nothing might deface it a- 
gaine.

Howe Belcar fearing to be knowne departed ſecretlie 
from Macedon, & by the way met witha Knight whom | 
he vanquithed: and how he fought a cruell combat with | 
him that defended the bridge, where the faire France- | 
lina was enchaunted. | 


IO ſane as Belcar hadde ended 
with Alderinaes @quire , hee 
eſminded fo departe pzeſentlie, 
fearing leaſt the King Floren- 
dos would ſende foz him, as in- 
deede he did ſone after: fo2 hee 
nreatlye dcfired to knowe the 
anigbt, that bare away the ho- 
Inour of the Tourney. But bys 
expedation 
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expectation was greatlie deceiued, in that Belcar was al- 
readic departed : whereof the King coulde not be perl wa⸗ 
ded, but that he miſſed his pꝛeſence in the Tryumphe fol- 
lowing, Which hee compared with the paſtime of little 
Childꝛen, in reſpect of the fozmer day, when the vnknown 
linight perfozmed matters of incredible balour.And albe⸗ 
it the Nueene Deniſa and the P2inceſe Alderina, hearde 
euery iudgment paſſing cn the Knight , pet woulde they 
peelde no other aunſwer,but that hee ſeemed to bee one of 
the belt eſteemed Knights in the Cmpcrours Court. Bel- 
car then haning graciouſly thanked his two companions, 
foz the courteũe and humanitie they had vſed towardes 
him: tooke his freendlie farewell of them,fayning an car- 
neſt conſtraint, which commaunded his pzeſence in mat 
ters of impoztauncs. The nightes lothe to lcoſe ſo gcod a 
Freende, made offer to accompany him in his trauaile: 
but hee excuſed their requeſte with a nete ſlarpe denpall, 
wherewith they were pleaſcd, and hee had libertie to de⸗ 
part. 
And ryding along the way where hee met Alderina, 
he happened into a faire greene Peddow, where (becauſe 
no lodging was niere at hand) he determined to make his 
boſTage that night: but as hee thought to enter a ſounde 
lleepe, a ſuddaine imagination caught hold on his ſences, 
pꝛeſenting them with the rare beautie of Alderina, du- 
ring which paſſion,he was conſtrained thus foparle with 
humſelfe. In ſoth Belcar, right well maiſt thou bee chars 
ged with diſcourteſte 4 ingratitude, hauing made lo lender 
thewe of ctuilitie toſo faire a P2inceſſe as is the Dukes 
Daughter of Pontus: full well may it beſerme thee fo a- 
mend this fault, and by the dutifull repentaunce fitting a 
Knight, recouer the note of thy fozmer blemiſhe. After 
many amo2ous diſcourſes, he concluded (if hee could finiſh 
the aduenture of Francelina) to make chopſe of thys Ladic 
onelte as his Wife, And in theſe imaginationsa ſweete 
lumber ouertooke him, wherin he continued till the next 
; mozning,

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mazning, when mounting an þozſebacks , and cyding not 
palt the ſpace of two miles hee mette with a Knight at 
Armes: who demanded if hee came from Mactan an 
if the naptials of the Kings danghter were finiſhed: Bel. 
car anſwered, thut they were now in perfazming.and if if 
lied him to trauaile thether, be ſhould thers finde matter 
enoagh to be implayed in. The Knight leftBelcarts s 
tourney,and ſo without ame further eaches they depars 


fed. 

But if you be deſtrous to know the man, it was Car- 
dino, who departed from Conſt antinopie with Colmeho, in 
ſearch of the Damoſell that bzaught ſuch a inne meſs 
ſage to the Canperour Palmerin, as you may reade in the 


laſt Chapter of bis Piſtozie. Andalbeit they had trauai⸗

tydings of her: becauſe ſhe pꝛeſentlie returned to the

ine night he tame lodge at bis CaltM,and on the moꝛ⸗ 
rawefioaning (the moꝛe fo content hun) commaunded my 
de etheren tu attumpanie him ſomewhat on þ waie: 
dathe,ambdft inbumaine and vnthank full w2etch, with⸗ 
out ante occaſion ſle we two of them, and put the thyꝛde in 
er of lite. And in this inſt cauſe J purſue þ vyl⸗ 
taine,in hope to miete with ſome woꝛthie man, who dete⸗ 
ung ſich noto; ious and hozrible ingratitude, will (in tas 
King tompaſſm on u grecfe) reucnge this iniurie. Do 
well could the traytreſſe couller her ſpethes, and ſet fuch 
a (modthe fople om her tautelous pꝛoſopopey: as ſhet im⸗ 
Nintes in the hart of Cardino,a dutiful regard to reuenge 
uach wong. wherefo2e he thus anſwered. 

Damoſcil, i it be ſo as you lay, the Knight cannot ex- 
caſebimletfe;vut that be is bothe a Trayto2 and a fellon, 
no hill the God of Heauen fuffer him to eſcape vnpuni⸗ 
Hed in this woꝛld. The Damoſell with terrible othes pz0- 
teſted what ſhee had ſaide,dcſiring him to gine her ayde, il 
no other occaſtons might hinder her ſute. Night gladlie (@ 
Cardino) will Jperfo:me my duetie herein, fo2 that 3 
am a pꝛofeſĩed ent mie to ſuch offenders,and ſhal cauſe him 
to pate decrelie fo his trecherie. So rode he with the Da⸗ 
molſell after Eclcar, but all that date they ceulde not cuer- 
take him, On the mozrowe they gotte fight of him on the 
edge of a Pountaine , whercat the Damoſcll not a little 
contented,deſtred Cardino now to rouſe his fozces,againfk 
the Cyꝛant that had ſo iſhonourtd her. Cardino pꝛemi⸗ 
ſing to accompliſh her deſire, gaue the ſpurres to his hoꝛſe 
and galloped after Belcar, and in a great bzauado thus crt- 
od to him. Stay Zraytour,vnwozthy Þ name of a Bnight, 
and receiue thy guerdon at my hand,foz laughtcring them 


that entertained thee with all humanit ie. Belcar hearing

10 
bunlelfe thus iniuried, was inunmediathep2anoked: m- 
to choller, and turning towardes hun that touched gun 
with diſlopallie, hee thus ſternelis aunſiwered. But lit⸗ 
tle to thy pꝛoũte will it bee, to purſut mee with ſuch fails 
and lping accuſations. So claſping bis Polmet, he ran fits 
rioully againſt Carduw, to mette hum with no leſſe ton - 
rags and viuacttis,aud bzcaking his Lamire bzanely,fome: 
what ſcareo the ſuinne of his ent inte e hut Relcar welcome” 
med hum with fo ſound a ſalut ation, as he frildowne with 
the ſaddle betwene his legges; ſo (oze aſtonied wpth bes 
tall as he was not abte toſturre hand noz fwte, which Bel · 
car perteiuing. rode on and there ſoft hun. The: Damoſctt: 
ſeeing Cardino in ſuch wolul plight, aligbted ird der u 
frap, und with the heipe of dis Square binding vppe hes 
wounds,determined ta bing him to ſame place foz helpe, 
bling the greateſt ſhewes of lamentation that conlde dee; 
Ah heauen (quoth ſhce) why gur pee ſtrength ta witkcd 
men agaiuſt the god and vertuous? ſuffer not that duſloi⸗ 
all vctlame to do ante further daunger ,. but rather muy 
ſome miſdrable ende to his vnwoꝛthie life. By thts (png! 
the Squire had mounted Cardino on his Boſe, t ſo they! 
returned the ſame way they came, happening to the place 
where Belcar had bꝛoken his faſte themozning befoze, | 
There they vnderſtoode by the Hoſte, that he was gone 
to p2ouc the aauenture of Francelina, whether the Damos 
(ell would gladlie haue followed him: pet was ſhe lothe to 
leaue Cardino in ſuch daunger,and therefc:e abode thers 
with hun the daies, vſing all the meancs ſhee conlde to 
deale him, becauſe fo her ſake he was ſo wounded: where 
we will leaue them,and returne to the onely thꝛed of our 
Viſtozie. 
Do long rode Belcar, that bee arriued within halle a 
dates journey of the Caſtell where Francelina was, thys 
Foꝛtreſſe appertained to a Ladiey was a widdcwe, who

In this plate was hee 
meruailous well entert amen, te Lady of the Caftell bees

After Supper, Belcar 
enfred into ceaference with them,and among manie other 
t hinge#;enquered the cauſe thatmaned fo many knights 
toattzmipt the adnenture of that Je, when the Ladies 
Somd;who was named Lypes,anſwered hum in this ſozt. 
Brite ue mo ir, J haue cuermoꝛc accounted the man but 
badlis countelled, that takes ſuch paines to trauell hether, 
ſing it is © long time fince any Knight arriued here, who 
returned not init hout diſhonout: hecnuſe the action ana ex- 
plort of this enchauntment (fo wonverfally cempaa cd by 
the tam Furies) is of (ach efficarze, as it behoueth þym 
that ſhall finiſh the ſame, to bee of moſt rare and exquiſite 


perfertion. 


But tell mee then (quoth Belcar) the fate of this ads 
venture, and wherein confiffeth the greateſt peril theres 
of: $3 as pet haue J not met with anie one that wuld'telt 
me thotrueth, tofatilfic my long and tarneſt defire. Bet? 
ter then am othcr,aunſwered Lypes, m J dyſteurſe the 
fame vaito you, becanfe J daue often att ᷣpanied Bnightes 
trauailing tþethcr as vou nowe do, and ſcene many Comms 
bat with dun that pefcndes the entraumce on the Bzidge, 
atveac to their grrat diſaduantage.Lnow then gentle Sir, 
that the Ille of Corderwe ſtretcheth in diameter verpfar, 
been on tbc one fide encloſed with the Sea,and on the o⸗ 
ther are moit wholeſome Bathes and Ryners, which hin⸗ 
der the ſalte waters from comming niert the Caſtell af 
the fate whereof is builded a meruailous artificial bxidge, 
heeretoſoꝛc acceſſable foz all Knights errant, but unte the 
tune that Francelma was enclaſed within the great Dun- 
gion, there might not enter ame ſtraunger, thoſe of þ Ile 
aneice come and goe,but others not. pan this Bꝛidge are 
erected th2e& Turrets,one of them being in the mivdeff, 
and the other two at cyther ende. In the lt is aRnight, 

| ſurpaſſing 
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ſurpaſſing the common ſtature and pꝛopoʒ tion of men, ſo 
ficrce, hardie and couragious, as fince the tume of this en- 
chauntment, hee hath not beene dealt withall by any one, 
that coulde in ought diſable his pꝛoweſſe: onely the Lo2de 
of the Je of Liqus excepted, Son to hum whome the Em⸗ 
perour Palmerin vanquiſhed , when in the Tourney hee 
conquered the Sagittarie. He, beemg named Lynedes, was 
ſo reſolute and magnammious, as bee fought againſt the 
Nnight of the Bꝛidge from moꝛning til night, and though 
the Combat was flerce and cruell, pet coulde no want of 
tour age be diſcerned in hun : which fel not out ſo with the 
gardant of the B2idge , becanle the loſſe of his blode (a 
weakenedhim,as his hart began vtterly to diſmay, But 
a huge ill fauoured Dwarffe,who neuer ſtyꝛres from the 
Beacon of the firſt Turret, to dilcouer ſuch Anightes as 
come along the Fielde, by winding an enchannted Vozne 
that hunge about his neck, therwith ſo remugs h Knights 
— again, as though he m then aired the 


In thys ſozte the fight continued til duns ſetting, 
whe Lynedes perteiuing his enemie to were. feeble again, 
and that the Dwarffe as vet blew nat his Henne: 
the Rnight of the Bꝛidge into ſuch extreamitte.as hee 
vppon his hands to the ground. Then running nimbly o- 
ner the B2ypdge,he came to the Turret in the midſt; theres 
of, ' the Gates whereof being open befo2e : clapt together 
at his arriuall wyth ſuch a fearefull trembling of y whale 
buylding,as Lynedes fell to the earth in a ſwauns. In this 
traunce hee remayned a great whyle , that bys Squtes 
fearing de was dead indeeve, bemoned their Paiſtgr with 
with very græuous lamentations: but when hee came ta 
his fo2mer feeling, they awe he was ſo cruelly wounded, 
as they caryed him into his Tent, where th2ee daies he re- 
mained to reobtaine his health, and on the fourth, feeling 


himſelfe able to ſit on hoꝛſeback, and not willing to make 
any further p2ofe of thys —— hee departed thencs

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2rowing fo2 his had foztune. And this I tell ye wir fo2 a 
certaintie, that when the Dwarife its as Sentinel in the 
Lantho2ne of þ firſt Tower, perceiuing the Knight of the 
Bꝛidge to haue the woꝛſt of the Combat: with the ſound 
of his one he remus his ſtrength, which is the cauſe 
that no man is able toveale with bum. Peeing then tbys 
enterpꝛyſe b2ynaeth ſuch datunger, and oftentimes death 
withall : J could wyth that heereafter no man would ats 
tempt his owne ruin. 

Pon toll me matter of mcruaile,anfwered Belcar and 
webe were the Fay: tes in framing thys tnchant⸗ 
nent, ſo it ſhoulde ſ@me,that they haue not encloſed the. 
Lady there without great otcaſton, bee ing aſſured Þ ſome: 
Anight pal end the aduenture : to which each one tranats 
leth with this couragious hope, that hee is the man fox 
whome it is referued. No2 can J bee diſſwaded from it, ii 
manie heeretofo2e haus ſulen in that errour, therefoꝛt no 
beabt᷑ of what ſhall happen.can binder my determination. 
If 3 happen in mp tryall to be oucrcome , J ſhall hut en⸗ 
creaſe 1 or then that could not attaine prheight 
of their enferp2iſe, and no other diſhonour can J receiue. 
Lypes earneltly intreated him to foꝛbeare the voyage, and 
fo did his Silters lite wile, into whole grace he was great 
tie entred, eſpecialip the vongeſt, fayꝛe and debonayze bes 
rere the other : but all their perſwaſiue reaſons could not 
him, foz Belcar hauing tranailed fo foz that 
p e,might not by any occaſion der wyths 
dzawne from making pꝛofe of his faztune, When Lypes 
ſaw him ſo obſtinat lie tnclined, be made offer to beare-bim 
company, if i were but onely toſhew hunthe way;which 
freendlp courtefie Belcar acteptid.ſa ne the mozow they 
mounted on hozſebacke,and came to p' Ide about midday. 
There was ſet vppe a riche Dent fo2 thys young Ne inte, 
which the Siſters to Lypes hadde (cent thether by these 
Squires with all neccſary pꝛouiſion ſaꝛ his attempt, 
and in the 63 went to view ß Ille, — 
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the Towꝛe wherein 1 was imp2yloned-; inuo⸗ 
cating on God in his ſpirite,to endue him with ſuch abili⸗ 
tie, as he might del iuer her, and beare away the honcur of 
the aduenture. Theſe imaginat ions ſo buſied his thoughts 
as all that night hee toulde entertaine no other, but oftens- 
times thus talked with himſelfe. Ab Belcar, why ſhouldeft 
thou thus delay time, and not rather couragiouſly attempt 
the exetut ion of thys enterp2iſe ; admit thou want anſwe⸗ 
rable foꝛce to a matter of ſuch dignitie: pet ſhould the re- 
nowne and genereſitie of thine annteſlours ſtimulate the 
beereto, beeing Donne to one of the beſt Knights that ly⸗ 
ueth thys day vnder the Zodiack, and Nephew to þ great 
Emperour, with whom none may bee equalled . Jn theſe 
conceifs hee conſumed the nigþt,and in the mozning ( ha⸗ 
ning Armed himſelle) came to the B2ydge, where in a con 
uenient place neere the firſt Tow2e,he eſpied the Knight 
that defended the paſſage : whoſe huge ſtature ſomewhat 
amazed Bclcar,and as he offcred to teppe on the 1B2ydae, 
the Anight very p2ondely thus ſpake.. 

EWithdzatw thy ſelle Knight, vnleſſe thou wilt enter 
fight with mee, ſoz J am heere to denie paſſage to atip. Foz 
no other cauſe ccme J,anſwered Belcar, but to try thy man 
boode, and paſſe the Bꝛidge if poſſibly J may. TWith theſe 
wo2des he gaue the Rnight ſuch a ſound ſtroke on the Bel- 
met, as he thought the fire flrwe foozth of hys epes, and (0 
they beganne a long and daungerdus Combat, the Knight 
gruing Belcar man cruell blowes with his pꝛon Pace, 
and he defending them ſo well as hee coulde: ipil hauing 
ſometehat wear ped his enemie, and thinking to do as he 
beard of Lynedes, but the night gane him ſuch a fozcible 
ſcroke on the ſhoulder, as he was tonſtrayued to ſette one 
iinee to the grounde to efcape the fal, Ber with F Pwarffe 
blewe his Hoꝛne, which retopced them within the Caſlel: 
albeit the Pꝛince was aſtonied thereat, pct he dyſſembled 
the ſame frem beeing eſpycd. The lanight hauing recoue- 


red his fozmer ſtrength, aſſayled Belcar with meruailous 
C. 4 furie, 
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furie, who notwithſtanding helde out couragiouſye: and 
one thing comſd;ted dim aboue all other, which was, that 
none of his adnerſaries blowes gaue him any bleeding 
wounde, but bꝛuſed his fleſhe a little vader his Armour, 
whereby he fought at his owne pleaſurs, Thꝛes tunes the 
Dwartfe blew to ammate his Chipion,by which meanes 
Belcar was ouer much laboured, becauſe bee could finde no 
dppoꝛtimitis to reſt himiſelfe: but conſider ing if bee ſhew⸗ 
ed leffe valoure then hee had dane, in vaine he might ac⸗ 
count his trauapling thether, e greatly would it redound 
to his ſhame,ifthe Cmperour ſhould be aduertiſed theres 
of. In the end, he had bzought his encmy into (ach a tate, 
as he got on the Bꝛyoge without any moꝛe reſiſtance, and 
came to the Tow2e that ſtoode in the middeſt thcreof,but 
the Gates cloſed together ſo furiouſly, as hee was mitten 
to the earth depzpued of his ſences. Lypes being glad that 
he had reconeredthe Bꝛydge, came to him, and wyth the 
helpe of the Squires caryed him into the Tent , where 
ſuddainly vnarming him, they applyed ſuch remedyes as 
b2 ought him to his fozmer ſences. He had no ſoner feeling 
of himſelfe,but he entred into many rufull lamentationg, 
as well fo2 his mil-foztune and dyſgrace, as alſo wyth the 
payne hee felt of his aduerſaries ſtrokes, whereof his Ar- 
mour beeing battered to peeces was a ſufficient wytneſſe. 
Comfo2t your ſelfe my Loꝛde (quoth Lypes) and let your 
wonted courage exile this anguiſh, remcb2ing that theſe 
epaht yteres no night came to the Ile, onely Lynedes 
ercepted, that wunne like hono2 as pou haue done at this 
inſtant +greater reaſon haue pee then to cheriſh your foz- 
tune, then thus to condemne it with arclamat ions. Ah my 
frend,anſwered Belcar, little pleaſure take J in this ſuc- 
ceffe,fo2 that my intent p2oceeded further, but ſering there 
is no remedy, a mult with patience beare my ſhame. Foz 
of matters ſo deuilliſhly enchaunted, can ſeldom ariſe gr ea 
fer god: but curſed be the Fairies + their helliſh charmes 


that deale ſo diſcourteoufly with poꝛe trauail ing Ener. 
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Howe Belcat concluded to combat with all ſuch as 
came to prooue the aduenture of Francelina : and hows 
(among other) he fought with the Marqueſſe of Trdfſe, 
whom he vanquished,end after ward wih Titrendos to 
whom he _ himſelfe knowne. 1 


1Elcar beeing indifferently cal - 
med by the courteous behaui⸗ 
our of Lypes, determined to re⸗ 
couer his paſſed fople by actions 
of Chiualrie, and therefoze re 
ſolued to cõtinue in that place, 
to combat with al ſuch as came 
to trie the aduenture : but to 
— his intent hee added this pꝛin⸗ 

N cipally, y what deds of Armes 
he there perfozmed,o2 in ante other place where he might 
be imployed,all ſhould be fo2 the loue of Alderina, Daugh⸗ 
ter to the Duke of Pontus, whom aboue all other he meant 
molt conſtantip to loue. And if his foꝛtune were to be van- 
quiſhed by ante Knight, he woulde then foꝛth with returne 
to the Court of the ing Florendos. This diſſeigne he diſ⸗ 
touered to Lypes, who was not a little glad therof, ſaying, 
that he ſhould app2chend great matters by his enterpꝛiſe, 
becauſe continually many good nights reſozted thither. 
And becauſe (quoth hee) pou are ſo reſolutlie minded, no- 
thing ſha! make mee fo ſozſake pour company : but to be- 
bold the knightly Chiualric , which J am out of doubt to 
ſ& erecuted by pou. J offer my ſelfe to acchpanie vou in al 
lopall ſeruice. Nowe the better to furniſh their wants, hee 
ſent to his Mothers honſe foꝛ all kind of pꝛouiſion p might 
anr& with the time of their abode there, By this time

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Belcar founde himſelſe able fo beare Armes, and therfoze 
went to take his place A charge, at what time the Par⸗ 
queſſe of Troſſe came to hazarde his foztune . This Mar⸗ 
queſſe was a bꝛaue and hardie man at Armes, e although 
be came from his Countrey wel accomponied w Knights, 
+ ker and Pages: pet cauſed hee them to ſtay a pꝛetie 
farmce from thts place, and came thether but wyth one 
quire that caried his Launte. When Belcar ſawe him 
make ſo couragiouſlie toward the Bꝛidge, he mounted on 

hoꝛſebacke, and comming to him, thus ſpake. 
Gentleman,you may not paſſe here, except pou firſt 
trie the Jouſte with mce,becauſe J haue eſtabliſhed heere 
ſuch a Lawe , as no might ſhall haue battaile with him 
that kept the Bꝛidge, vntil hee haue firft diſmounted me: 
foz hauing receiued ſome fople in this place, not manie 
daics ſince,J wil nat ſuffer ante one to pꝛeuaile in this ad⸗ 
uenture, vnleſſe hes bzing me firſt info ſubicction. Great 
boldnes is this in you (aunlwered the Parqueſſe) that 
vou will take in hande to brare a burthen of ſuch waight: 
but I thinke you do if to this ende, that you would depart 
hence with greater ſhame and confuſion,then euer you ſus 
ſtained herr etoſoꝛe. That quarrell (quoth Belcar) ſhall our 
Swoꝛdes ſoone diſcide, and ſo without any moze ſpeeches 
they fell to the Combat, wherein the Parqueſſe ſhewed 
verie knightlie and gallant behauiour, albeit Belcar caſt 
him from his Saddle, and after warde fought-with him on 
fote a long while: but in the end the Marqueſſe was van- 
quiſhed, and vnderſtanding the name cf his Conquerour, 
returned tothe place where bee left his compante,and af, 
fer he had recouered better health, he rode ſtraite to A- 
cedon, where he recounted his ouerthzowe by Belcar. Of 
theſe ne wes the King Florendos and þ Queene were ve⸗ 
ric ioyfull, ſaping they had a Nephew that was ſo named, 
wherefoꝛe they deſired to knowe what Armes hee woꝛ e;

Cache one in Court was well pleaſed with theſe tp- 
dings, but aboue all other the P2incefſe Alderina, becauſe 
ſh: dad bequeathed his remembꝛaunte to the ſecrete cloſet 
of her hart, and as the dates,fo her lonelie affections to him 
increaſed, in reſpect of the great pꝛaiſes was euerie where 
bꝛuted of him,. which made mam woozthy Knights to ads 
uenture their foztune with him, with whaſe conqueſt bee 
{fill gaue grace to his owne repozt. But let vs new return 
to the Damoſell that folowed Belcar, to bee reuenged fo3 
her Bꝛetherens death, ſhee ſ&ing Cardino was indiffe- 
rentlie recouered,tooke her leaue of him, becauſe ſhee ins 
tended to pꝛoſecute her enemic. It ſo fel] cut, that Tiren- 
dos, Sonne to the Duke Euſtace, who trauailed to finde 
his compantan Belcar,arriued at the ſame lodging where 
the Damoſell was, and noting her complaints, which ſher 
could deliuer verie artifictallie : he take copaſſion on her, 
pꝛomiſing to aluſt her in what he could. Demaunding the

Pp Lo2d (quoth ſhe) he is here in his Chamber,mefe- 
lie well recouered by my pains and dilligence . No ſoner 
was T ircndos entred the Chamber, but hee immediatlit 


hnew Cardino,foz wheſe'hurt he was a great deale moꝛe 
D. 2. ſozrow- 
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ſoꝛrowſull: and thcerefoze vowed to him and the Demos 
lell, ii euer he met the night to bee reuenged on him. Af- 
ter many courteous embꝛatings and kind ſpteches, he told 
Cardino, how Belcar and hee were bothe Knighted in one 
daie, by the CEmperour of Conſtantimople, from wheneo bee 
very ſuddainlie and ſecretlic vepartcd: and ruer ſnce haue 
I followed in ſcarche of him, pet in no place can I heare as 
nie tydings of him.

Tbether would J goe, ſayd Tirendos, had J not paſt my 
pꝛomiſe to this Damoſell : noz can my minde eniope ame 
quiet, vntill J haue ſound the Knight that lo wꝛonged her 
and poi. All this night they were merie together, eſpeti⸗ 
allie the Damolell foꝛ Tirendos his pꝛomiſe, becauſe hee 
ſeemed a man cf ſufficient valour fo attempliſh her deſire. 
On the mozrow they toke their leaue of Cardio, ę icur⸗ 
nied toward the Ille of Carderia, where thep arriued as 
Belcar was managing his great Boꝛie: and no ſaner had 
the Damoſell eſpied him, but ſhe pꝛeſentlie knew him by 
bis Armour, whercfoze diſſembling pittiſull lokes, ſhce 
thus ſpake to Tirendos.

How Pal mendos vnderflanding that he was Sonne 
zo the Emperour Palmerin,cauſed bimſelfe to be armed 
Knight. And how he intreated licence of the Queene his 
Mother to got ſee Conitantinotle, which at length ve 
rie hardhe he obtayned, and what happened thereon:

. — r nouriſh her vounge Sonne 
5 e Palmendos, whom ſhee had by 
the Emperour Palmerin, when 
Abe tolowed þ erertiſe of Armes 
and was entertained by þ Ad⸗

: <A of Pa/meria, as you may reade 
E — in his wozthy Viſtozy.. This 
Childe, as he grewe in peres, 

ſo did he increaſe in all vertuous behauiour, beeing vna⸗ 
ble to ſhadowe his ropall diſtent: pet to hinder his deſpꝛe 
from ſearche after his Father, (the Queene and all p No- 
bilitie ſo infirely affecting him) no knowledge might bee 
giuen him thereof, leaſt by that meane he ſhonld.become a 
Chꝛiſtian. And that he might be infkructed in thoſe heroy⸗ 
call quallities, which belcme a N ok ſo high _— 
4. the 
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the Queene committed him to the charge of the Bother 
to the deceaſſed ing her huſband : a Knight of great wil⸗ 
dome and valour, by whom hee was ſo wozthilie educated, 
as he wunne the loue of euery one ingenerall. Rigour he 
would requife with mertie and clemencie, and charitte be 
pꝛeferred all his actions: notwithſtanding, as he ſhewed 
courtcous and benigne countenaunce towards the god, ſo 
did he ſternelie and ſeuerelie oppoſe himſelfe againſt the 
badde, ſo that by his ex quiũte pꝛudence and chopſe care in 
honourable cauſes, in his pouth hee woulde learne to ma⸗ 
nage the affapꝛes of the Realme, wherein he ſhewed him⸗ 
ſelfe ſo quick of ſpirite and ſuſceptible, as he wexed to bee 
ſuch a pollitique oecononie , that the Qucene intended to 
put the ropall Gouernment into his bandes. If hee wer 
thus enriched with all perfect vertues, nothing wanting 
in him loꝛ bzaue conſtitution of bodie, whertof he made no 
ſhewe of p2yde o2 pzeſumptton : but became ſo famous 
thꝛough all the nepghbour Parches and limitrophes of 
T harſus,as the very beft woulde come to offer him thep; 
ſeruice. | 

The Courte was filled with reſozt of Nobles g others, 
foz beſide the ropall nature hee bzought from his Pothers 
wombe,acco2ding to the Idea and teleſtial influence of his 
conſtellation , bee was boznc and naturally inclincd to 
Armes, which made him euermoꝛe conuerfſe with p moſt 
Ckilfull that way addicted. But one day befo2e he was ar⸗ 
med knight, a very aged, decrepite # ouer-ſpent wcman, 
tame and (ate down on a ſteppe in the Pozche of the Pal⸗ 
lace,atty2ed in ſuch pooze Garments, as her naked fle ſhe 
was ſeene in manie places : and there ſate ſhe frenibling 
in ſuch ſozte, as though her ſoule were ready to ſozſake 
her bodie.

at Palmendos and his Loꝛdes merilie laughed: but the ve 
paſtune was ſoone altered into adnuration, fo2 after the 
Woman aroſe againe, ſhee ſcemed of ſuch huge defozmed 
ſtature, as eache one was amazcd that had beheld her be⸗ 
foꝛe, and turning her ſcifeangerite towardes the P2zince, 
vied theſe ſpeeches.

Anmmediatlie ſhe came downe into the great Hall, and 
finding her Sonne thus perplexed, tooke him by the hand, 
cauſing hun to ſitte downe by her, and then began to him 
in this manner. J knowe not my Donne what ſollies (it 
ſhould ſecinc) the olde Vagge hath treubled your minde 
; withall : but refratne from giuing credite to them, and 3 
ſhall teli pe thc verie trueth of all.

Ah mp Sonne (quoth the Queene) the Gods ſo inſpire 
and direc your deſſeignes, that you may perlectiie accoin⸗ 
pliſh what you haue pꝛemiſed: fo2 the onely feare to log 
your companie,hath cauſed me conceale the thing you are 
ſo deſirous to know, But ſeeing vou haue hear de what A 
can no longer diſemble : aſſure your fcife my Sonne, that 
the olde Wioman hath tolde nothing but trueth. Yeeres 
vpn ſhe recounted the whole Hiſtozie, howe to haue illus 
by ſuch a peereleſſe P2ince (imitating Ihaleſtria, Queens 
of the eAmazons , who foz like caulc acqquainted her ſclts. 
with the valiant King Alexander) the by the tounſell of a 
wiſe Þagitian,amourouſly beguiled the Empcrour Pal- 
merin. Laſtlie, ſhee intreated him not to ſozſake her while 
the liued, becauſe her life was onelie pꝛolonged by his pzes 
ence.

Great matters haue you tolde me, anſwered the young 
Paince: the Cinperour then knowes not that hee bath a- 
nie Childe by you ?

Foz him lte her p ed an Armoar as redde as 
bloode; and fo; Ozalio, whom hee loued as his B:other, a 
faire white Armour, aud were bothe knighted by Ozalio 
— who was one of the belt Bnights in all thoſe 


_ thus receiued their o2der, a very ſolle mne feaſt 
was made in honor thereof, during which time, Palmen- 
dos gaue away ſunday ſumptuous gifts : pet coulde he not 
be dnmindfelt of Francclina, oz fozget one tote of the olde 
Womans wo:ds, becanſe he had lovged them lo neere his 
hart, as they were a martirdome (in manner) to him, Foz 
eale whereof he minded to goe fee Greece, as alſo to viſite 
the Emperour his Father, and learne ſome tydings of his 
wnknowne Lavie : fo2 he perſwaded himſelfe, that the old 
Womans ſpeeches grow vpon rio ſmall occaſion. And find- 
ing the Queene his Pother one afterncone at good ley- 
fure,amonq diuers ofher pꝛoetedings betweene them, Pal- 
mendos t arneſtlie entreated her to graunt him one re⸗ 
quelt : which the Querne (who looued him as her pꝛoper 
lake, and not thinking he wold haut deſired any ſuch thing) 
agreed vnto verte willinglie. Then woulde J god £Þa- 
dame (quoth he) not haue you tonc eiue anie diſpleaſure, if 
Imake a betete vopage fo Con ſtantinople, to fee the Cmpes 
rour my Father, and the good Knights in his Courte: fo2 
ante the time pou aſſured mee ſhat J was his Sonne, my 
veſires haue be ene vnme aſurable to franaile this iour⸗ 
aep; Pet J ſweare, by the ſincere t inuiolabte faith, which 
the Child aboue all other oweth to his Mother, to returne 
againe with all poſſible ſpeede. Alas my Sorme (quoth the 


Aueene) giuing a bitter fighe, pour wo2ds haue fo ſharp- 
he pierced my hart, as me thinkes IJ feele m/ bery thꝛed 
of life cut in ſunder, the feare of this pꝛeſent ertreamitie, 
vitering mine owne renne: but ſeeing 


with-belvitie from 
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J cannot hinder what J haue wellingly conſented to, with 
what patience J can I ill beare my nuf-fo2tane One 
thing pet woulve J commend td thee, if zeale-and looue to 
thy Pother may lollteite anie cõpaſſton: that thou woul⸗ 
deſ return to the place of thy birth ſo ſoone as thou canſt, 
that mine eyes be holding thee once moze befo2e J die, m 
ſoule map paſſs with greater comfozt info another wozld. 
So helpe me God, aunſwered Palmendos,as J intende not 
fo bzeake the leaſt of your commanndements , noz will J 
deteiue you in my ſho2t and ſpecdie returne Sith then 
my Sonne,quoth the Queene, pon will needes vndertaks - 
this voyage, J would aduiſe pe to haue god ſtoae of hardie 
Anights with you , that your entertainment by the Em⸗ 
perour may be the moze honourable. Madame, (quoth he) 
Jam certaine my Lozde will not eſteeme anything the 
moꝛe of me fo my compame, becauſe it ſhall ſuffiſe that J 
am King of Thus, wherein tonſiſteth the poynt of my 
renowne : as fo2 any paine of trauaile, ſome repo2t of good 
ſucceſſe in Thinalrie ſhal wipe that away. Fo2 (as pon are 
not ignozant therof) his Maicſtie trauailed alone thzough 
the wo2ld,oppoſing his vnconquerable mind agamſt al ad⸗ 
nentures whatſoener : pet did p diuine dountic enermoze 
theeld him from perill and deat h. and as he, ſo manie other 
famous Kings and Potentates. What empꝛiſe was moze 
dangerous thon Þ of Iaſon, when he won the Golden fleece 
in the Ille of Cholcos ? 63 that of » gentle Champion I he. 
ſexs,when he conquered the Minotaure in the inertrieable 
Labirinth of Creere ? pet the Gods defended them in all 
their attempts. Jn my tune (Pother) J haue ſeene, that 
pooze and ſimple Ships haue ſailed in the Sea, with great. 
foztune in tempeſts and outrage, and at length haue res 
turned home richlie furniſhed : on the contrary J haue no⸗ 
ted, that ſund2y gallant veſſels, haue cut with full ſaple 
thꝛough calme and quiet Seas,fauoured both with winde 
and wether, and at the verie cntrannce of the Yanens 


mouth, haue ſplpt on ſome Rocke , oꝛ ſuſtapned other mil 
chance. 
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chaunte. He edles then were my feare of the ea 02 Foꝛ⸗ 
tune,becauſe (where ere J gos) Death tracks mee as my 
ſhadowe,and dare not ſtrike till he be commaunded : ther - 
foze am thus determined, to haue none with me but O- 
zalio and two Squires, becaule we wil trauaile as mean 
Gentlemen, and try our manboode with the Jinights of 
Ewmrope,vefoze the Emperour ſhall haue ame knowledge of 
me. 


The Mueene would no mo2e contrarie his intent,tnit 
referred all things to his owne diſpoling, wherefoze Paj- 
mendos hauing ſent fo2 the cheefe Lozdes of the Realme, 
declared tothemopenhe his minde : gining them this ex- 
zeſſe charge, to obey the Nucene his Pot her, & his Unc⸗ 
e, whom he left as Lieutenaunt gene rall of h Pꝛouinct 
in his abſence. They all ſo: ie that hee woulde ſo ſone de⸗ 
part, ine we not hows to hinder it hee beeing ſo reſolute: 
not withſtanding, they pꝛamiſed to ful ll his tommaunde, 
wylhing him a tranquile t pꝛoſperous nauigation. @oone 
after the Queene went into her Cabinet, whcre her hand 
diſcharging the office of the tongue, ſhee w2ote a freendlie 
Letter to the Emperour, which ſhee accompanied wyth a 
Ning, uke to that ſhe gave him at his departure: to p ende 
that by this Jewell, Palmendos might be p ſaner known 
of him. 

Shippe and all thinges readie foz this vovage , hee 
tooke his leaue of his Lo2des and Dubicas,and afterward 
of the Queene his Pother : who byting in her greefe ſo 
well as the could, detinered him the Ring and the ro 
the contents whereofthus followeth, -

of Paſcria. But (ith by that ſmall talent wherewith na- 
ture endowed me, the Deffinies graunted mee the ſweete 
aſpca of pour loue, after J behelde you with our Admirall 
Alfarano: my pꝛiſtinate vertue could not p2cuaile againſt 
vnquenchable deſire , becauſe the fame of your renowne 
was ſo caractred in my ſpirit, as my fo2mer chaſte and 
baſhfull continencie, was in the ende irrecuperablp ec nta⸗ 
minate. Pet can J not repute this chaunte as matter of 
miGfo:tuue,ſeeing the heauenly powers were ſo benigne, 
as from that ace pꝛoceeded Palmendos our onelie Sonne: 
from whom J ſtill hiddc that you were his Father, albeit 
by ſtrange meanes he was not long ſince aducrtiſcd ther⸗ 
of, from which time hee hath ſo pꝛeuailed by intreaties, as 
he hath conſtrained me (not withont great arecfe,4 doubt- 


full fcare neuer to ſe him againe ) to ſuffer him come (ce 
C. — his 
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bis noble Father. And hardlie could J peelde therefo,but 
that my confidence in you is ſuch : as pou will quickly rs- 
turne him againe, ſo ſoone as yon haue ſeene and knowne 
him fo2 your Sonne.

3n this 
ſoꝛt haue J ſent him, attompanied onelie with his Cozin, 
becauſe hee thus perfwaded me: that when you fraumled 
the woꝛlde, it was commonly alone, 4 as a ſimple Knight 
errant.

And home he afterward conquered the Sonne to theGy- 
ant Baledon , who helde the Iſande in forcible ſubiec-

A | of Francclina, whd he had made 
cheefe Miſtreſſe of his affecti- 
ons. But after they had ſapled 
halfe a daie, a violent contrarie winde aroſe, which dꝛoue 
them thꝛee dates and thꝛer nights ſo furiouſlp, as the Pars 
riners coulde ſcant tell in what part they were. At length 
this rough and boyſterous tempeſt ceaſed, when Falmen- 
dos beeing deſirous to know in what Country thep were: 
was aunſwered by the aiſter that they were in Exrope 
and the Aſeduerrani im ea, verie neere to the Alle of Dei- 
phos, where after ſo long and vncoinfoztable wether, Pal- 
mendos wold noz on land to refreſh hunſelfe. In this Ille 
the Pagans were often wont in antient tune, to come and 
viſite the Zemple of Apollo, as alſo to conſult with his 
Dꝛacle. and at this time was Loꝛd thcrof a Gyant named 
Baleclon, the moſt fierce and cruell Tirant, that liued in 
all thoſe tyꝛee parts ot the woꝛld. This Oyant had a Sen 
no lefle valiant then hunſelfe, and aftcr pee had by fozce 
. gotten ©

gotten this Jland, hee builded a freng Caſtell on a little 
Pꝛomontozie: diſceuding lo artificiallte into the Sea, as 
hauing a huge Rocke on cither ſide thercof,it was wel de- 
fended from the extremitie of the water. No other Pozte 
foz landing woulde he permitte in all the J land, then this 
onelie, hemde in with the two Rocks,betweene which hee 
faſtened a great chaine of yzon, which temmonlie lape 
what ſhallowe in the water. But when ante Ticflcll 
tame to anker in that Pozte,certaine villaines which hee 
kept in Towzes foꝛ the purpoſe, woulde hoyſe them vppe 
with the chaine in ſuch ſoꝛt, that they could depart no moꝛe 
thence except the Gpant pleaſed: and thus woulde he rob 
and ſpoile all that landed there, that al thoſe parts lame n⸗ 
ted to heare of his villanie. If happilie bee mette with any 
nights who reſiſted his will, then woulde he outrage the 
by fozce of Armes, and afterward put them into an inſec⸗ 
tious ſtincking Pꝛyſon. The Perchaunts and others that 
vſed traffique, from them would he take all they had, and 
aftcrward deliucr them ouer to a moſt cruell death, fo that 
all ſuch as had notice of his tyꝛannie, fled that place as the 
daungerous Gulife of Caribais. 
Pet not withſtanding, there was in this Iſland a great 
aduenture,foz in the time of the Gentiles, there inhabited 
a welthy Pꝛieſte, a Pagitian and wonderfull inueſtiga⸗ 
four of hidden thinges, hee was high Pꝛieſt of the Sancu- 
arie in the Temple, as alſo he had the generall admini⸗ 
fkration thꝛough the whole Pꝛouince: he bauing a comlie 
beautiful Daughter, endued with al vertucs requiſite in a 
Uirgin,and her he gaue fo the ſeruite of the Dzacle. Jt lo 
fell out, that the Duke of Feri very gentle and gratious 
youth,became enamoured of her onelp by repo2t,fo2 often⸗ 
tines he had hearde her commended, to excer de in beautie 
the choyſeſt Dames of that Countrey : wherfoze he made 
fund2ie requeſts to enioy her as his Mile, but all his la- 
bour was to no purpoſe,becauſe her r would not part 
with her. And as it often happeneth, that the ** 
w 
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who is twyſe 02 thꝛyſe ſent to one place, toobtaine a mat⸗ 
ter earneſtlie deſtred, will deuiſe what meanes hee can fo2 
the behoofe of his aiſter, moze to eſtape the ſhame of re⸗ 
fuſall, then foz ante great good will (happilie) to the par- 
fie : euen fo fell it out with the miniſter of this ſute, foz 
ſee ing hee went and returned ſo often without auaile, bee 
gotte one date to ſpeake with the Maiden herſelle, whome 
he laboured with ſo manie perſwaſions, and whetted on fo 
toyne in a ſecrete marriage: as ſhee became rauiſhed with 
the loue of the Dukc,and pꝛomiſed if his Maiſter coulde 
tunningly ſteale her from her Father, he would goe with 
him whether he pleaſed. 

The Dake not a little glad of this aunſwer, pzeſent- 
lie iournied to the Flland, where breing arriued, hee aduer⸗ 
tiſcd the Damolell: that he would ſtay fo2 her in a conue⸗ 
nient place nere her fathers Pallace, whether ſhe ſhould 
not faple to tome, fo ſone as the ſilent night had bzought 
cuerp one alleepe. But the Pꝛieſte, who by meancs of his 
Magick foꝛeſaw all theſe pꝛadiſes, and knowing the place 

gere the Duke of Fein ſtaied foʒ his Daughter: cauſed 
two fierce enchaunted Lions to diſcend frö þ Pountaines, 
which ranne with raucnous mouthes on the vnp2outded 
Duke, and he no wap able to defende himſelfe, they rent 
and toꝛe him cruellie in pecets. Thich pittifull ſpedacle 
whe his Squire that came with him behelde, he gaue ſuch 
a lamentable ſh:tke,as the Damoſell ( whoſe eyes x cares 
were carcfullie waking) eaſilie hearde it. In like ſozte did 
diuers others of the houſe, who came fooꝛth wifh lighted 
Toꝛches to vnderſtand the cauſe: buf the ayden hea⸗ 
rin too ſœne in What caſe thep ſounde the Duke, came 
running from the Caſtel as a mad Woman to accompliſh 
the Sacrifice, Such was her greeſe to beholde her vewed 
Vul band thus cruellie maſſacred, as ſhe taking his Napi⸗ 
er, ſette the pommell thcreof to the grounde , and placing 
the point oppoſite to her hart: with meruailous violence 
thꝛewe berleifc thereon, as one ſdaining to liue, bering 
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robbed of her lone, Nenerthcleſſe, ſhe was hecrein decei- 
ued, foꝛ the @wozd paſſing th2ough ber right dc, cher fell 
vpon the dead co2pes,and fo lay awhile aliue, bꝛeathing 
foo2th many greeuous ſighes and lamentations. And find⸗ 
ing in her bolome a ſherte of paper, with her owne bloode 
ſhee wꝛote twelue moꝛznefull verſes in foꝛme of an Epp⸗ 
taph : then ſeeing her lateſt howze to haſten on, with ru- 
full mones ſhe deliuered theſe ſpeeches, Seeing it is ſo, my 
ſweete choyſe and paragon ofcourteſte , that foz my ſake 
thou haſt cndurcd this martyꝛdome: it will remaine as a 
gall in my conſcience , that J did not ende thy funerallcs 
acco2ding to thy deſert, And that my Father may knowe 
what wzong he hath doone vs, J will lcaue ſome occaſion 
fo2 his too late repentaunce :pet J deſire no other recem⸗ 
pente, but cauſing our bodies to bee buried in one Coffin, 
he will ſuffer (fo2 a perpetuall remembꝛence of this fra- 


tageme) this Tpitaphe to be engrauen thercon, 


Forbeare mine eyes more to bemone thy freend, 
Whoſe peereles vertues time nor death can ſtame: 
Deſpiſe the man that thus procurde his ende, 
And hath ( Withall ) his onely daughter ſlime. 
Ah angrie fate, and planet moſt vnkinat, 

What more inhumaine att could ye deuiſe : 

Then ſtep betweene the hart, the eye and minde, 
And prerce that vine Which could them all ſi ffiſe ? 
But ſith im life aur fortune was ſo bad, 

To miſſe of that Which we deſired moſt.

This Epitaphe ended, ſhee peelded the humaine tri- 
bute to nature, fo2 after ward her bodie made no motion of 
vitall mouing: and it cannot be effeemed as fabulous that 
loue ſhould cauſe the death cf ame one, betauſe in auncient 
Piſtoꝛies, we may finde innumerable of recent e moderne 
eramples 
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examples thercof. But returne we to the P2tcſt, who vn⸗ 
derſtanding that his Daughter ranne fco2th with ſuch a 
clamour,followed her immedtatlie,fearing the woulde ol⸗ 
fer (ome violence on herſelfe, and finding her deade, holds 
ing the Cpitaphe in her hand, he was in great daunger fo 
make a third in this wofull tragedie. Ah milerable 4 deſo⸗ 
late wꝛetch (quoth hee) if thy knowledge had cfficacis in 
woꝛking the Puke of Fei death, why was it not ſaffict- 
ent to pꝛeuent thy Daughters miſhappe 2: Unhappy was 
the houre when fur ſt J pzactiſcd this denilliſh ſoꝛcerie. 
any other ſoꝛrowful lamentations he made cuer p dead 
bodies, whom we may aptlie compare to the lopall Louers 
Piramus and T hisbie : but afterward bee ereded a coſtlie 
Sepulchꝛe of Bꝛaſſe, and hauing embalmed them accozs 
ding to the auncient ceremonies of funerall pompe, hee in⸗ 
tombed them in the Temple bothe togcther , and cauſed 
the Cpytaphe to be cunningly grauen thereon. Not long 
after,conſidering himſelfe depzined of his lawfull hcpze, 
and howe greatly he had peruerted the courſe of naturc, 
very extreame greefe ended his daics : but tre he died, hee 
encloſed the Treaſure of the Temple with ſuch enchaunt 
ments, and with ſo ſtrong and fearcfull a guard, that frem 
the time of his death, it was very dangerous to come niere 
the place. And tell the time of Palmendos arriuall there, 
there durſt not ante one make tryall thereok, albeit befoze 
Baledon abuſed the 3 ſlande, Knights of diuers Regions 
came to pꝛooue they; foztune : and p Giant himſelfe came 
thether fo; the ſaine octcallon, but ſeeing hee toulde not ap⸗ 
pꝛoche the Temple, perteiuing the Alland to be faire and 
deledable: he got it by foꝛce of Armes, the people thereof 
beeing vnable to reſiſt his hoſtilitie. 

Let vs nowe remember where we left befozc, the ar⸗ 
riuall of Palmendos in this Jflande of Delphos, to whome 
one of the Parrmers told all the ſe thinges, as alſo the hoꝛ⸗ 
rible villanies of the Gyant : whercfoze he intreated him 
not to anker in that Poste, * (quoth he) we ſhal all 
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bee either lane oz taken p2yſoners.Why ? ſayd Palmen- 
dos, is no man able to puniſh his pꝛyde and tyꝛannie: ſee⸗ 
ing Foꝛtune bath conducted me hether, and will permitte 
me but to haue a ſight of him: J will not departe without 
ſome p2oofe of my ſelfe. Foz if J bee Sonne to the Empe⸗ 
rour Palmerin, J muſt not bee frighted with the name of 
Opants, who rather reſemble huge Coloſſes without anie 
ſoules , then humaine creatures: much lefſe ſtrange ad⸗ 
uentures, holoc harde and daungerous focaer they ſeeme. 
I J woulde acquire pꝛayſe and honour immoꝛtall, long 
time muſt J followe millitaric crertiſe, as my Father did 
in dis ponger dapes, pꝛeuailuig againſt divers ſuch Pon⸗ 
ſters, bꝛinging innumerable enterpꝛiſes to happy ende: 
turne p2olve then towarde ſhoꝛe, and boldlie let vs enter 
the Pozte , without anie feare ofthis diffoꝛmed Golias. 
With much a do they ſette into the Pozte , where they 
were no ſoner entred,but they ſawe themſelues encloſed 
with the chapne, wht:ch light diſmayed bothe the Maiſter 
and Marriners: but Palmendos and Ozalio pꝛeſently put 
on they Helmets and Gauntlets, ſtanding ready foz de⸗ 
fence of all the ref, 

The Gpant beeing aduertiſed that a rich Ship was 
gotte within the chaine, commannded his Sonne pꝛeſent⸗ 
lie to fake Armes, and with ſufficient aſliſtaunts to goe 
tanke all the Strangers pꝛyſoners: wherto the young Ty⸗ 

rant was very readie, and entring with thzec Unights in⸗ 

to a boate, came diredly to the hippe, where Palmendos 
ſtanding foꝛmoſt, the Gpants Sonne thus ſpake to him, 
Vowe dareſt thou {knight be ſo bold, as to enter our Pozte 
without licence? J dare do moꝛe then that, anſwered Pal 
mendos, in deſpight of ſuch diſlopall villaines as you arc, 
who by trecherous meanes intrap the innecent. and aſter⸗ 
ward exerciſe what crueltie pou pleaſe vppon them : but 
nowe is the time come, J hope, that ſhal guet don pou with 
recompence aunſwerable to ſuch bꝛutiſh behauiour. The 
Gyants Sonne dyſpleaſed with theſe woz des, ſought _- 
I

his Knights to enter violently the Ship: but Palmendos 
and Ozalio beting to high aboue them, gaue them ſo many 
ſharpe repulſes, as poung Baledon reteiued his deathes 
wounde at the Princes bande, and Qzalio (ent one of the 
Knights to beare him commpante. With this fople þ boate 
ſpeedilie returned,and they aduertiſed Baledon what had 
happened, bzinging his Sonne flaine bp into his Cham⸗ 
ber, wherwith he was ſo woderfully enraged : as he vows 
ed to buy his bloode with the death of all the ſtrangers. In 
bitter anguiſh of hart, he called foz his Armour, pꝛeparing 
himſelfe to the diſmall attempt: in meane while the two 
Knights that eſcaped backe aliue , toode on the ſhoze re- 
uiling the Pꝛince, wylkng him to pzepare, foz his death 
was comming. 

If your Maiſter (quoth Palmendos) bee ſo valiant as 
vou repozte, let him deale alone with mee in ſingle fpght, 
and if J chaunce to vanquiſhe him, let him accompliſhes 
what I ſhall ſette downe,and J will graunt him life. On 
the contrarp, if hee conquer mee, let him do with mee and 


mine as him pleaſcth : tell him,theſe bzauadoes 4 pzoude 
ſpeeches cannot daunt reſolute mindes, and if hee dare 
graunt me ſafe condude, with good aſſuraunce not to of- 
fer mee anie w2ong, A will pꝛeſentlie come on ſho;e and 
try my foztune with him. 


F. 4. CHAP. 
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Howe Palmendos came on lande to combat with the 
Gyant Baledon, whom he vanquished, and after warde 
deliuered many Knights out of his pryſons, among whom 
were two young Princes, beeing Moores: who in tra- 
wailing to the E mperours Courte, were by a tempeſt cat 
an this I ſlande. 


Ight ſoone went the Bnightes 
MO || to the Gyant with Palmendos 
challenge, who beeing very wel 
N pleaſed there with, came downe 
pꝛoudelie to þ Poꝛt with theſe 
ſpeeches, Thich is the wꝛet⸗ 
ched Knight , that dare ſo per⸗ 
4! emptozilte venture on ſhoze,to 
reccine the death he hath tuſtly 
* deſerned ? J am the man, aun- 

ſwered Palmendos, anv 3 will be ſo good as my woꝛde, it 
thon wilt faithfally pzomife mee ſafetie from thy people. 
By the hallowed fayth, ſayde Baledon that 3 owe to our 
Gods, thou ſhalt be as ſecure as thou canſt require. albeit 
A die vnder thy Swoꝛde in Combat. The P2ince lot he to 
waſte the time in woꝛdes, called foz a Riffe to carric him 


— 


on ſhoꝛe, which the Marriners vnwillinglic conſented to, 


beeing loth to looſe a night ſo valiant. In bꝛeefe, he came 
on lande, and no one with him but his Cozin Ozalio, who 
woulde not at anie time foꝛſake his companic . Baledon 
p2aunceth vppe to the plaine befoꝛe his Caſtell.comman⸗ 
ding his attendants on paine of their liues, not any wale 
to trouble o2 moleſt his enemie. Now are the Champions 
couered with their Swords and Sheeldes, and with ſuch 
farie dos the weapons clanche vpon p Armour, as though 
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Vulcan and his Cyclops were at wozke with their ham⸗ 
mers. You mull thinke that the Gyant', being a man of 
monſtrous ſtature, dealing with a young dd ince, but a 
gryſtle (u a manner) in cõpariſon of him, did often bzing 
his lafe to very perrillous exigents: gotwithanving , (0 
did the heauens favour Pabnendos, and deſpiſe the mani 
fold tyꝛannies of the Gyant,as after a long, crucll 4 blos 
die fight, Baledon had reteiued ſo many woundes , as bee 
was confkrained to fall at the Pzinces mercie : foz which 
Palmendos humblte thanking heaven , boldlie ſette hys 
foote vpon the Oyant, ſaying. Canſeſte thy ſelfe (Baledon) 
banquiſhed by me, and jet mer enuy the p2yloners which 
thou wuuſtlie detaineſt in thy Caſtell, oz the remainder 
oi thy life hangeth on the poput of m ©wozd. 
When the Opant behelde his great pompe ſo ouer- 
thzownr, and hee had no meane nowe left wherewith to 
defeude himſelfe : he bzeathcd ſoꝛth theſe ſo2rowfull ſyce⸗ 
ches. Ah angry Gods, howe range and diuers are your 
tudgments, in {1Fcring bot he mee and my Donne to bee 
fopled by one Rnight? Row ſee J well,that myne inſinite 
and wicked offences, committed againſt men without de- 
ſert, hath thzowne this w2cakefull ſentence on me. Then 
calling his Seruaunts, bee commaunded them to conduct 
the P2ince into the Caftell, and to deliuer all his pzyſo- 
ners to him, with any thing els bee ſwoulde commannde 
them, 
Do went the Pzince with his Cozin Ozalio and two 
or the Oyants Seruaunts to the Caſtell, the reft remaps 
ned to bzing they2 Paiſters deade bodie, and when they 
were entred the baſe Courte, they met the Gpanteſſe hea⸗ 
vilte lamenting , andcurſſing the kuight who was cauſe 
thereof. Bat Palnendos made no account cf her woꝛdes, 
commaunding all the pꝛyſoners to bee pꝛeſently baought 
hefoꝛe him, which in ſooth were very many,both kmghbtz, 
Merchaunts and ather tranayling Strangers , who had 
long time beene kept there wn * : and nowe ſteing 
1. they

they were ſo generallie called, they verilie thought fo die, 
oz endure ſome cruell toꝛment, but finding the contrarie, 
J leaue their 1op to the Readers iudgment. Then Pal. 
mendos called foz the Knights Armour, that eache one 
knowing his owne Armour might bee armed therewith: 
fo this their happie deltuerannce , they all fell downe at 
the Pꝛintes frete, deſiring God to reward his honourable 
papnes. 

But among the pꝛiſoners, there were two young 
Knights of comelie ſtature, being both Poozes, who had 
not long time bene held in that ſeruifude, and witneſſing 
by their countenaunces that they were diſcended of royal 
parentage. The one of them was Rifarano, Son to Tri- 
neus Cmperoz of Allemagne, and Aurecinda the Soldans 
Dilker;as pou map reade in the Hiſtoꝛp of Palmerin d' O- 
hua: the other was named Lecefin, Son to the Soldane 
of Perſia : beeing the poungeſt of thꝛct which he had by the 
Pꝛinteſſe Zephira. Theſe two poung Loꝛds were nouri⸗ 
thed together by the Woldane, becauſe hee behelde the to⸗ 
warde inclination of Rifarano, whom hee euer imagined 
would pꝛooue a wo2thie Knight: and foz he was Sonne to 
his Silker and the Emperour Trineus his great frende, 
he looued hun as Leceſin his owne Childe. Rifarano tom⸗ 
ming to the age of tenne 02 twelue peres, wered very fo2- 
ward in all commendable exerciſes, and one day reaſoning 
with his other: deſired her to tell him the cauſe >, why 
the went ſo continually clad in mourning, the truth wher- 
of ſhe diſcourſed to him, and how his Father was the Cm- 
perour Trineus of Allemaigne. When Rifarano vnders 
ſtode,that he was Sonne to one of the chefeſt P2zinccs in 
Chꝛiſtendome, bee made greater account of himſelfe then 
be did befoꝛe, and dyſpoſed himſelfe to matters of higher 
quallitie, ſo that beeing of yeeres to receine his Anight⸗ 
boode,be requeſted the Soldane to honour him therwith: 
which he with right good will perfozmed, cauſing Jouſtes 


and Tournaments to ſollemnize that time withall, wher- 
in

in Rifarano ſill bare awaie the pꝛyʒe. Following Arme 
and Chiualrie he ill continued, and with good ſuccefle 
wunne ſuch fame thzough all Perſia, as þ © dane thought 
fo iopne hun in marriage with the King Maulerinos cl 
delt Daughter, But he would neuer harken to ſuch mat- 
ters,fo2 that hee had ſecretlie vowed,firft to ſ& the Canpe- 
rour his Father, wherete bis Pother (whoſe daxes long 
ſicknes had new ſhoztened)enermoze pꝛouoked him: that 
T rineus beholdung the fruite of her loue, might thinke the 
better of his acquaintaunce with her. 

After the obſequies and ropall funerall, as wel beſ@- 
med a Pzinceſle of ſo great regar de, and Riſarano lothe to 
ſtap, his Mot her beeing dead: hee deſired p Soldane that 
he nught trauaile to Cenſtantinople, to ſex the Courte of the 
Emperour Palmerin, and thence he woulbe goe to his Fa- 
ther in Auemaigne. Albeit very vnwilling, vet p Baldane 
condiſcended, whereat the young Pꝛinte Lecefin, who los 
ued Rifarano as himſelfe, beganne to conceius great ſaz- 
row? : whereloze he nitreated his Father that hee might 
trauaile with him in companies , perſwading hum that it 
would be a cauſe of his Tozins moze ſpeedie returne. The 
Soldane liked heercof very well, and although be was pet 
verie young, he gaue him his tnighthoode ; and ſo with di⸗ 
uers pꝛeſents from his Father t Zephira, as alſo Letters 
to both the Cmperours, accompanied with thirtic hardie 
Anights thcy tooke ſhypping, and by meanes of an excie⸗ 
ding rough tempeſt on the Sea, they were dꝛiuen perfozce 

into this Ille of Delp-0s, where ber ing hemde in with the 
thapne.and flattered by the Gyant to come on ſhoꝛe, with⸗ 
out ſuſpecting ante treaſon they went to his Caſtell, and 
finding out ward freendlie entertainement, they were fet- 
cyed foo2th of their beddes and thꝛuſt into pꝛyſon, a twen- 
tie of the Knights that came with them cruelly murthe⸗ 
red, the reſt were bꝛought into the Dungion to their Pais 


ſters, and after ward the Oyant tocke the ſpoyle of þ Ship 
at his pleaſure, |

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But to eome tu our purpoſe, Rifarano and Lecefin ſre- 
ing themſelues befiueredfrem this delloꝛous liſe , much 
woꝛſe then that of the Naues in the Galkes, they ſpake to 
Palmedos in this mancr. Mel vs in courteſie,gad Unight, 
by What meanes haue von obtained our libertie? fo2 wee 
meruaile that we ſe not the Opant, , who bzought vs he 
ther by villanie e treaſon.Gentlemen, (quoth the Pzince) 
Auma Knight bozne farre hence, and being by the an⸗ 
arte Seas calf vpon this 3fland, J determined to tome on 
ſhoze, where becing no waie able to eſcape the death pꝛe⸗ 
ſenf befoze mine eyes, J was conſtrained to Combat with 
the Gpant vou falke of, who to allure me the ſooner to the 
battaile,pzomiſed me ſecuritie from any ſane himſelł. But 
heauen giuing me ſtrength, to erect a moztall Crophe of 
his ſlaughtered bodie, hath thereby ginen pou all freedome 


whom wee are fo much indebted foz our deliueraunte: as 
fo; vs, it is neteſſarie yon ſhould knowe of whence 4 what 
we are, that if we ſhould arowe heertafter ingratefull foz 
this kindnes,the meaneſt in the woꝛlde might iuſtlie con- 
demne vs. This poung P2ince, (quoth hee) is named Le- 
ce fin, donne to the noble l dane of Perſia, and J bis vn- 
woꝛthie Nephelw, illued from T rincus Cmperour of Alle 
maine, bzother by mariage to the incomparable Peince 
Palmerin d' Olma : heereto bee added the whole diſtourſe 
* of their trouble, which von haue heard alreadie. Jn happie 
time came 2 hether,aunſwercd Palmendos, ts ſuttout ſo 
good and noble Knights as vou are,cheefelie fo2 your nere 
alliaunte to the @mperonr Palmerin, whom J tontinual⸗ 
ſhe deſire to ſerue, and ſhoꝛtly ſhall pꝛeſeni my ſelfe vnto 
bim: but firſk (by the fauour of Foztune,) woulde hene 
dis cares ſo acqquainted with ſome acions of account , as 
might moone his ſpirite with the moꝛe affection to ſie me. 
And ſering you noe fo ſoone to his Courte, let me intreate 
this fauour at your bandes, as —

with yon which J baue deltuered from pꝛiſon, and pꝛeſent 
his Paieſtie with them from me, as alſo the wife  daugh- 
ter of Baledon the Gyant : foꝛ it is both iuſt x reaſonuble, 
to biſpoſſeſſe this Jlandof ſuch bad people, as haue wyth. 
ſuch ho2rible tirannies ſo long time abuſed the lame. Foz 
J dare ſay,the people Þinbabite this Ille, wil moze gladly 
ſubmit theinſelues to þ Emperozs regiment, then be he 
in ſlauerie by ſuch helhoundes. In meane while, wee wpll 

leaue ſome good night of this ſoyle as gouernour thereof 

in his highnes name, vntil he haue diſpoſed thereofas ſhal 

ſceme beſt in his wiſedem. Millingly wold J make p;ofe 

befo2e pour departure, of a ſtrange aduenture couched m of 
the Temple: that if J die in þ attempt,you may reuenge 
my death, t happilie liue to finiſh the fame.Rifarano and 7 
Lecefin made anſwere, that they would fulfil any thing he | 
pleaſcd to commaunde them, foz which Palmeudos requi- 


ted them with many thanks, | 


CHAP. VIIL 
How Palmendos placed in the gouernment of the 
Iſle of Delphos, an auncient wyſe Knight named Guil- 
lador,by whom he underiood the daunger and diffical- 
tie of the aduenture in the Temple , whether (noi with. 
ſtanding) he afterward trauailed: & how be fortunatly 
ended the ſame. 


Ster all the Knights e Gentle⸗ 
men had Armed theſelnues, Pal- 
. N mendos cauſed the Gyanteſſe 
Þ/|and her daughter, to be faſtened 
with a ſtrong chaine to a piller, GS 
| leaſt they ſhoulde offer ſome vi⸗ 
olence on themſelues, and the 
#7 JE—IJ[chayne in the Pozt he comman 
— — ded to be taken away, with all 
G. 2 0 other 
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other daungers that might burt trauaillers: then ſonuno⸗ 
— - ——_ the zlland, he thus beganne to conferre 
Pe B2etheren and Freendes, J cannot thinke but 
vou all reiopte, to ſee pour ſelues deliuered from the mile⸗ 
rable ſeruitude, wherein the Tyꝛant Baledon hath long 
time held pou, hencefo2th therefoze J intend, that you al 
acknowledge foz your liege L92d and Soucraigne, the fa+ 
mous x vertuous Emperour Palmerin d' Oliua, to whame 
I will make pꝛeſent of this land, which the God af hea⸗ 
wen hath ſutfered me to conquere : fo2 you knowe that the 
Oyant is latne, his Wife and Daughter like wiſe remain 
my pziloners,and to his Paieſty wil 3 ſhoꝛtly ſend them. 
Let me therfoze intreate pe, to continue his true and lop⸗ 
all Subtecs,and J ſhall ſo behauc my ſcifc with his þigh- 
nes, as he ſhall hencefozth defend this J land and pou: fo: 
the gouernment whereof in meane while, J wil leaue one 
that ſhall bee choſen among pou, who ſhall ſwcare to re- 
ſigne his office, to him whom the Cmperour ſhal pleaſe fo 
ſend hether. 

The Knights r Genflemen of the Alland were great⸗ 
lie contented, hearing Palmendos vſe ſuch graficus ſpce- 
ches,acknowledging fhemſelucs happy to remaine yp Cms 
perours baſſailes : whereupon they ſwoze flvelity to him, 
and elected a reuerende Knight of the Jfland named Guil⸗ 
lador, to whom the autbo2itie of Deputie was commits 
ted, and then they cauſed the Gyants bodie to bee buraed, 
foz the hozrible villanies he had done in his life time, to 
which execution all the people of the Jland reſozted, not 
ſo much foꝛ the ſight thercof, as to honour the Patrone of 
their deliueraunce. Cuerp thing thus wiſely and diſcreet- 
lie pacified,be determined fo try the aduenfurc of þ Tem⸗ 
ple, whereupon the newe Gouernour dcfirtd him, not to 
bazard himſelfe in a matter ſo perrillous, fo2 that manie 
Knights had loft their lincs in the attempt: which made 
Palmendos far moze deſirous, to know wherin þ greateſt 
daunger 
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danger ther cof confiffed,at whoſe requeſt, Guilladot thus 
beganne the diſcour ſe. Know my Lo2de, that the Temple 
wherein our Pꝛieſtes great Trcaſure is hidde, 18a place 
now oncrgrowne as a thicket ot poung Trees, by reaſon - 
of the long time ſince anie one durſt appꝛoche the ſame, 
and in that Noode is a ſauage wilde Woze, of moze cruell 
nature certaine, then that which Hercules flewe on the 
Mountaine Erymanthus in Arcadia. And when ante one 
dooth offer to enter the Temple, he comme th fozth of his 
denne, and makes him ſure fo2 tuer returning againe. In 
footh,quoth the P2ince , theſe newes are very terrible in 
hearing, yet neuer was there any aduenture in the wozld 
fo difficult, but one oz other bath accompliſht it, and J tru⸗ 
ſting onelie in the helpe of God, will try if this enchaunt⸗ 
ment were oꝛdayned perpetuall, not fearing all þ Bozes 
oꝛ deuils in the world. 

J am ſure my Le2de,quoth Rifarano, that if you finiſh 
not this enchauntment,it will neuer be accompliſhed by 
ante other: thereſoꝛe boldly ſette vpon it,fo2 gladly would 
J endure part ofthe paine,and by p faith of a true Knight, 
I ſhall aſſiſt ye with my vttermoſt endeuour . No other 
belpe doo J deſire,anſwered Palmendos , then the faudur 
of the Gods onelie, and J hope thep will not be farre from 
me, i ſo J ſtand in need thercof:; notwithſtanding, J bums 
blie thanke pee fo2 pour good will, and if 3 happen to faple 
in mine enterpꝛiſe, you ſhall make no better witneſſe of 
pour woꝛdes, then courtcouſly to hazard the aduenture, to 
reconer the honour loſt by me: foꝛ which cauſe, as alſo to 
beguile the tediouſnes of trauaile, vou ſhal accompany me 
fo the Temple. So wylling the Perchaunts x other pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners to ſtap in the Caſtell, Palmendos, Ozalio, Rifarano, 
Lecefin and the reſt cf the nights, bee ing all wel armed, 
ſette toward the Temple, many of the 3 ſlande trauailing 
with them, to guide them the wap and do other ner defull 
ſeruices. Now had Palmendos cauſed to be made by mer⸗ 


uailous ſubtill cunning, a coate of Armes, compoſed of 
G. 4, ware, 
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ware and other like clammie myrtures, where with he co- 
uered all his Armour, that the ſharpe bꝛyſtles and tulkes 
of the Boꝛe might haue no power to hurt him: and in thus 
ſazte they rode on together. Bteing at length come to a 
conuenient place, which was within ſight of the Temple, 
be beheld$ bꝛuſhie thoꝛnie plaine, which made him doubt 
bow he Gould gette thether with his Hoꝛſe. Pet reſolute 
fo2 all channces,he takes an pꝛon Pace, Þ he had bzought 
from the Gyants Caſtell,+ fozward goes to the Temple: 

deſiring all his companions, that nat one of them ſhoulde 
follow hun: wherewith Ozaho and Ritarano were ſomes 
what offended, pet lothe to b2cake his commaundenient, 
they ſfaped, vſing bartie and zealous inuocations foz bys 
good ſurceſſe. 

Palmendos making way with his Pace th2ough the 
enchaunted bꝛyers, eſpped a night befoze him, who p2e- 
ſently winded a mighlie Dozne,at the ſounde whereof the 
onglte and monſfrous 1Boze came foꝛth of his Denne, and 
ranne befoze the Temple Gate: there taping faz Pal- 
mendos with ſuch hozrible grynning of his tuſkes, as the 
very light thereaf was ſufficicut to fray a manne of good 
courage . By this time the P2ince gained a conuenient 
place by the Temple ſide, when beholding the cruel beall 
come running fiercely towardes him, he cemmended him- 
ſelte to the heauens, and fell to his wozte , So thicke as 
bayle lle we the enchaunted bꝛiſtles from the Eoꝛe at the 
Pꝛince, but the coate of ware ſo cofounded their ſtrength, 
as they could not pierce his Armcur, which onely had ban 
the death of many Knights befoze : But the JPzince gaue 
the Bealte ſuch a ſoumde ſtroke with his Pace on Þ head, 
as he ſtaggered to and fro vnable to ſuſtaine hunſelfe, and 
following this good aduantage, thꝛuſt his ©wozd ſo deepe 
downe his thꝛoate, as caſting fozth a great deajc of bloode 
vpon the P2ince, at length he tombled downe on his five, 
when halte a dozen good ſtrokes with the Pate, made 


bun ſafe foz ſtirring any moe. And aithergh thys was a 
natural! 


%, 
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naturall Boze, yet had hee bene deuiliſhlie enchaunted, 
and bzought into that place by the Pꝛieſtes Pagique, as 
the Lyons were þ kild the Dake of Feria, this Boze was 
appointed by him to guarde his Treaſure in the Temple, 
which (as yon heare) was flaine by the hande of Palmen- 
dos. And euen as the Boze of Calyaonia, that was ſent to 
tozment the whole Countrey,died by the valour of Mclec- 
azer, who aftcrward made a pꝛeſent of his head to þ fayze 
Atalanta, as a notable experience of his magnanimit is, in 
like ſo2t did the Pꝛinte of Thu, as a remembzannce to 
all that hauld come thether, cut of the Bozes head, and as 
a ſigne of his ſpoyle and Trophe, ſet it on a Ppller in the 
ſame place where be got the victo2ie. e had no ſoner put 
off his coate of ware,which was well loden with þ Bozes 
b:yltles : but he lawe the Knight of the Yozne come to- 
wards him with a huge Pace in his hand,ſaying, Unhaps 
pie was thy comming (Knight) into this Deſert, when 
thou muſt buy thy boldnes with thy deereft bloode. Vtere⸗ 
with he gaue the Pꝛince ſach acruell blowe,as made him 
ſette one knce to the ground,and ſo long endured the ſharp 
fight betwene them: as they bothe being farre ſpent and 
auer laboured, fell downe to the ground not able to tyzre 
thcmſelues, 

Palmendos in ſhozt time recouering ffrength aroſe, 
and ſeeing bis enemie was not to be founde : boldly went 
to enter the Temple, the Gates whereof ſtoode now wide 
open. which greatlie augmented his deſire to enter. Being 
come within the Pozche, two Images of Bꝛaſſe ſtoode 
on epther ſide, who with monſtrous Trompets ble we ſuch 
fozcible wind on him, as hee was thꝛee oz foure times cars 
ried fozth againe therewith : but pꝛelling on (ill with all 
the ſtreugth hee had, he gotte (ach ſure footing within the 
Temple, as be felt no moꝛe of that violent winde. Paſſing 
fozward in the bodie of the Church, he came to the magni⸗ 
ficent Sepulchze, wherein the Duke of Feria and the high 


Peſtes Daughter were interred, which was ſo riche, 
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ſumptuons and rarelie inuented.as he had neuer (ene the 
like befoze.Pauing read the Cpitaph, he eſpied þ Swoꝛd, 
where with the moſt perfect Damoſell in looue ewe her⸗ 
ſelfe, then mount ing on the bars that inuironed þ Tombe, 
be tooke the d woꝛde in his hand. and in remembꝛaunte of 
the accident, as alſo fo2 the beautie ther cot, hee hunge it at 
his girdle, determining to take it with him, and ſo walked 
higher to find out the Treaſure. At length he came fo the 
Sancuarie, where ſtoode the auncient coſtlie Altare foz 
the Sacrifice, hauing thereon an Jdoll of maſſie Gold, vp, 
pon the head whercof was a rich imperial! Crowne, and 
in his right hand a Scepter ſo curtouſly framed, as it was 
impoſſible to ſ& Jewels of greater pꝛice. In the Jdollcs 
other hand was a Booke, faſt ſealed with foure great buc⸗ 
kics of Gold, and in ſuch a meruailouſly coſtly Chaire was 
the Image ſette: as nature her (elfe woulde haue bene 
dꝛiuen into admiration, to behold a matter of ſuch ſarpaſ- 
fing exce llencie. All about the Altars ſtoode many Baſons 
of Golde, and befoze it hung diners Images of ſiluer with 
lighted Lampes,from whence came ſuch a werte ſmell of 
Mirrhe and other Aromatique dꝛugges, and the light cau- 
ſed the p2ectous ſtones in the Jdoll ſo to glifter, as it wold 
haue raniſhcd ante epe to note the aicſtie thercof. Pal. 
mendos carried away with contemplating this ſight, and 
not able to withdꝛawe his eyes from gazing thereon : at 
length beheld the darke night to dzawon, the Lampcs in 
this holie conclauc hauing ſo beguiled him, wherecfoze hee 
concluded not to depart thence tili the mozning, that hee 
might behold the other ſingularities of the place, 


CHAP. 
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PF hat illuſions appear ed to Palmendos in the Tem- 
ple, one whereof reſembled the beautie of Francelina, 
wherewith hie had a great deale of talke : and how Oxa- 


lio with the other Knights came and found him. 


== Almcndos ſate downe on a cuy 
rious pill er, intending to repole 
bunſclfe tall the next mozning! 
but unmediatlie he hearde ſuch 
a bzuite and runtour,as though 
the whole woꝛlde had beene in 
one moment aſſembled. Peres 
> vpon he aroſe,and couraglouſly 

D)] dzawing his @wo2de ( becauſe 
bee doubted ſome ambulhe oz 
newe charge) went dire aly to the Sepulchze of þ Duke, 
where hee behelde a Damoſell with her hay2e about her 
eares,and all her garments ſopled with blood, which verie 
ſight greened him to the hart. This was the ſhaddow and 
repꝛeſentation of the P2icſtes Daughter, who after ſhee 
had deliuered manie bitter ſighes, with a voice hollow and 
trembling thus ſpake. 

Am J not moꝛe wꝛetched and bnfo2tunate, then ante 
other vnder the Globe of heauen ? pes queſtionleſle, ſering 
the fatall Deſtinics hath appointed me, to endure perpe- 
tuall, cruell and rigoꝛous martirdomes, fo2 thy ſake noble 
Duke of Feria, the onely reco2de of mine afflicted ſonle,foz 
whom loue tooke ſuch pꝛiuiledge on me, as J fearednot to 
offend my ſelfe with mine owne hande. But who hath rob- 
bed me of the ©wo2de,that ſo ſuddainly made the ſad exe⸗ 
cutton of mp life 2 Ab Palmendos, thinke not to carry it as 
way lo lightlie, foz that ä is pet moze neceſſarp foz 

2. me, 
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me, Wlith theſe wozdes the ranne violentlie vppon him, 
and ſhooke him as if ſhe would haue to2ne him tn pecces: 
at which inſtant there aroſe ſuch a thunder and trembling 
of the earth, as hee thought verilie the Temple woulde 
bane ſuncke, and the foure elements reſolve and turne ins. 
their fozmer ſtate of Chaos. By reaſon heereof,the Pzince 
conlde not continae his magnanimtous and wonted vi⸗ 
gour, but fell downe depꝛyued of his vnderſtanding, as 
though pale death had taken poſſeſſion ol him. During this 
traunce, a faire Virgin richlie accouſtrcd, (whem the olde 
Woman that told hum of ſo manie thinges at T harſuu, had 
ſent thether by her polte) tame and tooke him by þ hand, 


Ariſe Palmendos,my noble Lozde, andceme fo her, 
who ſeeing the fearefull tate wherein you are, cnely by 
fantaſies repꝛeſented fo your eyes: do intreate you not fo 
diſable your heropcall and noble courage, af the ſight of 
vaine and fantaſticall viſions, foz it beſeemeth not ſo good 
and accompliſhed Knights,as vou are, in ſach ſoꝛt to paſſe 
thozow ſtrange aduentures. Be of good cheere then, and 
repute this houre of pour. renowne,to ſurpaſſe all the bza- 
neſt men in the wozlde : becauſe ſince the cence of thys 
enchauntment, no Knight coulde enter this Temple but 
vou alone. Wherefoze by good reaſon onght the treaſure 
to be pours, which hath ſo long time beene concealed here: 
take hence then the Golden Jvoll on the Altare, with all 
the other rich and p2ecious Jewels, and ſend them to the 
bertuons Emperour pour Father. And foz pour ſake (hall 
this Temple he&rafter be frequent and atceſſable fo2 any, 
which von ſhal conſecrate fo the name of Ch iſt, and of the 
Lreaſure you ſhall vet finde, you Mall erect a Ponaſterie 
of Uirgins,in hono2 of that intontaminate mayden , that 
bought the Sauicur of all man kind into the woꝛlde, who 
bath giuen you ſtrength to runne thozowe thele actions; 
that this place map bee reucrently & denoutly vſed, which 
beertofoze hath been blaſphemed with Adolatrie, contrarie 

fo. 
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to the bountie — making to ſinful men vowes; 
offermgs and ſacrifices. And albeit you are not as pet a 
Chaiſttan, yet ſoꝛ my lake enter that vnſpotted faith, fo; 
the time will come, when you ſhall ſundzy times ſay,hap- 
pie was that howze wherein pou found me.Paning taken 
good oꝛder fo2 all that J haue ſaid, contayne your ſelfe no 
longer in theſe Countries, becauſe in other clymats is re- 
ſerued a tryumphall Scepter foz you, enriched with honoz 
and eternall pꝛaiſes. 

In baine it were to aſke,if Palmendos was filled with 
great meruaile, hearing the Damoſels voyce , who came 
to comfozt him in this auſtere calamitie,and could ſo well 
diſcipher his affay2es, foz the extaſie e rauiſhment of hys 
ſpirite, which euidently appeared in his countenaunce,de- 
liuered ample teſtimonie thereof. Noz wers theſe wozds 
ante thing els,but fuell to encreaſe lones fire already bur- 
ning: neuerthelcs, ſesing himſelfe ina place ſs commodi⸗ 
ons, where freelte hee might holde chat this Damo⸗ 
ſell, he callcd vp dis ſpirits,and boldly made this anſwer. 
$padame,fo2 the renerend houour vou beare to your God, 
conceale not who you are that knowe mee ſo well, intrea- 
ting ve to pardon my pꝛeſumptuous requeſt, becauſe your 
rare and perfect beautie , which is the onely ſpurre to my 
demaund, hath confounded mer with greater admiration, 
then all the ſtrange ſightes J haue yet beheld: all which, 
(in reſpc of pour excellence) J holde as diabolicall eFri- 
uolous,foz you ſceme celeſtiall, and ſent by the Cods into 
theſe nether Regions, where hauing diſcouered the futurs 
euent of my Deſtinies,my hart hath thereby receiued in⸗ 
credible iop and contentment. Bee not abaſhed courtcoug 
Knight,quoth ſhe. at any thing J haue ſaid, fo2 it is long 
ſince J knewe what J haue vttered, and in regard of pour 
wo2tby valour,J loue and eſteeme pee aboue all other in 
the world, (a that J haue left the Countries of my ozigi⸗ 
nall,onely to ſee and tell pet what J haue done: deſiring 


you fo excuſe me in the reſt, as concealing of whence and 
P, 3o what.

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what Jam, becauſe at this time yon cannot be ſafiffied 
kherewtth, pet ere it be long we will mcete againe, and 
then ſhall you vnderſtande moze of mee. by one requeſt J 
mult make to pe, Which as yet may not bee manifeſted. 
Monderful will that conſolation be (quoth the Pzince, to, 
me,that you will commaunde anic thing wherein J may 
expꝛeſſe my foꝛces, and in that deuotion haue vowed, e- 
nermoꝛe faithfully to continue pour freende : offering in 
witnes of this obepſaunce , to ſerue hencefoo2th as your 
Knight, with pꝛomiſe not top2eiudice þ leaſt of your com- 
maundements, ſo long as my ſtarres giue mee leane to 
bzeathe, Noz will J further pꝛeſſe ye totell me what yee 
are, ſering your will ſtandeth not thereto : but till y graci⸗ 
ons how:e of commaundement come, J will accomplxſhe 
pour appointment, ereding heere a Ponaſterie of vy2gins 
foz the ſernice of pour God, and your woꝛ ds haue made me 
thirſt with vnquenchable deſire,fill J bee reſolucd as con- 
cerning that fayth. While ſhe returned him many thanks 
fo2 his freendly offers, the old woman arriued, who made 
him enamonred with the lone of Francelina in his Realm: 
the taking the Damoſell by the hand, ſaid. Coe wyth mee 
faire Daughter, and leaue this moſt diſcourteous Knight, 
who ſuffered me to be miſuſed befoze him in 7 harſus: wher 
of J hope to take ſuſficient reuenge, by the extreame paſſi 
ons his hart ſhall endure heereafter, 

No ſooner had ſhe ended theſe wo2des , but immedi⸗ 
atlie they bothe vaniſhed away , wherewtth the Pzince 
arcatly admiring : was dꝛiuen into ſach a pꝛofounde con- 
ceit of her rare beautie, as be thought cuen there to pelde 
bppe his ghoſt, becauſe hee imagined neuer to haue ſeene 
her like. Pecretn his iudgment was no whit beguiled, fo2 
be did as many young Louers do, ſhewe themſclucs fa- 
nourable Judges in their own cauſes. Now enters he into 
conceit, becanſe the olde woman had taken her away, that 
this Damoſell was Francelina, ſhe whom he had ſo liuelie 


umpꝛinted in his hart, as foz her loue he had left his natiue 
Countrey. 
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Countrep. Thus cempaſſed with greefe on euerp ſide, hee 
entred into theſe ter mes. Alas olde Woman, Jknow not 
what thou maiſt be, pct very true do A find thy wo2des: 
but ſmall to my auaile did Ozalio ſmite thee in my pꝛe⸗ 
ſente, that J muſt rcquite with ſo long, yzkeſome and lin⸗ 
gering penaunce, Ah cruell cnemie,why didſt thou robbe 
mine epes ſo ſoone of their vnſpeakeable content? thon 
ſufferedſt me to ſee, that my loue might growe the moꝛe 
immtſurable: but thy woꝛdes were ſuch daggers to my 
hart, as neuer can I taſte a ſharper co2aſine .- And if this 
were the obien of Francelina, (foz fapzer creature did the 
Sunne neuer ſhine vpon) at no tune ſhall my ſonle tnioy 
reſt, till once moꝛe J haue ſeene her againe. Thus cnter- 
courſing a thouſand opinions, he ſfoode a long time as dꝛi⸗ 
uen to the Antipodes,accuſing hunſelfe with baſe puſilla- 
numitie, and blaming the olde woman, who had ſo robbed 
him of his fozces,as he could not fay the Lady with him, 
by whoſe p2eſence and gracious ſpeeches be ſuppoſed þims 
ſelfe in an eternall beatitude. 

But now is the clowdie night chaſed foward the Dec- 
cident, when bee determined tocffen whit the Damoſell 
bad commaunded him, and going to the Altare, bee tooke 
tbe golden Baſons and the other ſumptuous thinges, ma- 
king them readie to be caryed thence, diſpopling likewiſe 
the Jdoll of the Crowne, Scepter and Booke. But as hee 
would haue liftcd the Image foo2th of þ Chapzc,he found 
it ſo heauie as he was not able to ſfirre it: wherewith he 
being offendcd, ſaid. And IJ ſhall t o th moze honoz then 
thou haft pet recetued of me: (o lifting vppe his Pace, hs 
made it fall in pceccs to the grounde. Frem out the bodte 
of the Image, lic we a very ſtrange By2de all blacke , gy⸗ 
uing ſuch fearefull ſhꝛpkes and crycs,as the Pꝛinte was 
thereat amazed: and follc wing her out cf the Temple, he 
beheld a great manp moꝛe ſuch like Birds with her, they 
flying altogether with that noyſe , the ſame way where 


OQzahlio and the Knights attended, whereat they like wyſe 
Y. 4. mer⸗ 
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mernailing, were certified by the men of the Illande, that 
this pꝛodigie ſigmfied Palmendos entrance into the Tem-. 
ple: fo2 they had heard befoze, by ſundzy learned Nigro- 
mancers,that theſe were ccrtaine infernall ſpirits, which 
ſhould be chaſed foꝛth of the Countrey, when the aduen⸗ 
ture ot the Temple was fluiſhed. Rifarano, Ozalio, e all 
the Amghts glad of theſe newes, went where they beheld 
the monſtrous wilde Baze, and thence to the Temple, 
where Ozalio firlf found p P2ince opening a great cheſt, 
which contamed the Pꝛieſtes pꝛincipall Treaſure , con- 
ſiſting of ſuch rare and ineſtimable Jewellces, as (it was 
thought) the lite was neuer ſerne beſoꝛe. Palmendos be- 
holding his friend Ozalio, ranne and emb2aced hun mer⸗ 
nailons kindlic,the like did hee to Rifarano , Lecefin and 
the reſf, all of them extolling the happy ſtarre that guided 
the Pzince : and he acquainted them with all things ſince 
' bis departure from them, ſauing his conference with the 
Damoſel, becauſe none of them choulde ſuſpect his leone. 
{The intreated he Guillador to ſend foz ſome ſkilful man, 
who might vndertake to deniſe and build the Ponaſterp: 
in ſhoꝛt time the greater part of the Clergie was ſent fo;, 
and among them to a vertuous ma of ſpecial knowledge, 
be gane the charge and ſupermtendaunce of the wozke,as 
al bounttifull ſtoꝛs of Gold and Siluer, which was taken 
ont of the Pꝛieſtes welthy Cheft. All things bee commit- 
fed to the truſt of Guillador,that the Temple, Ponaſteris 
and waies thereto, ſhoulde be doane in decent 02der : but 
he whoſe hart was onelie dedicated to the Ladies beau⸗ 
tie, which appeared vnto him vnder fozme of a bobilic il 
lufion,tooke ſmall delight in any thing els, but in her gra⸗ 
cious and diuine rememb2aunce . Now did he haſten the 
daie of his departure, defiring Rifarano t Lecefin to make 
ſpeede to the Emperour, and pꝛeſent the Gyantefſe , her 
Daughter and the other p2yſoners to him, as alſo all the 
Treaſure was found in the Temple, from a ſtrange Gen- 
fleman religiouſly vowed to his ſermce ; who in — 
grea 
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great affaires that called him eis where, coulde not coms 
to kiſſe his Pateffies hand, which be wil da with all (peed 
poſſible. Rifarano and Lecefin were loths faleaus Palmẽ- 
dos, but ſeeing it muſt needes bee ſo, they ſoane after con- 
uaied the Opanteſſe and her Daughter on ſhipbozd, they 
making great mone to bee carricd from the Aland. In the 
ſame hippe was the Crowne, Scepter, Image, Balans 
and all the other Treaſure carryed, and in an other Ship, 


the p2iſoners found in the Caſtell on þ pzomonto2ie, with 


all things els expcdient fo2 the voyage: then Rrfarano and 
Lecefin taking their leauc of Palmendos t Ozalio, went 
on boo2d where the Gpanteſle x the Trealure was, com- 


.maunding their Ankers to be weped and theyp2 ſailes hoys 


ſed, the winde then ſeruing fitte and fagourable,and ſo art 
they ſayling foward Conſtamrineple . As yet abods Palmen- 
dos in the Ille of Delphos,to ſ& what Guilladors wozkmen 
would -— a ſo great a wozke as he had giuen them 
charge of. \

pꝛince, Ditreus ſonne to King 
Fryſoll, and twinne Bꝛother to

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| ; fo fone as he was armed Knight , went 
to the Carperours Court where pre was weozthilie wel-

marriage, the 
as alſo to pꝛeferre t 
of King Fry ſoll affianted them toge 
ring the mariage would de deferred 
Emmperour in luch ſozt,as het ſent with all perde to make 
the ſame known to the Boldane. In meane while, his Pa⸗ 
ieſtie ſummoned the cheefkelk Lords of the Empire, to pꝛe⸗ 
pare a Lryumphe in honour of this Feaffe,fo2 the accom- 
pliſhment whereof nothing wanted, ſane onelp the Em⸗ 
bafſadours returne that went to the Soldanc. 

But nowe are Rifarano ànd Lecefin entred þ Hauen 
of Conſtantinople, intending to lande befoze the Cmperour 
ſhould knowe any thing of them, becauſe they came not in 
page as bappilie he woulde exped. Beeing then 
all Armed, ertept with their Yelmets, they rode thzougb 
the Cittie but with two Dquires enelie that bare they? 
Launces and Helmets, they beeing wonderfullie noted of 
euerie one, and reputed fo2 ſome ſtrange Lo2des of great 


birth, and in this lozt they tame tothe Pallace, whe — 
oldlir 
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boldlie they woulde haue entred : but the Guarde layed 
them, to vnderſtand the cauſe of their comming.We are, 
quoth they,two Knights of Countreyes far hence diſtant. 
and hether wee come to ſ& and ſerus the Cmperour Ea 
mecrin. Bou muſt then leaue theſe offenſlue Armes , an- 
ſwered the Guard, if pou meane to goe where his þighnes- 
is : 02 els declare your pꝛoper names fo vs, that wee may 
goe (ce if it be his pleaſure you ſhall come in this ſoꝛte be» 
foze him. Dur Armes we will not lcaue,(atd Ritarano,bes 
cauſe it ul beſemes an honeſt knight to do ſo : but you 
may goe certific his Maie ſtie, that heere is Lecefin nne 
to the Soldane of Perſia 4 the Pzincefſe Zephira, in whole 
companie is Rifarano, Wonne to the Tmperour Trineus 
of A//em-wgnc,who hüblie defire to kiſſe his highnes hand. 
His Pateſtie had no ſooner notice of their names, but ( un 
erceeding contentation) he ſent his Sonne Primaleon ati 
diuers other nights, ta entertame the as beſmed:an 
the Pwze Pzinces ſering euery one giue place to him that 
came fozmoſt, immediatlie they reputed him to be d Ents 
perours Sonne, whereupon they allighted, when Prima- 
leon courteoufly cmbzacing them, (aid. 22 107 
Py Loꝛdes, vou are moe then welcome la my Nas 
thers Court, his Maieſtie beeing not a little gias ot your 
arriuall: ſo taking cach of them by the hand, he conducted 
them into the great Yall, where the @mperour lat in hys 
Chaire attending their commingzand they app2oching the 
ſtate, made offer to kiſſe his highnes hande, but bes tooke 
them in his armes 4 would not ſuffer them,ſaying. Know 
ny good Cozins,that J account my ſelfe greatly indebted 
to you, in that you woulde foꝛ ſake pour owne Countreyes 
to viſite me ſo farre off, and that 3 may not faile in the vie 
of vour names, let me vnderſtand w of pon is Rifarano, 
albeit vou bot he ſtande cquall in my grace and fauour : yet 
becing ſingularlie deſirous to continue my loue to þ Pꝛin⸗ 
telle Zephira,F muſt conſequently eſteeme and affectc all 
that come from her. On the other ſive , as well foz the 
IJ. 2. indiſſoluble 
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indifl6lable amitie, intirelie grounded in cur poung percg 
betwene the Emperonr T rineus and me, as alſo in regard 
of the allraunct vnited betweene vs: J am conſtrained to 
lone his linage and poſteritie, and thus J wouldc haue you 
bathe perſwaded,; that greater good coul de not happen to 
me, then the ht of them J eſteeme fo derrelie. Beauen ſo 
pzolper ard fauour you in all things, as they haue tho:ow- 
he comfo:ted my ſpirits , by the very hearing of my good 
Freendes e confederates the Soldane and Zephira, whoſe 
health 7 pꝛay ye reſolue me of,fo2 it is long ſince J hearde 
any thing fron: them. | 

- Py Lo2d,anſwered Rifarano, at what time we depar- 
ted Peſſia, we left their perſonnes in molt ſafe diſpoſition, 
and they by vs (humbly kiMing your Pateſtics band) haue 
ſent this Letter in iene of the reuerence and looue they 
beare yee : now foz they could not thcm(ſelnes come ſo far, 
they haue ſent this Pzince their Sonne, named Lecefin, 
in their ſtedde to do anie ſeruiceable ductie in your ropall 
Court. As foz my ſelſe, J am Rifarano, Sonne to Aurecin- 
da, expꝛeſty leaumg my Countrey to haue knowledge of 
pour excellencie, and with my vitermoſt ender ours fo fol- 
low pour ſeruice: craving this licence, that 3 map goc ſ& 
the Emperour Tryneus my Father, whole Sonne J ac⸗ 
count my ſelfe not onelte happie to be, but greatlie accuſe 
my leife of ingratitude, that 3 baue ſo long time deferred 
this voyage. Lecefin killing the Letter, vpon his hne de⸗ 
linere d it to the Emperour: which he tommaunding to be 
opened,toke and reav as followeth.

Nowe (molt noble Emperour) that the 
long and vehement affection of my Donne 
Lecefin to ſie Conſtantinople, onely to offer 
pon his ſeruice, and beholde the magniff- 
cence of pour Court: hath cauſed the Sol- 
dane my huſband and mc, nowe fo ſende 
him in company of Rifarano, Donne to the Emperoz Tri- 
neus, to ſatiſ-fie the deſire they had, in viſiting you on dur 
behalfe. And albeit they deſerued greater ropaltie ſoz ſach 
a voyage, yet woulde they no other companie then thirtie 
Knights ; knowing that oſtentat ion in ſhewe, woulde not 
purchaſe them the moꝛe effimation at your bandes, and 
therfoꝛe they come no other wiſe accouſtred. Not withllan- 
ding, if the fincere amitie yon evermoze ſhewed mee, hath

Foz this gentle Letter from the Soldane and Zephi- 
ra, te Emperdur gaue Leccho their Son manie thanks, 
againe and agame welcomming hum to the Courte, then 
turning fo Rifarano, he ſaid. J well perceive mp Lozd Ri- 
farano,that pou are the vndoubted Sonne of the Empero 
Trineus, becauſe you ſo liuelie reſemble him in face, well 
haue pte done to come ſ& ſo god a Father, and the moze 
do J thank God foz your arciual heere, at this tune when 
we intend to holde apen Court, to honour the appꝛoching 
mariage of our beloued Cozin : and ſo pleaſe pe to ſtay the 
intended Tryumpbes, bcere ſhall pt (ee God ſfoze of wozs 
thie Knightes,that meane to tempt Foztune foz the Gar- 
land of honour. 
Theſe newes dead Lo2de, aunſwercd Rifarano,are 
not a littie welcome to vs, in reſpect that next the pꝛinti⸗ 
pall point of our voyage, which was to kiſſe your Maieſties 
bande: wee were deſirous to beholde the valour of your 
Knights,fo2 their renowne is ſpꝛedde thozowe the whole 
wozlbe,and now we ſhall wel witnes the ſame, comming 
at a time ſo apt fo2 the purpoſe. No2 can we fo2get a woz- 
thie © 1ght whom we met in our tourney, beeing named 
Palmendos,without his ſeconde oz match in martiall al- 
faizes,and I thinke there is no one manne liuing, except 
pour highnes,the mirrour and Paragon of Chiualrie,that 
wozthilie may be equalled with him: right ſoaris are we, 
becauſe wee can deliner — 
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by reaſon of his defire to paſſe bnknowne , and therefoze 
eoncealefh himſelfe in al places where he trauaueth This 
famous man (right noble Lozd) humbly kiſſeth pour bigh- 
nes hand, hauing ſent pee ſuch rare t ineſtimable riches, 
as when you haue ſeene them,pou will iudge that the like 
pꝛeſent was neuer giuen to ame King oz Cmperour, as 
we are fo pꝛeſent pon withal from this vuknown Knight, 
The charge of this mefage we bndertooke,in Þ our ſe lues 
with diuers other Knights, were deliuered from the cruell 
bondage of Baledon , the Gyant in the Ille of De/pber, 
where we endured miſeries not fit to be recounted in this 
gracious aſſemblie. Vet þ heauens gane Palmendos pow 
er to kill this Tirant,after which victozie bee hath (eazed 
the Jdand ſubiect to your Pateſtie, vntill you ſende ſome 
ſuch Gouernour az Lieutenaunt as belt liketh you : wher- 
withall, as teſtimonie of his honourable victozie, bee bath 
ſent ye the Wife and Daughter to the Gpant , to diſpoſe 
of them as ſhall ſceme beſt in pour wiſedome ; heereto he 
added the whole diſcourſe of the Temple, e howe Paimen- 
dos had ended the enchaunted aduenture therof. Without 
doubt, (@ the Cmperour, being d2tuen info great mer- 
vaile) J cannot imagine who this woꝛthy Knight ſhoulde 
be,fo2 if he haue ended ſuch a waightic enterpꝛile, it muſt 
nedes follow that he is pereleſſe in Chinalrie : and if it 
be his foztune to ſee our Court, J ſhall requite him withall 
the honour J can: but tell me, is he a Peoze oz aChailki- 
ak: 


A Poo2e bozne as J thinke, aunſwered Rifarano,nof- 
withKanding he well vnderſtandeth this language : and 
ſuch is his bzane conſtitution of bodie, as Jthinke a moꝛe 
gallant Gentleman was neuer ſeene . But may it pleaſe 
pour Paieſtie to ſende foz the Mie of Baledon and her 
Daughter,as alſo the rich pꝛeſent abyding in your Pozte? 
The Cmperour requiting them with manie thankes, ſent 
foz the pꝛiſoners to be bzought on land, commaunding the 


two Pzinces to bee vnarmed , and ſent them two cuſtlic

Turkiſh Robes, which bis Sonne Primaleon and Dytre- 
us ſalde effectually executed, with all things els neceſſarie 
foz men of ſuch calling, in meane while be ſent foz þ Cm 
p2eſſe and his Daughters, to behold the rare and pzecious 
Treaſures (ent by Palmcndos. 

When the Cmp2eſſe and her Daughters were come 
into tho Pall, they entertained the ſtrange Knights erce- 
ding courteouſly,but Lecefin regarding y beautie of Phy- 
locriltaggrew info ſucꝭ conceite of her ſinguler feature, as 
ſhe fade in his thoughts beyond all compare. Sbee wyth 
her @i0fers Flerida,Bazilia and Melicia, foz ſo were the 
Emperours Daughters named, gaue them a Paydens 
welcome to the Court, ſuch as beſemed them towardes 
Knights errant , as alſo becauſe they were P2inces of ſo 
bonourable birth. After that the Gyanteſe,her daughter, 
and the reit of the pzyſoners,thzough a mightie t hꝛong of 
people were b:zonght to the Pallace, one of the Knights in 
bebalfe of all the reſt,kneeling befoze the Emperoz, thus 


Pightie and inuincible Ponarche, the hardys Cham 
pion © flowze of Knights named Palmendos, who deliue- 
red vs from cruell Baledon in the Ille of Delphos, hath (ent 
vs (with this ineſtimable Treaſure) vnto your Maieſtie, 
as to the onslie Loꝛde and P2ince ofthe wozlde,of whom 
de caryeth molt humble and religious opinion, that you 
thould take compaſſion on our miſeries, and graunt vs ac- 
ceſſe to our owne houſes. Gd friendes, ſaid the Tmperoz, 
your doneſt repozt of this night, to whome J am ſo much 
beholding, doth make mee moze earneftlie long to (@ him 
in our Court, whether you all (fo2 his ſake) are ſo hartily 
welcome, as pe ſhall well perceiue the (ame befo2e pee dc- 
part, afterward (in Gods name) goe when ye pleaſe. And 
theſe were not woꝛdes alone, but derdes did confirme the 
lame,the Emperoz rewarding each one of them with ſuch 
liberall gifts,as they eſfcemed bis largeſſe ; munificence, 
equall with that of Xerxes, Iulius Cæſar, oz Alexander 
the 
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the great. Afterwarde hee ſent foz the Gyanteſſe and her 
daughter, and to the offered very honourable kindnes: but 
their harts were ſo ſwollen and confounded with grtefe, 
as they wauld make no aunſ\wer at all, whereupon he ap⸗ 
pointed them a conuenient place in the Cittia, with p20- 
— of all thinges fo2 their neceſſarit ves : but the Gy- 
anteſſe falling into an extreame umatis, Syed fone after 
thereof, pet her Daughter became a Chꝛiſtian, and lyued 
long time in the Cmperours favour. Now are all þ ſump⸗ 
tuous vtcnſilles bzought beſoꝛe his Paieſtie, the Jvolles 
Chaire, the Crownc, the Scepter, Backe and the reit, 
which being well and aduiſedly 5 rded , were iudged 
the like to be neuer lerne beſoꝛe: whereupon his Pateſtie 
tooke the Booke, labouring with al his ſtrength x — 
to open the ſame , and after deltuered it to his Barons to 
trie what they could doo, but all their labour bering lot, 
he ſaid. 

I thinke this Booke can bee opened by none other, then 
him onelie that conquered it, let it therefo2s bee carefullte 
kept till his comming. Nowe call J to minde the Damo⸗ 
ſels woꝛdes, that departed ſo ſuddainlie without aunſwer: 
and verilie J am perſwaded this Knight is the man ſhee 
ſpake of, who hath ſent vs this Treaſure from the Ille of 
Delphos. With theſe ſpeches of the Cmperour, diners of 
his Knights grew ſomewhat offended, to heare ſuch com- 
mendation paſſe on him who was bnknowne : wherefozs 
they intended if euer he came thether, to make ſuch pzwfe 
ol his valour and pꝛoweſſe, as the Cmpcrour ſhoulde per- 
cetue he ſpake but by affection. Not long after, his Paieſty 
ſent one of his cheefe Knights to Delphos, and with him 
ſuch a trapne as beſeemed the expedition, there to ſ& all 
thinges oꝛdered to his highnes vie , and to pꝛeuent inſur⸗ 
recons if anie were like to grow, giuing p night charge 
if he found Palmendos there,to requeſt hun with al ſpede 
to viſite the Cmperour, But the night came to w__ of 
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bis intent,foz he had ſette faile towarde Conf ant mopie, at. 
toꝛding as pon ſhal! heare heereafter ; notwithſtanding, 
the Innight was verygrariouflp welcommed thetber, and 


the poſſeſian of þ whole Illand furrendzed to him, which 
in the end was franſ-ferred ta one of Palmendos Somnes, 


becing a pleaſant, fapze and opulent Countrep, navigable 
to; all paſſengers whatſocuer,

How Palmendos ſayling in the Yan Sea, reco- 
were d the Saldanes Sonne of Babylon from Ocurites 
Kine Culaquin, who rode along that coaſt of Greece:

celina, and manie Ladies of great by2the reſoꝛted thither, 
to liue religioully in ſeruite of the woꝛldes Creats2 : Pal- 
mendos much delighting to bchold the Chziſtians Religt- 
on,. meaning when time and place ſerued, to be further in- 
ffructed therein. 


Pauing 02dered encrie thing to his own contentment, 
and 
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and placed Guillador in Juſtice till the ©mperour ſent 
ſome other: hee with Ozalio tooke ſhipping, ſayling fire 
daies with pꝛolperous windes towards Conſtantinople, pet 
firſt he determined to lande in Thrært.hetaulſe hes worlte 
heare ſome newes ol the Empe rums Courte,and o Fran- 
celina if polſihlie he could. Ryding thas with the fauour ot 
Aolus and Neptune, he came within ſight of the two dey 
ſtroped Townes Seſtus and Abydos, when one of the Py- 
lots certified him, that he (awe dauers Ships and Koyſtes 
cagerlie fighting together, which made Palmẽdos to cumt 
bp on the decke, to ſer if he could diſcerne what they were. 
Hearing the great tumult and cry made in the veſlelles, 
eſpeciallie in two that ſeemed better pꝛouided foz warre 
then the other: hee was deſirous to goe moꝛe neere them. 
wheretoꝛe he commannded the Maiſter ſo to dos, that they 
might helpe them which too much were opp2efled. Nowe 
to acquaint pe with the cauſe hetret, it is ſo, that when the 
Soldane of Bavy/on and Alchidiana tnberſtoode the mari- 
age intended by the Cmperour,betweene their daughter 
and Dytreus Pzince of «gari4 - they were very iopfull 
of ſo great alliance, and theretoꝛe would ſende them great 
ſtoze of ryches by their youngeſt donne, who had not pet 
reteiued his oꝛder of knighthood. This young P2ince was 
named Abenunco , a gentle ponth and very well gyuen. 
who earneLly intreated his Mother, to obtainc ſo much of 
the Soldane his Father, that after his Siſters mariage, 
he might ſtap a while at Conſttinople, which ſute at her 
requeſt the Soldane graunted,and rigs ſent hum by 
Seca well accompanied with Knights. Abenunco ſapiing 
along the coſt of T hrace,mette with Ocurites King of Cx- 
44111, who was Donne in law to the great Turke,and re⸗ 
puted the hardieſt unight among al the Turkiſh Nobtli- 
tie: dis Maieſtie bauing giuen his Daughter in martage 
to this Barbariar, ſhet beeing one of the moſt accompliſhed 
Lavres in all Peathenefſe. Ocurites knowing the innete- 
rate mallice betweene the Cmperour and his 4 
B, 2. » 
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Laws, {the moze to picaſe him) pzouided himlelfe o. 
good ſtrength by Mea, and dailie came vppon the Coall: x 
of Greece,ſending vauntcourriers with ſtrõg B2tgandines 
beſoze him, to diſcouer what Ch2iſtians ſtirred abꝛoade, 
and ſundꝛy times fooke many of them captines, as nowe 
he intended to doo by the @oldans Sonne. When Ocur:- 
tes by þ ſtreamers and banderolles heard of the Babilanian 
P2ince,and knewe (withall) that his father was a chefe 
Frecende fo the Emperour : in great furie with his Ships 
be (ette vpon hum, Abenunco with bis Knights defended 
themſelues ſo well as they coulde. During this conflice 
Palmendos appꝛoched very nere them, and of a Galley fil- 
led with Ch2iltian ſlaues, he demaunded the cauſe of this 
fierce encounter. 
Dir, anſwered one of the lanes, he to whom this great 

traine of (hypping appertaineth, is Ocurites King of /#- 
laquin,and Donne to the great Tarke, that with diuers of 
his league q faction dailie coaſtes on Greece, to endamagt 
the Emperour Palmerin, enemie to his Father,and thoſe 
be hath nowe mette withal, belong to the @oldane of B.- 
6i/on,they ſayling (as we vnderſtand) toward Conſtantino- 
ple. When the Pzince heard what the Chziſtian had ſaid, 
he b:anelieenconraged his Cozin Ozalio, in aſſiſting the 
wel-willers to the noble Emperour : ſo comming to the 
Kings ®hip,he thus ſpake, 
Noz ſhalt thou Ocarites offend ſo good a Pa inte, as is 
the Emperdur of Conſtantinople, heerewith he beganne to 
lay about him valiantlie, and Ozalio not one inche behind 
bum, made the enemie well vnderſtand his inuintible cou⸗ 
rage. Palmendos knowing the King by his rich Armour, 
gaue him ſuch a peazaumt ſtroke with the hilttes of his 
Swo2d on the Heimet, as made him ſtagger, and at length 
fall vowne, whe offering to riſe againe, Palmendos caught 
bun ſq — by the Velmet,as he pulde it violently frb 
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ces Cabin, and there commutted him to the charge of fore 
truſtie Knights, In meane while Ozalio fought with the 
Kings B2other , who vnderſtanding that Ocurites was 
taken pꝛyſoner, did what he coulde to recouer hun againe: 
but Oxalio ſtept betweene him and his-purpole , - ſtill la⸗ 
bouring him with ſo mamte hardis ſtrokes, as of length be 
ſmote his head frb his ſhoulders. Che reſt beholding they: 
King taken and his Bꝛother ſlapne, beſide the great maſs 
acre made among them,and that they were no way able 
-to withſtand they2 foztune : a number fel hedlong into the 
Dea, rather then they wold die vader the enemies (wo2d, 
Palmendos ſeeing no further refiffaunce,but » the Turks 
were vtterly diſcomfited: he cauſed ſuch pziſoners as were 
taken to be made ſure,the Ships like wiſe to bee (eazed on 
as his owne : then comming to Ozalio, whoſe foz wardnes 
be commended, he willed him to ſee all things diſpoſed as 
bel@med ſuch a vicozy,afterward he embzaced þ Soldans 
Sonne, and diners courteous ceremonies paſſing between 
them, the one faz his happy deliueraunte, the other repoz- 
ting what he had doone was foz the Cmperours ſake, at 
length Palmendos vſed theſe ſpeches, 

Dy Lo2de, willingly woulde J beare yce companie fo 
Conſt antmople,but that a voyage of great impoꝛtance doth 
vꝛgentlie call me to an other place, pet ſeeing you are deli⸗ 
nered from the Tyꝛant Ocurites, and all your Anights in 
ſufficient (afety,let me obtaine this fauour at your hands, 
fo take the Ring with ye fo Conſtamtinople, andall p Chis 
tian p2iſoners deliuered from captiuitie. Them ſhall pee 
pꝛeſent on my behalfe to the Cmperour Palmerin, re- 
queſting that this auncient Chꝛiſtian enemie map be ſafe⸗ 
lie kept, vntill J come to ſee his Paieſtie, which ſhall bee 
with all the expedition J can. Woozthy Sir, aunſwertd 
Abenunco, it grecues me that pour iourncy lpes not pꝛe⸗ 
ſentlie to Conſtantinopie, becauſe J ſhoulde thinke my ſelſe 
bappte in hauing your companie, beeing the man te whem 
Jam continuallie bounde foz my life and libertic : ard 
BR. 3 hereof 
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beereof J am affured, that oner and aboue pour gracious 
Welcome, you ſhall winne the honcur of the famous Try, 
umphe, o2damed by the @mpercur at the marriage of my 
Dilker with the Pzince of Hungaria. 
And hartilte ſozrie am J, aunſwered Palmendos, that 
J cannot be pꝛeſent in ſo woozthy an aſſemblie : whereof 
at this time por may well ercuſe mee, not doubting but J 
hall come with ſome ſufficient amends foꝛ my ſtay. Theſe 
ſpeeches he vttered,his thoughts beeing farre other wiſe, 
fo2 ſo ſoone as he heard of the Jouſtes at ( onſt. tinople, he 
determined to goe thether ſecretlie, without making him⸗ 
ſelfe known to anie, but as a ſtrange kmght to aduenture 
bis foztume among other: wherefoze he departed from A- 
benunco, who offered him manie riche pꝛeſents foz bys 
great kindnes, pet woulde not hee accept of anie .- Abe- 
nunco returned him manie thankes, chcefelic fo2 bys 
pꝛomiſe, that hee woulde in ſhozte time viũte the Empe⸗ 
rour in perſonne : ſoafter many courteous ſpeeches, and 
ſunmdzy familliar farewelles, Palmendos commaynded his 
Pilot to launche into the high Seas, fo; that be intended 
an other kind of courſe,

Howe Abenunco arriued at Conitantineple, whoſe 
comming greatly reisiced the Emperour hut much more 
his Siſter Eſquiuela. And home Lynedes Lorde of the 
Iſle of Lique, & the Countie of Pelada his Coxin, came 
to I ouſt NA the Knights of the Courte, attending the

bis fo:tune , in finding ſo good 
A uccour at a time of ſuch netceſſi⸗ 
tie, and all the Knights in bys 
copamte held opmion, that Pal- 
mendos was the only flow2e of 
6 * Chmalrie: but aboue all other 
Ur the Chꝛiſtian lanes, actoũting 
| their deliuerance fo2 a miracle, 
imagined the Authoz thereof 
was ſome great Freende to the Cmperour . In this toy 
they ſapled till they came to Conſt anrimople, where his Pas 
ieſtie beetng aduertiſcd that the oldans Sonne was ar⸗ 
riued, commaunded Primaleon, Ditreus, and many of hys 
beſt Barons to goe conduc hun to the Court. In meane 
while, Abenunco clothing himſelfe mot ſumpt uouſlp, 
cauſed the Bing Ocurites and the Chꝛiſtian pꝛyſoners to 
be carrped on ſhoꝛe, that hee might not faple in the charge 
giuen him by Palmendos : ſo the B.ibilonian inte riding 
to the Courte, with all the pꝛiſoners going oꝛderlie bcfoze 
him, he gaue charge to one of his cheefeſt Knights, that hee 
ſhould pꝛeſent them to his Maieſtie, and beeing come into 
the Emperours pꝛeſence, the Knight deliucred theſe ſper⸗ 
ches. 
high and mightie Ponarche of the wozld,bchold _ 
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the King of ( alaqun, Þonne to the great Turke,who kee⸗ 
ping the Seas with a ſtronge power to endaunger pour 
Empire, our Pailter the Pꝛinte-Abenunco and wee, fell 
into his vaunger : from which a woozthy Knight named 
Palmendos, by deedes of rare and hautie Chiualrie,deli- 
nered bg in a tune molt needefull, and therefoze bath ſent 
2 to vour excellencie, deſiring that Ocuri- 
tes be ſafely kept till he came himſelle. Theſe ſums 
dz good turnes receiued from a Knight vnknowne,d2oue 
* the Emperour into wonderfull admiration , and fo2 hee 
could not imagine whence they ſhould p2occede, therefoze 
be was the moꝛe deſtrous to beholvethe night: where 
vppon hee committed the Ring into a ſlrung Come, com⸗ 
maunding hee ſhoulde haue all thinges neteſſarp fo2 hys 
health, and a Page to attende on him leaſt he ſhoulde of- 
But nowe is Abenunco by Primaleon and the other 
Pꝛinces bꝛought to the Emperour, who embzacing him 
bery hononrably in his armes, gaue him ſuch cnterfaine- 
ment as beleemed his eſtate, 4 foz hee was not pet knigh- 
ted, he willed he ſhould be bevfellow to his Sonne Prima- 
leon, which vnited a faithfull league of amitie betweene 
them, hoping one day to trauell as companions in Armes 
together. Abenunco hauing like wile tolde the Cmperour 
of his good ſucteſſe, and wonderfull deliueraunte by the 
meanes of Palmendos : gaue no little contentment to Ri- 
farano and Lecehin, who imagined themſelues as much be- 
holding to the Pzince as ante. Afterward he was conduc⸗ 
ted to the Cmp2efſe Chamber, where ſhe and her Ladies 
gracionfly welcommed him: but eſpecially the Pzinceſſe 
Eſquiuela his Siſter, becauſe bee came to confirme what 
che molk deſired. y Lo2d and Bꝛother, quoth ſhe, nothing 
conlde happen to my greater contentment, then to haue 
pour pꝛeſence in the honour p2epared fo me, whereto ſee- 
ing our gracious parents coulde not come, they haue fo: 
my lake ſent pou in their place: and doubt not but pour 
entertain- 
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entertainment ſhall be ſach, as ſhall agre with chers ex⸗ 
pectation and your owne woozthines. Faire Sitter, aun- 
ſwered Abenunco,the Soldane our Father hearing what 
honour the Cmperour intended, by gining pau in mariage 
to the Pꝛinte Ditreus his Nephew,bath ſent me to thank 
the Emperour on his behalfe, offering fo2 this contract to 
articulate with his Paieltie, in all ſuch cdingen as with 
bonour bee ſhall demaunde. As fo2 our gracions Pother 
Alchidiana,ſhe bath ſent ye by me Jewels and CTreaſurs 
beſeeming pour degree, that on your martage du pee ma 
witnes the ropall race from whence you are diſcendcd, not 
doubting but befoze you depart this Courte, to make the 
magnificence of the Babilomas Pzince fo famous, as the 
molt opulent Lo2de of 4/i ſhall not compare therewith. 
Diners other ſpeches paſſed bctweene the Bzother 6 ths 
Siſter. till the Coffers of Treaſure were bzought and des 
liuered to the P2incelſe, which when Ditreus behelde, hes 
iudged them to erceede the lunits of all frugalitie, : might 
full well beſeme the greateſt ſtate in Chailkendome. Now 
did the Tmpero; cauſe the Tourney to be openly pꝛoclai⸗ 
med, and the fift day following the mariage was ſolemni⸗ 
zed,creat ſfoze of wozthy Knights reſo2ting day by day fo 
the Court, that all þ field appointed foz Tryumphes was 

couered ouer with Tents, 
Among other came thether Lynedes the Loꝛde of L:- 
ue, he that hazarded himlelfe ſo farre in the aduenture of 
— beeing (in ſooth) reputed one of the moſt vali- 
ant men at Armes in all Greece, and the renowne of thys 
mariage dzew him from his Caſtcll, accompanied onelie 
with the Countte of Pelada his Cozin, who albeit hee was 
younger then Lynedes,pet was he thought little inferiour 
to him in Chtualcic. This Countie had eſpouſed a Ladie 
of great parentage, and loncd her with ſuch ſinguler affet⸗ 
tion, as hee bought her in c@mpany to ſe the Joultes at 
Conſt vrt inople. Bteing there arriued, they Wwetlde not cn- 
ter the Cittie, but (cite vppe their Tent far diſtant from 
A. Is all 
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all the reſt, and afterward ſent a Squire to the Courte, to 
publiſh that whoſocuer would hazard himſclfe in þ Tour- 
ney : ſhoulde finde two Knights there ready in the fielde, 
that woaulde Jouſt with ante one durſt enter the Lyſtes, 
ſuch therefaze as were minded to make p2cofe of their va⸗ 
tour,might be entertained fo2 th2ee 02 foure courſes. Mheſe 
fpeeches being heard by the Duke of Pera, he ſte pt to the 
Squire,and thus anſwered, 

- Vou mayany Freende returne to your Maiſters, and 
fay that ſachas are minded fo Jouſt , will not ſtay long 
ere they enter the Fieldc : then turning to the Knights of 
the Court, he pzoceeded in this manner. Doubtleſſe theſe 
Knights are valiant and hardie , that are lot he to ſhe we 
themſelues flotbfull in any veruous exerciſe. With this 
aunſwer the Squire went backe to the Teut. and the two 
Cozing being ſatiGfied thert with, pꝛepared rong Laun- 
ces at the entraunce of thcir Pamlton,fo2 all ſuch as ſhold 
come fo Joult againſt them: but the Countie intreted Li- 
nedes, to ſuffer hun make þ firſt triall of his foꝛtune, which 
he did in regarde of his loue to his Ladie, who had cauſcd 
the Tent to be ſo commodioufly placed, as ſhee might at 
pleaſure beholde all the paſtimes,decking bcrſelfe in moſt 
go2gious attire , and bꝛauelie attended on by her waighs 
ting woman, to cut countenance ſuch as came againft her 

The Cmmperour vnderſtanding what mcNage p Squire 
bad bꝛought, imagined that theſe two Knights were Pal- 
mendos and his Tozin Ozalio: foz when one thing conti- 
nuallie beateth on a mans conteit, hee imagineth cuerye 
thing confozmablc to the ſame , TUbcrefoze bee tolde his 
opinion to the P2ince Rifarano, who could not think them 
to be the Loꝛdes of T hai, yet to ſatiſſie the Empercurs 
minde, he mounted on hozfebacke, and actempanied with 
other Anights of the Court, rode tothe Tent where the 
two Cozins remaincd. Saluting the Squircs, hee entred 


finding Lynedes vnanned, but pis Cozin was pꝛouided - 
a 
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all peints crcept bis Helmet: whereuppon he demaunded 
if they were the Anightes that ſent the challenge to ths 
Court: to whom the Lozd of Z:4«e-aumſwered , that they 
were, then Ritarano pꝛoceeded thus. Gentlemen, pe haue 
attempted a thing (im mine opinion) but little foz pour 
eaſe : but J thinke pou did it to this ende, that vou might 
meete with fome one to abate your pꝛide and pꝛeſumpti⸗ 
on. 

When that comes fo paſſe, aunſwered Lynedes, wee 
ſhall but accompante manie other, who vnable to effect 
their hautie enterpꝛiſes, haue remained fruſtrate in they2 
diſſetanes : in vaine therfoze ſhal pe take any further care 
foz our affaires, but if you wil goe Arme pour (clfe,refturn 
and pꝛoue what this A night can do, who is noꝛe deſirous 
to fight with his Swoꝛde then his tongue, otherwiſe vou 
offer iniurie to the oꝛder, which encry noble minde pzefers 
reth as his p2oper life. Rifarano ſomewhat mooucd wyth 
theſe woꝛds, toke his leaue and returned to the Emperoz 
aſſuring him that theſe Knights were not Pahnendos and 
Ozalio, not withſtanding they ſeemed god 4 hardie Cham⸗ 
pions, diſcended of ſome great birthe, in that they were ſo 
woozthilie accompanied, with women of chopſe and ſingu⸗ 
ler beautie, as alſo Gentlemen of c:uill behauiour. Heere⸗ 
vpon many Knights Jouſted with the Countie, who ſtyll 
bare away the honour of the flelde, Lynedes all this while 
not arming himſelfe,foz the woozthy ſucteſſe of his Cozin 
deſerued high commendation, wherof his Lady was not a 
little pꝛoude, to (ce her huſbande perfozme ſuch Chiualrie. 


Rifarano and Lecefin enuping the Counties glo2p, inten⸗ 
ded to ſee how they ſhoulde ſpeed in the Jouſt, yet they de- 
fircd to dcfer it til the laſt day, when they vanquiſhing the 
Countie and Lynedes his Cozin , might beare away the 
whole pꝛaiſe of the Tryumph: but others came in meane 
while and altered their intent, as you at large Wall per- 
ceiue heereafter. 
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CHAP. XIII. 


Howe Arnedes Sonne to the King of Fraunce, and 
Reeinde his Cozin, Sonne tothe King of Caſtile, came 
to Conſtantinople, where Arnedes vanquithed Lyne- 
des and his Cozin in the Touft , by which occaſion they 
were greatly bonoured of the Emperour.

pr marriage, if God graunted 
” them ifſne wherby todo it: to 
the end that in the heropcall houſe of Fra»-ce,Sonnes and 
daughters might be nouriſhed, p2oceeding from ſuch woz- 
thie arneeftcrs,as the like might not be found tho2zow the 
whole wo2lde. „ 
Fo2 this cauſe, when the time Likewiſe ſhoulde con- 
ueniently agree thercwith,he commaunded his Sonne to 
remember the Emperour of his pzomile : which Pzince 
Lewes pzomiſtng his dying Father to perfozime, with ex⸗ 
ceding ſo:row accompliſhed his funeralles , and making 
rhoyſe afterward fe2 his owne fancie, in hope to fulfill his 
Fathers deſire in his iſue, hee maried with the daughter 
to the King of Cue, by whom her had the Donnes and 
two Daughters that were bozne at a byzth . Mis elocſt 
Senne was named Arnedes,whoſe minde was euer moꝛze 


given to Armes and Pillitarie diſcipline, wherein time 
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and vſe made him ſo expert, as he was cſt@med the onelts 
Champion of Fraunce. It came fo to paſſe, as the King of 
Fraunce marryed one of his Daughters with the Kyng of 
Scicilie, at whoſe marriage Arnedes wunne ſuch fame by 
his Chiualrte , as the repozt of him was blazed thozowe 
manie pꝛouinces. To this marriage likewiſe came one of 
bis Cozins, Sonne to the King of C tile, and named Re- 
cinde,who conceiucd ſo good liking of Arnedes behauiour, 
that they (woze an inuiolable league of amitte betweene 
them twain, neuer to fozſake eche others companie in mat 
ters of Armes: wherewith the Queene was bþighly con- 
tented, becauſe ſhee looued her Cozin Recinde with intire 


| Ring Lewes ſeeing his Sonne Arnedes of peercs to 
haue a Wife, and fearing be ſhould els where diſpoſe bys 
lyking, one day called him into his Chamber, and thus 
conferred with him. My Sonne, ſuch is the naturall in- 
clination of iy loone towards thee,as J would not wylhe 
ante thing to thee, but to haue thee as well contented thers 
with as my ſelfe : to this end J vſe thele (peechcs,fo2 that 
our late kinglie Father of famous memo2te , at the verie 
cutting vppe of his lateſt dapes, gaue me charge to iopne 
thee in marriage with the Emperours Daughter of Cun- 
ffantinople, that ſuch iſſue (as no doubt) ſhall pzocede from 
pou bothe, may ſome what reſemble their famous aunce- 
fers. Wherefoze J-am determined, right ſoone to ſend an 
Tmbaſſage fo him, to ſollicite this mariage Which J hope 
be will likc well of: and this J can aſſure thee, if Fame 
tell no leaſings, that the P2incefſe Philocriſta nowe aged 
firteene pceres, is a Ladie of ſuch rare t ſinguler beautie, 
as Nature hath not framed the like vuder the mcoutng ol 
thele cygbt Sphercs. | 
When the Pꝛince Arnedes ſaw that his Father tal⸗ 
ked ſo courteouſip with him about theſe affayzes, he hum- 
lye infreatcd him not to trauaile any further in Þ matter, 
foz there was time enough heereatter to deale in ſuch oc⸗ 
5 X. 3. caſions: 
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taſtons: wherwith the King pacifled him, becauſe he ſaw 
bis Sonne fo colde (as he thought) in matter of marriage, 
no2 would he trouble him any moze therewith afterward, 
But the young P2ince, wile and aduiſed in concealing bis 
owne deſtres, hauing long befoze heard faire Pilocriſta c6- 
mended beyond compare, as alſo the deedes of the Knights 
in the Emperour Palmerins Court, he had no leyſure now 
to foꝛbid them his remembꝛaunte, ſo that fapne would hee 
compaſſe a ſecrete iournep to Conſtammople , intending if 
the P2inceſſe pleaſed, fo demaunde her of the Cmperour 
in marriage, and if his Maieſtie would not conſent there- 
to, her intended to dw ſuch exployts in Greece, as the hos 
nourable pꝛapſe of them ſhould compaſs his loue. Thys 
was the p2otect of Arnedes reſolution, which in ſecrete he 
imparted to his Cozin Recind, who with mighty perſwa⸗ 
fions anmmatrd him heerein : vowing that till death they 
would lopallte continue freendly companions, and ſo well 
gonerne themlelues by diſguſing they? perſons, and ton⸗ 
trarying their languages in theſe affayꝛes, as the moſtt 
fkilfnll head ſhoulde not ſearche the depth of their intent. 
When the fwo-Cozins were thus determined, Arnedes 
imagining it no wiſedome to iugle with his Father, went 
and requeſted a fauour at his highnes hande , the cffecs 
whereof was thus. 

+ Oracions Lozde and Father, quoth bee, my deſire is 
(without your diſpleaſure) that J may goe fe the Pzin- 
teſſe Philocriſt as well to like as lone befoze any motion 
of marriage: and foz mp Cozin Recinde will beare ms c6- 
pany, J wold haue pour Maieſtie lo perſwaded, p in ſecret 
diſguifing we wil paſſe vnknolone of anie, much leſſe giue 
occaſion of ſuſped what we are, not doubting but by our 
bertnous behaniour,to peelde pou content by our vopage, 
and our ſelues good repo2t. Beſide, the wozlde is well ac- 
quainted therwith, that this Emperour of Conſtantinople 
had not wanne ſuch fame and renowne, but onelp by the 


innumerable Trophes,erecedin diuers Regions of bys 
youthful 
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pouthfull trauailes, which are examples ſufficient ſoz 
Knights of high deſire,not fo deſiſt from wozthy enterpꝛy⸗ 
fes fo2 the obiec of death, who without regarde of time oz 
place, purſueth in ambuſh the ſteppes of the woozthieff, 
Noz let doubt of our ſtay in Greece hinder vs, good father: 
fo2 as we goe not to build any dwelling there, ſo is þ hope 
of our returne to be expected moze ſpiedie. It greatlie dyſ⸗ 
pleaſeth mee, anſwered the Ning, that J haue pꝛomiſed ta 
myne olone dyſcontentment, and which much moze wyll 
redownde to pour diſaduantage: but ſeeing J haue paſt mp 
wo2de , and in thys ſozte you meane perſonally to byſite 
Greece,goe in Gods name, who gupde and ſende pou ſafely 
home agayne, els will your ſtaꝝ moze hurt mee then von 


Pumbly faking his leaue of the King, becauſe he wold 
not haue his departure knowne,bee ſecretly gotte hun to 
Marſeilles, accompanied with none but his Cozin Recinde, 
bis Dwarffe and thꝛee other , where finding a Dhip rea⸗ 
die, they hoyſed ſaple and away, landing at the firſt Pozte 
they came to in Greece, and commannding the @hyppe to 
Ray foꝛ them at Conſtantinople. Dne day Arnedes ę Recind 
reſted themſelucs where they landed, and the next day 
rode fozward on they2 iourney, vnderſtanding by the way 
what bzaue Trpumphes were oꝛdapned at the Courte, 
which pleaſing them not a little, they made ſuch dilligent 
ſpeede, as thep arriued there thace daycs befoze the ſpozts 
were ended: euen at the very inſtant, when the Conntie 
had vanquiſhed an other Knight in the Jouſt , Arncdes 
dehvlding the bꝛaue behauiour of the Conquerer, and that 
the Knights made daintie who ſhold try bis foztune next, 
noting beſide the honourable aſſemblie tbere pzeſent with 
the Cmperour (who meruatilcd what theſe two newe 
come Knights ſhonld be, vntill bee had aduiſedlic marked 
they: Armes, when imme diatly hee iudged them to bee 
Frenchmen - ) gaue the ſpurres to hys Hoꝛ ſe and ranne as 


gainſt the Conntpe, eache of them bzeaking they2 ſtaues 
L. 4. callantlyp 
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gallantly without any further daunger . At the ſeconde 
courſe the Countie was vnhozfed by Arnedes, whercat 
the Emperdur and his Lo2des very much reioyccd, highly 
commending the behamour of the French Knight, Necdes 
mulk we thinke that Lynedes was offended, (ering his Co- 
zin thzowne ſo fartouſty to the ground, wherefoze Arming 
bimſelfe lpeetily and mounting on ho2ſe backe, with a ve⸗ 
ry tcong Launce he angerly encountred Arnedes, who 
gaue his enemie as good as hee bzought. Lynedes was ve- 
ry chollericke that he had ſpedde no better, whereuppon at 
the ſeconde race, Arnedes met him ſo full in the carrire,as 
de calf hum out of his ſaddle oner the crupper of his Vozle: 
he thinking to reconer himſelfe , and lothe to fozſake the 
rapnes of bys b2ydle,cauſed his ho2ſe to fall bac warde vp⸗ 
pon him, that hee was the wozſe foz this fall long time al- 
ter. But Arnedes he remayned freſh : frollick,as though 
he had yet done nothing at all, wherefoze hee came to hes 
rompanton,ſaping. 


Howe let vs goe kifſe my Lozdfhe Tmpero2s hand, 
ſing there is no moꝛe to be done here: and ſo in þ troupe 
they withdzew themſelnes,cach one meruailing at thys 
Frenchman: valour, becauſe they knew Lynedes was ac- 
counted one of the hardieſt Knights in Greece. When the 
Emperour ſaw them comming toward him, hee anaunced 
bimſelfe to entertaine them, and embzacing them graci- 
oully in his armes, ſapd. Right welcome are pee Gentle- 
men into thys Cquntrep, where you haue exctedingly con- 
tented mee by pour fo:funate ſucceſſe: let mee therefoze 
know of whence and what pe are, that J may loue and e⸗ 
ſteme pe accoꝛdinglp. It is the wonted grace and vertue 
of pour Maieſtie, anſwered Arnedes, that makes ye euer- 
mode regard pooze trauailing Knights, although they: de⸗ 
ſerts be nothing equiualent: the renowne whereof ſpꝛea⸗ 
ding thoꝛow al Regions,cauſed vs fozfake Fraunce to come 
offer pe our ſeruice. Wee are, mp Lozde, Ruigbts atten⸗ 
ding on the ung of Frawzce,where hearing þ daily 1 

a 
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what magnificent Chinalrie was here continuallie erer. 
ciſey : we came (fo pleaſe it your Maicſtie) toltne in pout 
Curt, as men willing to learne the rules of Martiall diſs 
tipline. not doubting but to gaine ſuch grate, as ſhall ſatiſ⸗ 
fle ths deũre that moued vs herreto. J thanke'pou; quath 
the C:npero? fo2 the paine yon haut enduted in this wes 
ney, which amplie declares the generoſitie of pour bzaue 
mindes, becauſe ſuch pꝛinciples tannot pzoceede but from 
hautie and reſolute courage: with thele wozdes ( foz thys 
date) he returned to the Pallate, commaunding Arnedes 
to goe on his right hand, and Recunde on his left, they both 
meruailing to le the gwdlie train of Anighis that attene 
ded on the Emperour, MESS + 

All the way his Paieſtie eyed Arnedes verie much,. 
imagining he ſaw the liuelie countenance of Lewes Duke 
of Burgundie + and therefoze defired to know his name and 
parentage,telling him who he reſembled in many points. 
In trueth my Loꝛd, anſwered the French Pꝛinte, it not be⸗ 
{mes me to dallie with your Maieſtte, J am Ring Lewes 
bis eldeſt Honne.therfoze J am the moze like to him. And 
fo2 his (lake, ſaid the Emperour, muſt J needes loue pee the 
mo2e,becauſe heeretofoze J receiued by him and his B20- 
ther very great honour: yet foz his highnes perteiued that 
Arnedes was willing to be bnknown, he cut᷑ aff theſc lper- 
ches, and being come to p; Pallace,after the Pzinces were 
bothe vnarmed, bee welcommed them as beſemed they; 
eſtates. 

Primaleon dailie accompamied Arnedes and Recinde, 
becauſe his Father had ſo commanunded him, pet could not 
the French P2ince but meruaile , that all this while bit 
might not ſce Philocriſta, the tauſe whereof was, the Lay 
dies were lothe to be ſeene till Dytreus wedding day, whe 
each one would then ſurpaſſe in bꝛauerie, till which time 
he was glad and faine to holde humicife contented. Nowe 
bad Bruquell his Dwarffe leyſute to gette acquaintaunc 
with Riſdeno Prunalcons Þ warffe, foz they were bot he 
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of like ſtature and qualitie, and therfoze their familiaritie 
was not long in bꝛerding. Lynedes e the Countie diſplea⸗ 
ſed with their hard foztune,yet they were in hope to reco- 
ner their foile at the mariage Tourney, which made their 
the better pacified : nowe leaue we them a wile, 


to (peake ſomewhat of the Pzinces of 7 Ha. 


CHAP, XIIII. 


Howe Palmendos and Ozalio landed _ dayes 
iourney from Conſtantinople , from whence they parted 
after they had — theyr Armour: and hone by the 
wy they lodged in the honſe of an auncient Knight , of 
whom Palmendos beard the dyſcourſe of the aduenture 
of Francelina, and what they did afterward, 


Ur gentle Knight Palmendos, 
merilie ſarlcd on, hoping in ſbozt 
time to content his earneſt de- 
fires,and hauing left Abenunco 
by Seſtus and Abydos, her coman- 
ded his Pilot fo firike fo the ne- 
reit Pozte fo2 Conſtantinople, (0 
A [with fauourable wind and wea- 
I jther ther came fo Saint Lora, 
which is a marine Cittie, foure 
daies iourney from Conſtantinople. There hee and Ozalio 
went on ſhoze, onelie to chaunge their Armour x Sheelds, 
becauſe they would gladlie eſcape vuknown : and having 
made a quicke diſpatch,they rode fill they came fo þ houſe 
of an auncient Knight,pooze in goods, but noble of harte 
and perſon, who. inuited them fri&ndly to de his gueſtes: 
andthere were they right courteoufly entertained, though 
not with daintie and delicate viands, pet with indifferent 
good 
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good cheere and kind humanitte, which ſpeciallie p2ocee- 
ded from the Knights Wife and her faire Daughter, who 
dilligentlie noted the behamour of theſe Knightes. Such 
was the countenaunce of the poung Damoſell, as by the 
continual office of her eyes,her hart began to be ſomwhat 
touched. and fine woulde ſhee participate of the pleaſure 
her minde conceiued: whereto Palmendos likewiſe was 
ſomewhat p2ouoked , ſeeing his eyes ouerbuſied with ba⸗ 
thing in the floode of delight, which the pzelence of thys 
ZDamoſell onelie pzocured. 

All Supper time theſe queint glaunces endured, when 
among other talke they had together, the olde Knight de- 
maunded of his gueſtes, it they trauailed to the Mournep 
at (onſtantmople : fo; yeſterday,quoth hee, came J thence, 
not a little meruailing, to ſee the number of Knights come 
thether from all Countrepes: herewith he diſcourſed the 
ſucceſſe of Arnedes againſt the Countie of Pelada and hys 
Cozin,likewiſe howe the two Frenchmen continued Pays 
ſters of the flelde. But canne none in all the Emperours 
Courte,quoth Palmendos, where are ſuch (toze of valiant 
Gentleme,out goe thoſe French Cozins in deeds of Armes: 
Truelie Sir,anſwered the old Knigbt,it is a matter much 
to be mernailed,nenertheleſe, thinke if Belcar Þonne to 
the King of Hungaria E Bzother to the Bzidegrome that 
ſhall be,conlde come thether,he would diſpoſſeſſe þ French 
men of the victozie, which they haue gotten of the Coungzs 
and Lynedes, conſidering what fame is dailte bzuifed a- 
bzoade of him,foz his rare pꝛowelle in garding the aduen- 
ture of Francelina. And ſince þ time of his famous attept, 
no Knight hath arrined there in hope to ende the enchant- 
ment, but Belcar euermoze bath beene bis Conquerour, pet 
Francelina continucth in the Caſtell of the Fap2ies ftpll, 
and ſhall fill ſome Knight ( moze foꝛtunate then Belcar) 
can gette her foozth, notwithſtanding, bee bath vowed no 
one ſhall da it, ſi ing bimſelfe bath fayled in the tryall, ex⸗ 


cept he fir ff ſarpaſſe hum in valour and pzoweſſe, 
P. 2. Palmen- 
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Palmendos hearing the name of Francelina 5 was aſſavied 
with ſuch a ſuddaine t vehement paſſion, pzoc@ding from 
the vyquenchable lame, wherein his hart lay hurning fo⸗ 
her loue: as his counfenaunce altered, and his very ſouls 
was touched with the wozd Francelina. Where fo2c moſt, 
inſtantlie hre deſired the night his Voſfc, ko tell bum of 
what race the Labie was diſcended, and (wit hall) ta pꝛa⸗ 
cede in diſteurſi of the aduenture,. witch ſo manie wooz⸗ 
thy nia bta bad loft their labours about: lit wiſe to tell 
hin in what Country the Caſtel was, where the Fairies 
hau appointed this encharntment, becauſe he bed und ie 
timos hoard ſpeeches therof, yet couldnot meæte with ante 
one tu reſolue tim ct the trueth. * 
danalve then good Sir,anſwered the olb Knight, that. 
this Ladie is ono of the faireſt and moſte gracious P2in-- 
ceſſes; that fhis tarthlie habitation eniopes betweene tye 
tua Tropiques of heauen, Daughter to the King of 7 00 
ſale, zowe pailoncr to the great Turke, ſher bering taken: 
faczthof her Cratic, and encloſed mthe Caſtell of ¶ ande- 
-44;by the thꝛce enchaunting Siſters of the Jland,decauſe: 
iheyfozeſam by thepz Pagicall arte, that her Father(who 
warthep2 noble Freendce)neaer could bs delivered frem 
the tantiuitie of the Tnlidels. „ but dy the meanes of ſeme 
pes(ectaceempliſhed Knight, Thus did they direne thys 
enchaunt ment, that the reno lune of Francelumes brautie, 
mt ue blazed by them thꝛcugꝭ ali Regions, and deſire 
to gaine the kingdeme of 7 heſſalie, (foz hee that ſhall deli 
verthowbadie;muſt enioꝝ her as his Wife, next heire af-. 
ter the death ef p taptiue King) might entaurage Ktights! 
te come pꝛoote tha aducnture: whether mam tam gane 
in hope of happy conqueſt.as the aloe named M inet Bel-

Manie other thines 2 
concers 
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concerning the Biſtozie of Francelumn (alreait ſetdowns, 
in the Bone of Palmerin d Oliua. ) did the ale nig ron? 
count to the Pꝛinte Palmendos, -who hauing ait h great 
attention noted all, was ſftroken mute and much amazed? 
fo2 ſo was his ſpirit carped a wait with urwe and dyuers 
thonghts, that he could hardlie tel what to do o , 
he remembers the olds Womans woꝛdes, ans ſawe thun 
was lome likelihoode of frueth in them, thinking becauſe 
ſhe had ſpoken ſo much of Francelma that heohuag one ai 
the Fayꝛies which framed this enthauntment: the ends 
and aboliſhing whereof hee thought was relerued foz hum: 
one lie, comparing all paſſed comedures fogethtr:;- which 
made his hart conceine incredible i uur, and thun orten to 
parle with himſelſe. 

Alas Palmendos, well michtelt thou acconnt thy teure 
fauoured of thy ſtarres and Foꝛtune, if thou couldeſt con- 
quer a Ladie of ſo faire aus perfen beautie, and therby at⸗ 
taine the Ringdome of T beſſxlie aviopning tb the confines 
of thy Loꝛd and Fathers Empire. Such was his in warm 
ioy conce iued by theſe newes , in hearing her ſponen of 
whom his hart moſt of all honoured, as he ſaid to the olds 
Knight. When pou vnderſtand, gentle Sir / that Palmen- 
dos is come to tho Emperours Court, let me intrsaſe ves 
to trauaile thether, and there ſhall J cauſt im cv quite 
the courteſic, which we beeing rangers haue here recei⸗ 
ued. Then commaunded he one of his Squires to bꝛing a 
great baggs of Gold and Jewels, which hee powzed fooꝛth 
vppon the Table, giuing the olde Knight and his Daughs 
ter the moſt part thereof: to the end hee ſhould ſer her ho⸗ 
nourablie merried, and furniſh her with all things beſee⸗ 
ming ſuch a beanfifull Bꝛide. The Knight and his daugh⸗ 


ter ſceing lo much Treaſure „ fell downe on their knees 
and weu ld haue kiſſed his hande : but he very kindly toke 
them vppe in his armes, faping this was nothing in re⸗ 
ſpc of that he would do fo2 the harcaftcr; Foz his minde 
beeing euer gin en to liberalitie, receiued ſuch „

ſeemed of no account, foz her ſwete ſake who was þ God- 
delle and Pires of his hart. All this night hee paſſed in 
pzemeditating what hee ought to do in the pꝛeſent occaſi⸗ 
on, at length be reſolued to goe ſee the Tourney, without 
making hunſelfe knowne to ante one, becauſe ſoone after 
be would tourney to the Iſle of Cæderia, heerupon be ſent 
a Squire in the mozning to W. Lora, to leaue oꝛder that 
kde Gould meete him at .Hacedor. Then courte- 
ouſly taking their leaue,Ozalio and he rode towarde Con- 
ſtantmople, whether the old Knight wold haue bozne them 
companie, but Palmendos perſwaded him to the contrarie, 
and ſo ſette away in great haſte, arriuing in the euening 
within two miles of Conſtantmopie, from whence he (ent a 
Dauire to the Cittie, to vuderſtand what was done at the 
Court, and when the cheefeft day foz the Tourney ſhoulde 
be. The Squire well diſcharged his Maiſters commaund, 
and returned with full ſatil⸗ ping him in eucry point, 
wherefoze Palmendo: and Ozalio determined betweene 
themſelues, not to ryde together in tompanie, but eche one 
alone with his @quire,and to returne thence very lecretly 
againe : noz woulde they ſtay there but the two cheefeft 
dayes,lealt happilie they might be diſconered, and ſo lack 
their lourney to the Alle of Cel.

Howe Palmendos came to Conſtantinopli, where he 
wunne the honour and pryze of the firſt Tourney : and 
how he intended to depart thence on the morrowe, leaft

\ We} od very richlie clothed, but eſpeci- 
y 757 (re Don fo the King 
AW of Fraunce , hee was exceeding 
bꝛaue bothe in attire and coun- 

4 8 tenaunce, fo2 the hope he had to 
Aſſer faire Philocriſta, to whom he 


hadde religiouſly dedicated his 


Nowve ſet they fozwarve in oꝛder to the Temple, the 
Empeeſle with Phylocriſta and her other Daughters at⸗ 
companied the B25de, with al the Ladies of blood royal in 
the Courte : ſo that if one ſhoulde ſitte downe to decipher 
their ſumptuous attire,o2 els in ſpeeches to cdmende they; 
ſurpaſſing beautie, it would ouer-trauaile the eloquence of 45 
Demoſthenes oz Cicero. But Philocriſta was the fap2eſt * 
farre among them all, which dzewe the Pꝛinte Arnedes 

minde into ſuch admiration , as hadde not his eyes beene 

witneſſcs of the ſame, bardlie coulde repozt haue induced 
him to beleeue it. Foz cuen as the Sunne, the moſt ercel- 
lent of all the Planettes,fhewang it ſelfe in the Bo2yzon, 
dooth confounde the b2ightnes of all the tarres together, 


and dazels theyz eyes which long gaze theron ; euen ſo re⸗ 
P. 4. ſembled 
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cembled the Pꝛinceſſe Vhilocriſta, whore celc ſtiall poꝛtra⸗ 
ture diſgraced all the other Ladies, aud altred the iudge⸗ 
ment of Arnedes in ſuch ſo: t. as he reputed ter far beyond 
the Gadd:Uc,that appeared to the Shecphearde Paris on 
the Pountaine of Ida when of him Ge was ludgro to bee 
taxꝛ eſt of the thꝛee. 
The Empꝛelle and ber Ladics all mounted on they2 
Fei uch poinpe and ſkate as was neuer ſeene 
e like: Primaſeon on a luſtie Courſer of Barbarie, wyth 
ich capariſons after the Turkiſhe manner, conduged the 
2pde,and Abenunco her Bꝛother rode with the Pꝛin⸗ 
cell Pliilocriſta. Lecehn who looued her moꝛe aduiledlic, 
rode on her-otherftbe foz cõpanics lake, but Arnedes who 
lone impatientiꝑ ouermaiſtred, vſed ſuch meanes by ma- 
naging his Yozſe,as he gotte the Pꝛinte of Babion out of 
bis plate, mooued thereto by earneſt deũre, that he might 
contemplate her beautie moze eaſilie: whcreat Leccftin 
was meruailouſly offended, concetuing a moꝛtall hatred 
againſt him, perteming he had a ryuall in his loue.Recind 
accompanied the Pzinceffe Melicia, who in his eye ſetmed 
bothe fayze and modeſt, Rifarano telling her by the wap, 
that this night came with him which conquered the 
Countie, and fo2 his laudable vertues deſerued eſtimati⸗ 
on: wherupon ſhe began to conferre with Recinde, which 
e coulde do with ſinguler regarde, in reſpece of the rare 
gyfts beſtowed on her by nature. In bzecke, thys ropall 
trapne is come to the Temple, and there is the marriage 
ſollemnlie cffeced, returning to the Pallace with ſelfe- 
ſame maieſtie they went thether. Nhat ſhould we waſte 
time in ſpeaking of the Feaſte, when there is none lo fim- 
ple but conſidereth , that the Fraſtes of Cmperours cr- 
ceede common repetition : then map wee repute this (ol- 
lemnitic aunſwerable to that of the Gods, made at þ nup⸗ 
tialles of Peleus with the Goddoeſſe Thetis. After Dinner 
the Loꝛdes and Ladies fell to dauncing, a fitte occaſion to2 


Louers to commune with thepz Ladies, pet 9 
| eh 


ſucteſſe may befall mee, as J doubt not but will ſpeedilie 
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with ſuch cunning modeſtie, as the eye and action were 
cheefe meſſengers of the hart, eche Ladre holding ſuch opt- 
nion of her beloaed,as their ſeuerall hope was foz the ho⸗ 
nour of the Tournep. 

Tye time being fo paſſed ouer, as the newe married 
couple muſt to þ plate of amourous contentation,the Cm- 
pꝛeſſe with her Daughters bꝛought Eſquiuela into ᷣ bꝛide 
Chamber leauing her in bedde attending fo2 the comming 
ofthe Bꝛidegrome, who was ſone after honourably con- 
ducted thether by the Cmperour, and ſo committed to en 
top her whom he had ſo long dcſired. Now are þ Knights 
cloſe in their Chambers, when Arnedes thus communed 
with Recinde. What thinke yee Cozin of the beautie of 
Madame Philocriſta ? did you euer ſe a moze rare © per⸗ 
fect creature ? right ſoone muſk J giuc end to theſe vꝛgent 
affaires, and eaſe the burthen of mine ouer⸗charged ſpirit: 
therefoze wil J pꝛeſentlie diſpatch a Courrier to the Ming 
my Father, that he may with (pede ſend honourable Em⸗ 
baſſado2s to the Cmperour, whereby this deſired mariage 
may be concluded. Peane while 3 wil ſound the bottome 
of this amo2ous floode, and trie if the iudgement of fay2e 
Philocriſta, bee aunſwerable to her exeelling beautie, and 


ik the inward vertue agree with the outward ſinguler per⸗ 


fections, J may repute my ſelſe the happieſt Knight in the 
wozld,in tompaſſing the looue of ſo ineſtimable a Jewell. 
In ſoth my Loꝛd, aunſwered Recinde, great cauſe haue ve 
to commend the Lady, and J deſire that the like foztunate 


happen fo you : foz on mine owne behalfe, the grace and 
courteſte of Melicia bath giuen me a fauourable entrahce, 
which it it pzoceed not to my harts deſire, much better had 
it beene that J neuer had ſcene her. With theſe woꝛdes 
Arnedes embzaced his Coʒin, ſaying. Bowe ſweetlie doo 
theſe ſpeeches ſound in mine cares, ſeeing thercby thou art 
my truſtie cumpanion in all thinges: lette this hope per⸗ 
[wade thee, that he on Ts do depende, wyll 

+ I, by 
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by his diuine hount ie ſo dir ea our courſe, as we ſhall en⸗ 
top a ſucceſ-full ende. Ik J ſperde accozding to my hartes 
content, in thy cauſe will J endeuour my (clfe to the viters 
molt : therefoze let vs continue our reſolute courage, and 
make the Grec:ans underſtand, that France pields as cod 
Knights as ante Countrep els, and thus concluding, they 
llept fog that night. 
On the mozrowe, the CEmperour, the Cmpꝛeſſe, the 
Biide and the young P2incefſcs, went to the Scaffoldes 
richlie pzeparcd ſoꝛ tit ſight of the Mourney , Where no 
vopde place was left, but cuery where filled with Lozds, 
Ladies and Gentle wemen. Monderfull was the reſoz2t of 
Knights and harvie Champions, cche one in Armour ve- 
rie coltiie and curious, hauing their fethers, pendents and 
fauours, deckt with the deuiſes and coullers cf thep2 La⸗ 
dies. as it was a moſt beautifull ſpectacle fo beholde them, 
pet hereon conliſts not the ſubſtance of our Piſkozie. Now 
ftryue Lynedes and the Countie his Cozin like two fu⸗ 
ricus Lyons, to recouer the foyle they luſfained by Arne- 
des: who perteiuing this was the time teſwinne him ho- 
nour, when the Goddeſſe of his thoughts ſate to beholde 
bim, welcommed the challengers as hee had done befoze. 
In like ſozt did Rifarano behane himſelfe,fo2 be vnhozſed 
euerie Knight that ranne againſt hun. But by thts time 
ts Ozalio gat in though þ thꝛonge, and be begins to deale 
with the Courtiers very roughlie, which made the Lo2des 
and Ladies wonder what hee was. And then Palmendos 
ſ&ing his Freende well wearied, comes bꝛauelp pꝛaun⸗ 
cing info the fielde,ſo diſguiſed as Abenunco and Rifara- 
no could not knowe him. A while bee ſtoode regarding the 
Emperour his Father, ſo honourably placed with his no- 
ble Lo2des and Barons on the Scaffoldes : then viewing 
the Empꝛeſle with her gractous fraine of Ladies, he won- 
dzed at ſuch pompe and magnificence , thus ſpeaking to 
þimlelfe. | 
Saueraigne Creafoz and directo; of all thinges,how 
am 
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gn J bounde in duetie to thy Paieſtie, hauing made me 
the Donne cf ſuch a Father: as not ondlie is repated the 
veſt Knight vader beaue, but alſo is the mightieſt P2ince 
on the face of the earth. Seeing then thou haſt beſtowev 
on me ſuch grace and fauour, as J ſhoulde iſſue from ſneh 
an ercellent perſonage, J muſt endenour my ſelfe to reſem 
ble hum, and by lome thing declare that J am his Donne: 
foz though nowe J goe againſt the Knightes of his Court, 
J hope bee ſhall haue ſmall cauſe to miflike of mee, ohen 
he knowes my foz wardnes in other matters on his Pate» 
ſties behalfe. h | 
Then beholding a Knight readie to encounter him, he 
bzake off his mufings,and gaue him ſo bzaue a welcome, 
as he tombled hedlong downe to the ground. Like ſucccte 
had diuers other Knights oft he Courte , which Arnedes 
angerlie ſeking to renenge,accompanted the other in miſ⸗ 
foztune,and after him Pernedin, Donne to the Duke of 
Pera, one of the beſt effemed Knights in Greece. Riiarano 
nert ranne againſt Palmendos,and tha tourſes they paſt 
bꝛauelie with the bzeake ofthe Launce, but at the fourth 
Rrfarano was diſmounted : whereupon Recinde came to 
reuenge his Cozin Arnedes fople, whoſe fozfune was as 
bad as any of the other, and Lecefin had his diſgrace hikes 
wile fo; companie. 

The Cmperour inooued to admire this Chiualrie, ig⸗ 
no2aunt whothis gallant ſhould be, affirmed that pce ne⸗ 
uer ſawe his equall in pzoweſſe : the like vid Priwalcon, 
being very deſirous fo know his name, to whom Abenun- 
co aunſwered, that he imagined him to be Palmendos, be- 
cauſe hee much reſembled him in bzaue conſtitution of bo- 
die. At theſe ſpeeches the Emperoꝛ was erceeding iopful, 
requeſting Abenunco to goe vnderſtand the trueth there⸗ 
of : but Palmendos had ſo thʒuſt himſelfe in the thickeſt of 
the crowde, which now went foo2th of the Lyſtes, becauſe 
the ſpozts were ended fo2 that day, as Abenunco tould by 
no meanes come neere hun, and therefoze was fayne to 
N. 2. returne

return vareſolued. So went Palmendos cloſely to his lod 
ging againe, wers being vnarmed. he found he had retei⸗ 
ued ther woundes that day in þ Jouſt, the greateſt wher⸗ 
of he took by Recinde the Pzince of Spayne , but when hee 
ſaue Qzalio in goed diſpoũtion, he was right toyfull,coms 
mending him loz his woozthy behauiour. And foz hee was 
wounded, he ſtayed there two dayes without returning to 
Conſtantinople, lealt if be went againe, his intent might be 
pzeuentcd : afterwarde he rode to the Kealme of Mace- 
dan in the ſelfe (ame Armes he woze at the Tournep, con- 
tinually hauing Francclina in his minde.

CHAP. XVI. 


vr bat conference Arnedes had with the Princeſſe 
Philocriſta after Supper, wher eupon he ſent a meſſenger 
to the King his Father: and home after Recinde, Ri- 
farano and other, had wonne the pryze of the ſeconde 
Tourney,they intended to follow in ſearche of the Prince 
Palmendos, 


— Tire much aſhamed were the 

= vanquiſhed Knights, of þ barde 
entertainment they had recei⸗ 
(1] ued by Palmendos.and moſte of 
4] all the Pzince Arnedes,becauſe 
bee was bnho2zfed befo2s hys 
Pilkrefe Philocriſta, wherfoze 
| | be vowed fo be reuenged, oꝛ hee 
woulde die the death, and ſo dis 
| uers other Knightes that mur⸗ 
mured againſt the Conquerer,did the like, But the Cm- 
perour perceiuing this diſconfentment, came to Arnedes, 
Recinde and Rifarano, and to put them from theſe _ 
cholie 
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tholie conceits, hee ſhewed them verie pleaſaunt counte⸗ 
name: ſaying they ought not to miſlike with what ha 
bappened,in that themſelues ſhewed very ſafficient Chi⸗ 
ualrie, and dcfired them at the next Tournep fo compaſſe 
the knowledge of the ſtrange Knight. If hee come aguame, 
aunſwered Arnedes,it may bee happthe to his viſadnaun- 
tage: foz he hauing alreadie diſgraced ſo manie, the (po:ts 
will hardlie ende without his fople.By this time was A- 
benunco come backe to the Cmperour,declaring howe hee 
could not ſpeede of his intent, wherwith his Þateſty ſom⸗ 
what offended, ſaid. 

No2 will anie quiet leepe enter my head, vntul J know 
the name of that wozthy night: and were it not 3 ſhold 
be eſteemed ouer fonde, J woulde my lelfe tranaile tyll JF 
founde him. All the Knights meruailing at theſe ſp&ches, 
concluded when the Tryumphes were ended, if ſo bee the 
range Kntght returned not againe, fo aduenture them- 
ſelues in the ſearche of him: and they who were moſt fo2- 
ward heereto, were Arnedes,Recinde,Rifarano,Lecefin, 
and Pernedin, Sonne to the Duke of Pera, theſe gallants 
without any further conference fogether,conſtantly vow- 
ed fo die, oꝛ bꝛing backe the Knight again to the Cmperoz, 
if they might miete with him in anie nlace. Supper being 
ended, Primalcon and Ditreus tooke Arnedes C Recinde 
with them, going to ſitte and deuiſe with the Ladies, whe 
Arnedes got the meane to tourte Philocriſta, and Recinde 
his choſen Miſtreſſe Melicia : what contentment they re⸗ 
teiued by this good oppoꝛtunitit, Jreferre to ſuch as are 
deſirous to bzeake the Jſe of their ainozous paſſions, to 
them that hold them in ſo ſeuere ſeruttude. Diners famili⸗ 

are ſpeches toſſed vp and downe, as of the Tourney and 
their vnhappy diſgrace : Philocriſta pittying that Arne- 
des ſhould take it ſo diſcantentedip, thus ſpake, Me thinks 
(Sir) vou ſhoulde not be offended at fo ſmall a matter, foꝛ 
oft entunes the belt Knights haue no better ſucceſſe: and 
we haue (o well beheld pour valiancie, that ̃ Conquerers 

H. 3. haue 
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bane canſe to complame of your comming, as the vanqui- 
hed haue of the knight departed, who as pet is vnknown 
to any in this Court. Arnedes hearing the gentle ſpeeches 
of Philocriſta, baſhfull modeſtie with-helde him a while 
frommakung anie aunſwere, vet at length looue vnlocked 
his lips in this manner, 

Madame, quoth be, the rare oznaments wherwith na⸗ 
ture hath accompanted pour diuine perfection, cauſeth vou 
to ſpeake ſo fauourablie on mp behalfe, although no deſert 

in me can appꝛehende the leaſt part of this kindneſſe : but 
were I poſſeſſed with ante ſuch abꝛlitu, the very glaunce 
of her eye, who hath power to cammaunde me, would in⸗ 
creaſe my ſtrength and make me inuincible, wherfo:e my 
deſtres cannot be ſatiſdled, till J reconer my libertie loſt 
in this Tourney, the conceite whereof is moze intollera⸗ 
ble to me, then the labo2 to Siſiphus in rolling the ceſtlefſe 
ffone. The heauens will further pour attempt heerein, an- 
ſwered Philocriſta, and J hartilie deſire it may ſo come to 
paſſe, betauſe it were againſt reaſon, that you comming ſo 
karre to ſce my Lozde the Tmperour,ſhould receiue ſo vn- 
kind a rewarve fo2 pour labour. This ſwete reply redon- 
bled the French P2zinces top,foz which he humbly thanked 
Philocriſta, with ſo manie courteſtes 4 amo2ous ſhewes, 
as the well percetned the effect of his greefe, pꝛoce ded fro 
paſſtons of a loners ſpirit, 

Recinde (on the otherfide) had fo commumed with Me- 
licia, as ſhe percetuing howe manie offers he made to bee 
her Knight,fanourably gaue him entertainment: & moze 
then any thing els,it pleaſed him to note her beautie, wil⸗ 
dome and good grace, which ſette his epes and all his ſen⸗ 
ces to woꝛke. And it they that are in ſuch delight wyth 
their Ladies, giue ſome refrigeration to their harts enfla- 
med with the fire of loue : how could Lecefin but be in ex⸗ 
freame iealouʒ ie, ſeeing his rpuall thus to parle with Phi- 
locriſta ? gladlie could he haue wiſhed hem without raun- 
ſome in the ſtrongeſt pzplonne of Perſia. But notwe ts the 
how;e 
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how2e of reſt come, when the @mperour withd2ewe hun. 
ſelfe to his Chamber, and al the Kmghts.likc wile to theee 
lodgings, where Arnedes ſhil meditating on the wo2ds af 
his beloucd, mmediatly w2ote to the Aung his father, that 
pee ſhoulde lende Cmbaſſatours to the Cmperour foz con- 
cluſjon of the marriage: and til they tame he wouid there 
ſay at the Court, without any further ſpeeches of the mat 


ter till their arrinall, ſo ſealing his pacquet as it hold be 


delinercd to his Fathers hands, he ſent one of his Squires 
the next mozning away therewith in poſte, who made no 
leſſe ſperde then the P2ince had commaunded hun. After» 
ward he called Bruquell his Dwarffe aſide, commaunding 
him not to ſtirre out of Conſt. ntinople, becauſe hee was to 
depart about ſome matters of unpoztance, and if the Em⸗ 
perour in meane while aſked foz him, to make him that 
aunſwer,o2 anie other that enquired after him.ÞPozeouer, 
that he ſhould from time to tune conferre with the Pziny 
ceſſe Philocriſta , affuring ber of bis zealous affection to 
der ſeruice,which that he might the better exetute, he was 
rydden ab2oade to take the ayꝛe of the fields: the Dwarff 
bery willinglie perfoꝛmed cucry thing hee had in charge, 
not daringe to bzeake the leaſt article hee was commaun- 


ded, 

The time beeing come of the Tourney, rare Chinal- 
rie was there deltuered on all des, but Arnedes,Recinde 
and Rifarano had the cheefeſt honour,attending when the 
ſtrange Knight ſhould ſhewe hunſelfe agame: and when 
they ſawe he came not, they immediatlie determined the 
execution of their enterpꝛpſc, without returning info the 
Cit tie, oꝛ knowing which way each other rode, but cuen 
toke they? chaunce as Foztune directed ti em. The Cm- 
perour was glad that his Anights had wunne the dap, pet 
could hee not but mernaile that the ſtranger was ſcenc no 
mo2e:then comming to the Pallace, e ſec ing none of theſe 
five which were departed in the ſcarch of al mendos, hee 
toulde not tell what to imagine. Of cnery one he deſired « 
H. 4. 1 
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bereſvlued, pet coulde he not be aunſwerod to his content, 
wherefoze Bruquell made aunſwer tos his Maiſter as hee 
was tommaunded: which made his Maiettie then tocon⸗ 
teiue the trueth inderde, whereof he was not a little glad, 
hoping nowe to heare moze of the ſtrange Bnight. When 
the ſollemne Feat fo: þ marriage was ended, the Knights 
returned ta their owns Countrepes,, ſa did Ditreus and 
Eſquiuela towarve Hage, with an honourable trayne 
fent by the Emperoz, Philocriſta was 2 te ſbʒ the depar⸗ 
turt u Eſquincla, whom the loucd as ſhe had beene her i 
ſer,becauſe frb their young peres fYep were edurated fo- 
gether : nos could Abenunco her Bother goe with thi w 
karre as happilie hee woulde, becauſe the league of amitie 
betweane him and Primaleon enfo2ced hum to fay. King 
Fryſoll receinedhis @onne Dicreus and his faire Daugb⸗ 
ter Eſquiuela with incredible toy , humbly (by Letters) 
thanking the Emperoꝛ foz the hono2 he had done him,re- 
turning his Knights with rich and. paecious gifts. But 
come we now to the flue Knights, that were departed in 
ſearche after Palmendos. | 


CHAP. XVII. 


How Arnedes met with Palmendos, who left him 


balfe dead, and had afterward beene ſlayne by Leceſin 


if Pernedin had not happily arrived: & what folowed. 


Lreavie pou haue hearde, howe 
Arnedes ſecretly departed fr 
Conſtantinople, in ſearche of the 
Anight that foyled him in the 
Tourney, demaunding of ene- 
rie one hee mette by the way, if 
they law not a Knight in redde 
Armour, haning a little Siluer 
Flower dos his deuiſe in his 
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tie: therefoze determine right (one to goe with mee wyl⸗ 
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Shield ; but no one could aynlwere hun to his expectatian,. 
whereupon,the night bering harde at hand, A 
Hermitage at the foote of a Pountains , ſphere with 
olde Father he lodged that night,contented NO es 
and homelte refection, In the mozrow, bang bis N 
courteouſiꝑ farewell, hee had not ridden an arrolye ſhe 
from the Bermitage, but hee eſpird two nights come | 
ding together, and taping to ſer what they were, at 
he knew the one to be Palmendos, which god happe plca- 
ſing him not a little, hee intended by faire meancs az ſoꝛce 
to cauſe him returns again, wherfoze he came to hun with 
theſe wozds. 149 

Sir Bnigbt. A think my ſelfe fauvured of Foztune by. 
meeting re. in that 3 left the Emperours Court foz 
not hing els but to ſ@ke you, becaule his Maieſtie defireth 
to ſee and know pou, in reſpec of pour bꝛaue be hauiour at 
the Tounep t therefo2e J entreate pe fo2 the lone pe beare 
his highnes. to return back with me, that J may diſcharge 
my pꝛomiſe heerem to his Paieſtie. You did not wel Mir, 
aunſwered Palmendos, to pꝛomiſe ame thing depending on 
an other mans wil, and foz at this time IJ haue v2gent os 
caſions cls where, I cannot ſatiſ-fie his highnes deſire, al⸗ 
beit J am readie in ante thing cls to do him ſeruice, and 


ſo J beſeeche you aunſwer on my behalfe. Knight, quoth 


Arnedes, J p2ay you conſider hercon a little better, and 
thinke that ſuch ſpeeches cannot diſcharge mee of my due⸗ 


linglie,otherwiſe J muſt compell pee to returne perfozce. 
Perfozcezno,ſaid Palmendox well may J goe with my wil 
if ſo be Ipleaſe. J wiſh it foz your good aunſwered Arnc- 

des, and the remembzaunce of pour valour in the Tour⸗ 
nep,cauſeth mee to beare with you very much: but ſeeing 
you. will not willinglic peelde heereto, pꝛouide foz þ Come 
bat, and thinke not that pour bzayerie at the 
thall anie thing auaile pte now in this plate. If pee wall 
nedes enfozce me to it, quoth Palmendos , Wa 
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be the ame: as fo2 i in reſpon of mp looue to the 
Etnperour, J woulde be lothe to Combat with yee.Yiere- 
bpon they fo firionfly encoumtred together, that bothe of 
them were fent to ede ground, and afterward they fought 
g trueil Combat at ſhe word, fill Arnedes with þ great 
erpence of his bloydr , haming receined many a greeuous 
wunde, fell dotone at the Pzince 8f 7 hoy fete, who ha- 
wing made clerne his Swozbe that was very blobie, and 
put it into the ſheath, ſaid. 

” - F thinke pee will not ke heereaffer to cnfozce anie 
Knigbf, remembzing how deerelie you haue pate foz this 
boldnes: ſa mounting on hozſebacke, (albeit her u like» 
wiſe tornded) hee rode on his isurney with ©2:.10:The 
Herintt where Arneges lodged all night , having behelde 


this Combat.mooened with charitie and compaſſion came 
downe the 


» fofuccour Arnedes whe lap blee- 
ding in the grafſe,and vnclaſping bis Helmet fo giue him 
ay2e,in ſhozt time hee retouertb his ſcnces againe: when 
Reing none buf thr Yermitte,ands the Knight was gone, 

he reputcd if foz an act of great humamtie, in not kylling 
Him out · right, his life ſtanding at his mertie, after warde, 
de thus ſpake to himſelfe. What ſhall J nom dw, if nat c6- 
plaine on the inſtabilitic of Foꝛtune? was not my tem 
ming into thefe Countrycs vnhappre, where J thought to 
winne honcar and renowne, when all things lurne to my 
ſhame t rep;oofe : (ifh my ſtrength is not cozreſpondent 

fo the valdure of my minde, J mut gine oner the exerciſe 

of Armes, which Fo2tune (I ſee) enties J ſhould follow, 

Longer would he haue confinued in thcſe penſiuc mones, 

bat the Hermit interrupted him in this manner. 

Pp Vorne, nine thankes fo him that deliuered thee 
ont of the Knights hands, and hath not ſuffert d both bodu 
and foule to perriſh: let idle and vndt tent thoughtes bee 
nowe abandoned, and lift thy minde to the place of eter⸗ 
rall comſo2t, With theſe woꝛdes he bound bp his wounds 


fo well as he could, minding to lead hin to his gr 
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but as one miſchaunce happensfh not alone, (0 fell it out 
at this inffant,fo2 bee was no ſooner gotten an fote, buf 
Leceſin his mo2tall enemie arriued, and knowing him to 
be his rival in lau, dꝛawing his ee 
ſhall J trache ther my capitall enemia: 

her whom than art nat waazthy to ſexue, vu 
make thee p:cfently conſt em bay thy 
p2ice of thy bioode: taza Ladie CO CE INS 
deth too farre out of a Frenchmen: reache, Vicrwith be vis 
olentlie ſtroone at Arnedes, Whom the gaod olde

deſiring Leceſin not to ſecke his death, e 
caped it ſontere. But Lecefin beeing a Made, and 
fo:e the moꝛe inexmable, wold giue no tare to his "vero 
but cruelly gane the olde man ſuch a ſtrake on the head, as 
therewith be fell downe dead tothe grounde . Ah dogged. 
and diſtopall Traptour, ſaid Arnedes, when he beheld this 
tragicall act, Wy baſt thou Gapne this religious Father 
that neuer offended thes : the heauens J hops will not let 
thee paſle vnpuniſhed, but plague thee as ſuch a damna⸗ 
ble derde requireth. 
So taking bis Sword, as well as he might, by reaſon 
of his loꝛmer hurtes, he ſeekes to defende hunſeife and re- 
uenge the Bermits death: but all was in vaine, (fo with 
out a meruailous chaunce) Arnedes death was nowe 03- 
dayned. In a happy howꝛe arriued there Pernedin, ſonnt 
to the Duke of Pera, one of them that departed in þ ſearch 
of Palmendos, who knowing both the Combatants, ſtep⸗ 
ped betweene them, laying, Why how now Gentlemen? 
are courtly freendes become enemies in Field:? Arnedes 
who was no longer able to holde out, falling downe to the 
earth, ſapd. 

Ah Pernedin,renenge iny wꝛong on this inhumaine 

w2etche, who ſeeing mee cruellie wounded befaze,by the 
Imght that bare away the honour of the Toarneyp, witp⸗ 


out any caule ſette violently vpon me: and this villainous 
D, 2 2, Mock, 
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Poo2e, not content to w2onge mee alone, hath flayne this 
holie Hermit, betcauſe he diſſwaded hun from dealing with 
me, that pad bene ſo hardlie intreatcd befoze. What tys 
rannie is this in a Knight? aunſwered Pernedin, by my 
Þwo2de,did not my loons fo Rifarano ouer-tule mce, the 
gentle Pzince that bzought thee to þ Court, heere J wold 
make thee to bzeathe fhy lac: but J ſhall declare this 
treaſon befoze the Empero2 & his Barons. what manhooy 
thou halt vſed to a wounded man, whom j durſt not deale 
with had he berns in health: wherefoze gette thee gone J 
aduife thee,02 J ſhall ſende thine accurſed ſonle to hel. At 
theſe wozds, Leceſin was fo aſhamed of him ſelfe, as moun 
ting pzefentlie on Arnedes Poſe, be rode away not ſpea⸗- 
king to eyther of them, knowing dee had notoziouſly ble- 
milhed his honour : wherefoze he went to a Ponaſterie of 
Nunnes neere at bande, to haue his woundes bounde vp 
that be had receined by Arncdes. g 

When the Siffers knewe that hee was of the Empe⸗ 
rours Court,they entertapned-him very courtroufly, and 
one of them beeing a cunning Chirurgion, vnderfooke in 
Gozte time to heale his woundes. Rowe was Pernedin 
both offended and greeurd, fo ſec the olde Yermitte ſlaine 
and Arnedes in ſuch daunger, wherefoze calling the No- 
nice that alwaies attended on the olde Father, they leads 
the wounded Pzince info the Bermitage, and after warde 
fetching the dead bodie, buryed it as they coulde conueni- 
entlie, applying ſoueraigne ſalues (whereof the good olde 
man was neuer vnpꝛouided) to Arnedes woundes. But 
Pernedin ſeting there was no moꝛe belpe, and they like- 
wiſe ignoꝛant in thoſe kind of vnguents, thought it moze 
meete they ſhould goe ſtraite to the Cittie of Conſtantino- 


ple. 

There may pe, quoth he, ſooner reconer your health,

Reſently after that Arnedes 
was dzought (by the meanes of 
Pernedin) to Conſtantinople in a 
dare fo ſit on hozſcbacke:newes 
of this miſchance was bought 
to the Cmperour, who growing 
into extreme anger againf the 
Mooꝛe, ſaid.

Then Arnedes reuealed the whole diſcourſe of that 
which happened between Palmendos and him, at the end 
whereof the Emperour thus aunſwered. J wonder that 
the Knight Could be ſo deſirous to dome ſeruite, and pet 
dooth d pe in this ſozt frem mee, doubtleſſe hee is gone fo

ther, a man full of trecherous and ignoble pꝛamiſen, but he 
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yon ſay he did, and it may be his foztune to ende it J hope, 
except our Nephewe Belcar exceede him in valour, e that 
Jcanþardlic beleene he will, When the ©mperoz depar- 
ted, hes commanded that the CEmpꝛeſſe and hor Daugh- 
ters ſhould goe viſite the P2ince, which ſee acco2dingtie 
did, taking Philocriſta and Melicia with her, thee beeing 
greatly offended at the iniurie done to Arnedes. And Phi 
locriſta very much bemoned his miſhappe, yet wiſelie and 
diſcreetlie as became a ſober dirgin, foꝛ the looue ſhee bare 
bim was deriurd from gentlenes and vertue, which ſhee 
noted him to p2eferre in all his acions,and nothing dadde 
de in mozeeſpeciall actoumt, then to conſerue her chaſti⸗ 
tie pure and vuſpetted. Arnedes was iopfull to ſer her hee 
loned ſo deerelie, how ſhe ſoꝛowed his hard foztune, and 
blamed Lecefin as a difloyall Traytoz : which gentle ſpee⸗ 
ches did maze comfozt his hart, then all the phiſick oz cun- 
ning in the wozid could do. 

While the Cmpaeſſe and her Daughters beguiled the 
tune with hun, Amenada a woman Dwarffe that atten- 
ded on Philocriſta, E Riſdeno her Nephewe,came to Bru- 
quell Arnedes Dwarffe, who vſed ſundzy lamentations, 
fo the great miſhappe had befallen his Maiſter. Amene- 
da comfozted him in the belt ſoꝛt the toulde, ſaving, that in 
reſpec his woundes were not moꝛtal, there was no doubt 
but he would ſoone recouer them, and the rather, becauſe 
the Emperour had ginen ſuch charge of him, as his owne 
perſon could not be better attended. Ah, quoth Bruquell, 
would God it were no wozſe : then bzeaking fozth a rens 
ting figth, he p2oceeded in this manner. 

Ah my noble Loꝛde Arnedes, how deere doth her beau⸗ 
tie coſt thee, foz whom thou left'lf thy Countrey ? where 
the onelie reputation of thine eſtate, being extracted from 
ſuch an high and illuſtrious linage, was ſufficient to haue 
obtayned her, without hazarding thy life in ſo mante per⸗ 
rils and darmgers. Amenada meruailing at theſe wo2ds, 
was immediatlis wzapt with a curious deſire, fo _

r to be a Knight of Fraunce, pet none but þ Em- 
perour could tell that he was the Aings Sonne. All things 
that I can poſſible (quoth the Dwarffe) will J doo fo2 ye, 
this onely excepted, which without his commannd J dare 
not attempt, becauſe my libertie ſtretehethj not ſo far, vet 
will J pꝛomiſe pee to aſke him the queſtion, and if hee bee 
pleaſed J will ſati(-fle pour deũre. 

Melicia, who was earneſt in affection to knowe moze 
as concerning her louer Recinde, ſeeing theſe 2yrmedons 
thus conferring together, and oner-hearing ſome of theyp3 
fpeeches :affer they were departed fo their Chambers, 
the demaunded of Amenada, what talk ſhe had with Ar- 
nedes Dwartfe # whereapon the repeated the whole dyſ⸗ 
tourſe, to the no little content of Philocriſta, betauſe thys 
way ſhe might attayne to moꝛe knowledge of the French 
2 And as ſhe heard her ſay that he left his Country . 
2 the lone of a Ladie,ſhee pꝛeſumed unmediafly her ſelfe 
to be the ſame,fo2 commonly it falles out, that Louers wil 
fauonr themſelucs in ſemblable iudgments : contectures: 
wherefoze ſhe commannded Amenada, to awaite el 
fo; perfozmaunce of his pꝛomiſe. The Dwarffe when bee 
ſawe conuentent time to talke with his Paiſter, hee gans 
him to vnderſtand what had paſt between him and Ame- 
nada, which pleaſed him ſo well as nothing could do moze, 
and commended to him the purſute of this pꝛactiſe. Dn the 
mozrow, the Emperour and Primaleon dyned fogether,

fie,(pzedde by Fame thozow all thoſe partes, cauſed him 
to cutte thzough the daungerous Seas, to credite with his 
eyes what his cares were cloped withall. And hauing af 
full contemplated her ſweete face, he findes, that Bature 
willing induſtrioufipe to cinbelliſhe this cheefe peece of 
wozke,hath taken all abilitie from humane repozt, hoe 
curious 02 eloquent (o cuer it be,thozowly to accemplyſhe 
the p;ayſe of her merite : wherefoze hee bath ſent a Cours 
rier tothe ing his Father, that his Þaicſtie ſhould (cad 
Emballadours ether, to conferre with the Cmperour on 
a marriage betweene my Payſter and pour Ladie,and til 
they come to dilpatche this occaſion, he will not be known 
beereof to anie one, ercept it be to her gracious ſelſe one» 
lie. Pumbly then deſire her, with ſome benigne clemencie 
to intreate the hart, which her dinine figure bath ſccretlie 
rauiſhed and made her th2all,ſo ſhall ſhe gpue cure to bys 
woundes , and make him the moſt foztunate Champion 
that euer entred the fielde fo2 his Ladle : otherwiſe be can 
not long entoy his vitall motion, and by his death ſhall 
occaſion diuers other beſide,eſpecially his Cozin Recinde, 
Sonns to the King of Coe, who looueth — oak | 
per life, and as hec bare him company in thys voyage,ſo 
woll he take part of the hardeſt foztune,foz the looue and 
neere alliaunce that is betweene them. 
o well could this tall P:g-:ey bſe his language, to gain 
ſucreſſe fo2 his Paiſters fonts be made no moze diffe- 
rence betweene the two Pꝛinces, in reſpec of their lopall 
bnanimitie together: then was betwæne the two Pitha- 
orick_ companions , Oreſte: and Pyllades, oz Niſus and 
WI that woulde one dye foz an other. Greatlie did 
Amenada meruaile, hearing that a Pzince of ſo high = 
grea 
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great birth, would aduenture thoꝛow ſuch dangerous tra⸗ 
vailes, onelie toz tue cee mpliſi ment ofa marriage, and 
night haue gained it with much leſſe labour, wherefoze 
ſhe thus anſwered, | 

In ſooth,if J had riot pꝛomiſed to acquaint my Love 
heer e with, J durſt not fo2 my life diſcouer ſuch warghtte 
matters, becauſe J cannot tell her the whole diſcourſe, in 
that her SiFer Melicia ir neuer from her , and then ſhall 
ſhe know as much as my Pilkreve, That hurteth not, re⸗ 
plied Bruquell, neuer tonccale it th2ough feare of her pꝛe⸗ 
ſence,fo2 lyee is fuch a wiſe and well gouerned P2tacefe, 
as ſhe will rather modeſtly hide it, then anie way ſeeke to 
ſpꝛead it abꝛoade, and will (beũde) nothing at all miſliks 
thereof. This he ſpale, ſoꝛ that the had her part in þ play, 
namely by her loone to the Pꝛinte Recinde, and if perhaps 
Philocriſta ſhould be flow oꝛ opinitiue in her lone, Mchicia 
happilie woulde councel! her not to refuſe fo gd an offer: 
in bꝛeefe, that they might recip2ocally aduiſe one another, 
as ſicke folkes who had ſurfeited bothe of one diſeaſe, and 
ſooftcntimes it comes to paſſe, that two thoughts afflicted 
with one kind of martirdome, receiue together moze cons 
ſolation, then they conlde by ame other that fecle not the. 
like toꝛment. 

Bruquell hauing done his endenour,fo2 the conctliafi- 
on of Phiocriſta with his Paiſker, returned ummediatlie 
to him, whom he found attending in ſilent denotion, fo vn⸗ 
derſtand the iſſue of this amoꝛous ſtratageme, and after 
that the Dwarffe hadde woꝛde by woꝛde recounted all 
his negotiation , Arnedes was rapt into ſuch vnſpeake⸗ 
ble top, as hee unagined the howꝛe havpy when he mette 
with luch an ingenious Trucheman. Amenada on the os 
ther ſide, when ſhe eſpied timc foꝛ the purpoſe, interpꝛe⸗ 
ted ſo well and fauhfullie the intent of the Þ2mce to her 
P$iltreſſe Philocriſta, as ſhe thercwith was caried into a 
thouſande tmaginations. And albeit the Knight diſpay2ed 
not in his ſute, but rather imagined ſo ſweet a countenance 
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would be inclined to mercie: yet ſhe had ſo loſt her libertit 
in this cauſe, by ſeeing her be loued ſo daungerouſly woun⸗ 
ded, as now ſhe fearcd to ſend him anie ſeue re oꝛ rigoꝛous 
aunſwer, wherefo2c ſhe thus ſpake to her Dwarſte. J am 
offended that thou didſt pꝛomiſe Bruquell to acquaint me 
with thele ne wes, but ſa ing what hath happened cannot 
be pꝛeuented: thou ſhalt then goe to Arnedes, and tell him 
from me, that J meruaile be would th2uft himſelfe into ſo 
manie perrils, foꝛ which J account my ſelfe beholding to 
hun, and pꝛomiſe in requitall of his hard ſufferings, to ac- 
cept of him as my lopall Puſband,if my graciovs parents 
will ſo pernut it: with this condition, that hee aduenture 
not the leaſt ſpeches hereof to me, but hold himſettfe ſuffi⸗ 
ſed by knowing my will herein. And that 3 may bee aſſu⸗ 
red of the vehement affection he beareth me, deſire him to 
feede on this aunſwere, as on the moſt ſoueraigne Balme 
oz perfea Cataplaſme, that may ſconecſt of all conſolidate 
bis woundes : ſo haſtening his cure and convaleſcence, 
that (if it may be) he honour me with his pꝛeſence to mo⸗ 
rowe. 
After Philocriſta bad inſtructed Amenada in her Cm⸗ 
baſſade, ſhe toke Melicia aſide, to whom (becauſe the y lo⸗ 
ued eche other with ſincere affccion) Philocriſta diſcoue- 
red this amoꝛous intent, and Verbatim repoꝛted what the 
Dwarffe had tolde to her: which diſcourſe well contented 
Melicia,cheefely when ſhe heard that her night Recinde

After that Amenada had receiued this Dittie, the ſaide 
to the Pꝛince, that ſhee coulde not tell howe her Piſtreſſe 
would like ol her, bꝛinging her ſuch a pzeſumptuous mel- 
ſage : yet if ſhe were diſpleaſed therewith, ſhe waulde dil⸗ 
guiſe euery thing ſo well , as cache of them in the ende 
ſhould receive contentment. o returning to þ Pzinceſſe 
Philocriſta, ſhe tolde in what extreamitie the inte was 
fo2 her loue, and to mittigate his paſſions, had framed that 
dittie: which when ſhe had read and well noted, ſhee ac- 
counted her conqueſt greater, then if ſhs were poſſeſſed of 
all Aſia. Dund2y times did the Cmp2eſſe and her Daugh- 
ters viſite the French Pzince , to the vnſpeakeable con- 
tentment of the ſecrete Loners, who awaited nothing but

Rifarano merusil ing at this hozrible iniurie, lapde to 
the Pwarffe, Shewe me the Caſtell where the Knight a⸗ 
bideth,fo2 J doubt not but to do ſo much in the right of thy 
canſc,as he ſhall yelde recompence fo2 this faulte, & feare 
heereafter to offer anp one the ike, without any further 
troubling the @mpcrour heerein . The Dwarffe acceps 
ting this freendlie offer, that night lodged Rifarano at ts 
Caſtell, where her was erceding well entertained, and en 
the moꝛrow. taking ſire Squires with them, rede to the 


Knights Caſteli, where eſpying one vpen the walles, Ri- 


farano de maunded if his Loꝛde were within, Pary is be, 
anſwered the Squire on the walls, hee is nt we lpozting 
himſelfe with that tall le lic es loue: but 3 am (c21c that 
vou would be ſo badlie tountelic d, qucih he to Rifarano, as 
to came ende pour life in this = Be not thou ſo "ge 
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fo; nre,aunſwered Rifarano, hut goe lette thy Maiſter vn, 
derſtand that J woulde ſpeake two oz thzee wozdes 
hum, an matters that greatlie concerne his honour. 
Squire went pzeſentlic to his Maiſter, who hearing 
the Dwarf had b:ought a Knight with hun, tooke 


canl{t,fo2 I wel perceine thou commeſt to ſecke thine own 
ruine.And there didſt thou finde thy diſhono2, aunſwered 
Rifarano, when by fozce and treaſon thou abuledlt thys 
Gentleman, who neuer gane thee any canſe of offence: 
wherefoze reſtoze his Wife whome thou vniuſtlie detaps 
neſt, oz if reaſon map not thereto perfwave thee , come 
downe and enter the Combat with me, and J ſhall let thee 
know the pꝛice of thy villainie.

And if y wilt haue me i⸗ 
magine thee | ing down the Ladie with thee, 
that the Conquerer may carrie her K 
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J am content, anſwered the Knight,becauſe thou ſhalt ſcg 
bowe little Jcſteeme thy thꝛeat ning, and ſoone ſhall all 
controuerſies be ended betweene thee and me, that heere⸗ 
alter may ariſe on thts occaſicn . Nuickly had he Armed 
hunſelfe and came foo2th leading the Lady in bis bande: 
which when the Dwartfe ſaw, he durſt not tary, but gotte 
him a bowe ſhote further off. So fell the Knight and Ri- 
tarano to the Combat, which continued long tune doubts 
full on epther ſide, but at length Rifarano had the vppers 
hand of his enemie,becauſe he had giuen him many cruell 
woundes on his bodie. When the Squires of the Caſtell 
ſawe their Maiſter oucrcome , they woulde fo2cibly haue 
carped the Ladie into the Caſtell again: but Rifarano ads 
uertiſed thereof by her cry, made them fozſake her 4 runne 
haſtilie into the Caſtell, then taking her by the hand, ſayd.

And this diſcoruſe ſhee ſealed with ſo manyrare com 
mendations of the Knight,as her hart was ſurpꝛiſed with 
loue in ſuch (o2t,y thee longed euerp how2e to ſ& the man 
appointed foz her Yuſbande . And as the Pilot long per⸗ 
plered with outragious tempeſts, mounts to the toppe to 
ſer if any Bauen foz reſke we is at hande: ſo this Lady toſs 
ſed to and fro in the roughe billowes of looue, oftentimes 
left her Dungion and came vpon the walles,rrpecting the 
comming of this pꝛomiſed knight, By good hap ſhe eſpp⸗ 
ed when Palmendos came to the Bꝛidge, beſide, the trem- 
bling of the Caſtell at the departure of the knights, fou- 
ched her hart with a ſigne of pꝛeſent cemfoꝛt, whereupon 
in this bzancry ſhec went with her Damoſelles into the 
Garden, crpecting the iſſue of the Knights ſoꝛtune that 
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pꝛeſaged ſo much befoze hand. In bꝛeefe, he being entred 
the Garden. as vou haue heard already, ſhe being dircaed 
by (he Fairies what ſhe ſhoulde do, when ſhee perteiued 
the dog:;cs cuercome: aroſe with her Damoſelles t went 
towards the night. hewing many graciots ccuntenaun⸗ 
tes fo: his welcome but Palmendos ſteing her appꝛoche ſo 
niere hun, fel on his knee oifering to kiſſe her hand, wher⸗ 
* balhfullte blaſhing,offered him the like, ſay⸗ 
It is my duetie, Sir Rnight, to bſe ſuch humilitie, al⸗ 
beit pour courteſte bath pꝛeuented me,fo2 this wonder full 
aduenturt finiſhed by pou,declarcs pour rare pcifection in 
Chiualtie, heeing ſetond to none that at this day bearcth 
Armes. Yet ere pau take me hente, J would? rt que ſt one 
favour at pour handes , not any thing to make you doubt 
the lolſe of her, who freely giueth herſelfe as your owne, 
hat fo2 you haue deliuered me from the enchauntment my 
requeſt graunted, you may diſpoſe of me as peur loyall 
ſpouſe and Wife. Madame anſwered, Palmendos,J now 
thinke my ſcife no leſſe belooucd of heauen, then fauourcd 
by Fo2tune, hearing you ſay that 3 am pours, and you are 
mine, which makes mee thinke all my labours notbing in 
reſpec of vou: therefoze demaunde what you pleaſe,foz J 
beeing your pꝛofeſſed ſeruaunt, muſt with all reverence o- 
bey your commaunde. A thouſande thankes good Knight, 
quoth ſh& , albeit ſuch ſpeeches agree not with your cal- 
ling, J being onely in pour ſubiection, and ready to attend 
as pour hand-mayden : but me thinkes it were neceſſarie 
pou ſhould take a little reſt, bering good to regard the ende 
and periode of all thinges, let me therfoze humbly intreate 
pee, to come refreſhe pour ſelfe fo: the better tonſerua⸗ 
tion of pour health . Do went they both together to the 
Fountaine , where Palmendos was vnarmed by þ P2in- 
ceſſe Francelma and ber Damoſelles, and a coſtly Mantle 
was bꝛought to wꝛap about him, then ſate he down by bys 
Ladie, in another Chayze couer ed all ouer with Cold, and 

as 
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as if Herebus had ſent dis Daughter to hide the day light, 
ſpꝛeading darke night all ouer the Hemiſphere, ſo were 
great ſto;e of Tozches and Tapers alighted. There was 
felt the odo2iſferous ſmell of Roſes, Uiolets;e al the ſweet 
flowers of the Garden, beſide the incomparable beauty of 
Francelina, her Paydens beguiled the time with ſund2ps 
ſoꝛts of znſtumentes, and thereto ſung many dainty can- 
zonets,as if Apollo,Orpheus, Arion, and all the other fa- 
thers of heauenly Muſiqus had biene pzeſent, which ſo at- 
tracted the ſences of the Pzince, as his memozyp began to 
were d2owſte and fo2getful, imagining himſelle ina very 
beatitude, where he leemed to ſer, not onely þ perfect beau- 
tie of a Gaddeſſe, but a diuine ſhavow, which carted awrale 
both his bart and eyes in contemplation, 2 
Df like opinion was the young Pzincefſe, meruailing 
at the bzaue conſtitution of her night, and ng ber 
ſelfe beyond all other in happmes,that Foztune had (ozted 
her out ſuch a Huſbande : and in ſooth thele Louers were 
the fapꝛeſt couple that euer were iopned in mariage toge- 
ther, not vafitly ts Leander and Hero, the two 
goodlieſt ſtarres that were in their times. In this ſurpaſs 
ling contentation they continued, till a Damoſell (vnder⸗ 
ſtanding that ſupper was pꝛepared) there ſet befoze them 
a Table readie conered,the wood whereof was very pze- 
tious, deliuering a ſauour much like to Balme,and theron 
was ſette all ſozts of coltly diands: hard by food a Cup⸗ 
booꝛde richlie adozned with Baſons and Cups of Golde, 
which were embelliſhed with inch pꝛecious tones, as ths 
value of them was reputed ineſtimable. But theſe louers 
coulde eate verie little. betauſe they had wozke enough to 
regard eche other: foz there is nothing in the wo2zide mozs 
agreeable to one enamourcd, then to contemplate the ob⸗ 
ied of his thoughts. becauſe loue making a bꝛeach into the 
bodie, and planting his ſiege againſt þ very ſoule, hinders 
the paſſage of nouriſhing mcates,and makes them feed on 
bis lovely deuiſes, which are 1 euerꝑ one of pon — 
8 aue 
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bane faſted thereof,can diſtinguiſh whetber they be bitter 
o2 ſwat; Pence pꝛocirdeth the pleaſurs ccncewed by behol 
ding, when the eye takes his courſe tothe hart, carrying 
with it the liaelie dzaught and cffigics of the thing (&ne, 
making ſo (ound unp2elion therof in the ſpirit, as nothing 
els map be rep2eſenteÞdtherto : in pend, this Idea paſſing 
thzaough the penetrailes t ſecret rayons of the ſtornack,cn- 
graues on the hart the perfect poztrait of þ thing beloue d. 
And what mo2ſel moze delicious, what wine moze pleſant, 
aa licquoz mo2e ambꝛoſius can one find, wher with to ſatiſ⸗ 
fie the ſoule eſpꝛiſed with the bꝛandon of Venus, then the 
erac contemplation and ſecret diſcourſe, which the ſpirit 
makety to his onlie choiſe, when he beboldeth humſelſe ri⸗ 
cipꝛocally be loued of her whom bee louet h? doubtles nene 
at al: happily ſome other might be ſpoken of, which ſeeme 
to yeeld moze content, but then they are tranſito2y 4 ofno 
continuaunce. In this ſoat (upped Palmendos & Franceli- 
na, luben the Damoſels withdzawing the Table, went to 
take their own refection,leaning theſe twaine to dcuiſe to- 
gether: then appzoching the Knight to the M iſtres of hys 
hart, ſaid. name, bow happy may J name the howze of 
my nativity, ſeing the celeſtiall bodies appointed me ſuch 
a planet, as made me gaine p bonoz of pour loue: now find 
Ithat foz truth which you told me in the Temple at De. 
pbo;,þ in Go2t time J ſhould ſe you at mine own pleaſure. 
Commanndthen J beſech you what you would heue nice 
do, and Heu me the way to gather ſome fruit, by the per⸗ 
petnal ſernice J haue vowed to pour diuine beautp, that J 
way giue (ome coling to the bnquenchable flame, wher m 
amp bart is mo2e-4 inoꝛe fozmented . Andifthe art iſtciall 
fire which we receine lr between two Cones fo2 our ve, 
is leſſe then not hing in reſpecte of the naturall,as namclie 
the molt noble of the fourc elements lodged neere the celc- 
tial region: dare, and by erperience can affirme,that the 
violence of the diuine,ſurpalſcth the action of þ other two, 
becauſe if they light on any body, — 
Ing inguiſhed: 
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tinquiſh2d : but much moze contrary is the other, the ve⸗ 
bemence wherofenery way increaſeth pame, without iy» 
mitting the life of the ſufferer, as the very leaſt of þ other 
doth. My Lo2d,anſwered France lina, in regarde of the fire 
which happily pou now feele, eſfecme the ſame to pzoceede 
from the ſpark, that equally hath taken hold on me, wher- 
of I make no ſach admiration (conſ@dering the diſpoſition 
of the deſtentes) as fo heare yon fay-Þ you haue (ene mee 
in an other place: in ſoth at þ age of thete veeres J was fas 
tally encloſed in this Caſtell, where neuer ſurte enfred 
Knight oꝛ ante other traunger, but onely por. As foz my 
requeft whereto vou haue pꝛomiſed, thus it is, that pou at» 

tempt not agamit my chaſtitu, vntill our maringe be ſol⸗ 
lemnly perfo:med, which may not be, til you firff haue refs 
caed the king of T heſſalie my father, from the long imp2ye 
ſonment wherein the Turke bath kept him, This adnen-/ 
ture yon muſt nedes vndertake, which doubtles pee ſhal l 
wozthilte effec,and ſo be Loꝛde of me and the Realme 6 . 
T b:ſabe,wherto J am lawful heire after mp Fathers de - 
ceale ; foz perfoꝛmaunce whereof, J commit my ſelfe mt: 1 
your cuſtody, pꝛouided you keepe pour fozmer pꝛomiſe. Pal 
mendos attentiuely noted her wo2ds, and afterwarde re- ' 
mained a while filent, imagining whether he ſhould ſends 

02 acchpames his Ladie to the Emperoꝛ, o2 in meane fpacs 
kepe hunſelfe bnknowne to anie, till he had ended the ads 
uenture in Tarkie, bzinging at his returne the King of 
Theſſalie with him, if the heauens fauoured him in his dev 
liueraunce, at length breaking off this ſilent deferminatis 
on, he anſwered in this ſo2t. Padame,ſo feruent and in ex⸗ 
puilable is the loue J beare ve, as to gaine the Monarchie 
of the whole world, J woulde not eifenve the very leaſt of 
pour vertuous thoughtes : and albeit J had not pꝛemiſid 
what you required, mine own regard ſhoulde haue taught 
me better gouernment . Foz J account my ſelfe the hap⸗ 
pte& Knight vnder heauen, not by ante henour oꝛ pzayſe 
gotten in this aducnturc, but onelie to ſec my ſclfe ſubiect 
A. 2, to 
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to ſuch incompzrable bcautie, which hence ſoꝛth (bal make 
me ſo ſoʒ ward in Chiualrie , as the race from whence J 
am diſcended, ſhall thereby atchine eternall commendatt- 
on. And heerof Padame reſolue pour ſelfe, that paine oz 
trauaile ſhall not with⸗ hold mee, from rcſto2ing the Bing 
pour Father to his pꝛiſtinate libertie, if my wented ſoz⸗ 
tunate ſtarre ſhine on me in the anion.

J loue and deſire to ſerue, bearing paticntly þ bur⸗ 
den of my areefe in pour abſence, fill time allow vs a gra- 
cious meeting. Be teerecf aſſured my noble Le2de, quoth 
che, that neuer ſhall J louc anic but pou, to whem the fa- 
tall deſtenies haue onely appointed me, and no leſſe wpll 
Ip tozments be in your ablſente, then pours, beeing nowe 
depꝛiued of my foꝛmer libertie, and the ſame tranſ-ferred 
to pour dilpoling. 

Spending the time thus in amozous confercuce , at 
length he fold her al that happened fo him in the Temple 
at Delphos, where if be (awe her not in perſon, vet did hee 
beholdc her liuelp rep2cſentation,and. had a great deale of 
falke with her: whercat Francelwa coulde net but mer 
uaile, pet commending the wiledom of the Fay2ics in ap- 

How the deſires to vnder⸗ 
bis name and birth, where with at large hee truelie 
Acquiainted her, pet willing her ſhe ſhould not rcueale it to 
ame, till pe returned with the King of T heſſalie her father.

might bꝛing ſuch as him pleaſed into a ſound ſlerpe, ſo tau⸗ 
ſing two Damoſels to beare his Helmet and Launte, they 
intended to walke fo2th of the Caſtell, Nowe ſhined faire 
Francelina hzighter then the moꝛning ſtarre,her heade at⸗ 
tire adoꝛ ned all over with Carbuncles, Diamendes, Nu⸗ 
bies,Cmeraldes and D21entall Saphires, and her vyper 
garment beeing a long Robe of cloth of Golde, curiouſlie 
figured with pearles and pꝛecious ſtones, as the valewe 
thereof was imagined ineſtimable. Jn this, and far grea- 
ter pempe then 3 can ſette downe , they left the Caſtell,

uer the Biidge, the enchauntments are not ended, # then 
Gall the CaTell be in the fozmer ſtate, as it was when 
Francelina came firſt hither. And is my gracious Queene 
and Pother heere: (aid the Þ2tnceſſc, then J ſee my iopes 
will meete altogether. So walked they louinglie ouer the 
B2idge,attended on by manie Lozdes, Barons x Ladies, 
when the Queene ſering her Daughter come towardes 
ber. hardly could ſhe refraine from ſwouning in the armes 
of Ozalio, who was likewiſe readie to dw as much at the 
topfull fight of his Freende Palmendag, pet at length hee 
embzaced her Danghter,ſaying.

The Knight of the Ie feaſted them very royale, and 
nothing was wanting that any wap might dal ight them, 
when Palmendos falling in conference with the Aut ne, 
deſived that Che would accempany her Daughter to Cen- 
#4:i-ople,there to ſtay with her in the Emperozs Courte 
as 
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xs (ent from him: and fhat ſhe ſhould mozeouer afare bis 
- Þaieſtrie,that bee haumg mſhed his voyage into T arke, 
would no longer conceale hunſel.e as he had done. My no⸗ 
ble Soone,quoth the Queene, J ſhall wylliagly perfozme 
what ye baue appointed, but J would know if you meane 
to tae any ſtrength with yon againſt the Turke, becanſs 
I would ſende fo2-apde to T babe,” and beſide craue ally, 
farnce of the @mperour,who Jam ſure will ſutcdur mes 
with all his legions.

her place and rode with the Pꝛinteſſe her Daughter, 
caried awaic in conceit with ter ſurpaſſing feature, 
he entred ints theſe ſpechcs.

The Empe⸗ 
rour and the Empꝛeſſe, with Philocriſta and their other 
daughters, the Pallace gate to welcom þ Queen, 
when thee and her Daughter alighting from their Pal⸗ 
frates, with humble reuerence ſaluted his Paicſtie, who 
with his Empzcle honourably entertained them, conduc⸗ 
ting them into the great Vall, where the Quene began 
in this manner. 

Palt mightie and inuincible Bonarche, Palmendos 
the onelie Jewell of kmght-hoodc,by vs kiſſeth the hande 
of your imperiall Paieſtie, hauing ſent pee this young 
Pe inceſſe, to be kept vnder pour pꝛotection, till be returne 
from Tarbie, with my eſpouſed Lo2d the King of Theſſalie, 
if Fo2tune graunt his deliueraunce from the crucll infl- 
dels, fo; which J continue in hourcly deuotion, as wel foz 
the great deſtre J haue to ſee the Bing my Buſband, as al⸗ 
ſo to le the Knights ſpcedie returne, who onelp dedicateth 
his trauailes to pour highnes ſeruicte. Mith theſe woꝛdes 
the deliuered her Daughter to his Maieſtie, and the Cm- 
perour reteiuing her very graciouſly, ſhewed himſelfe cx» 
ceding topfull foz their arriuall , dcfiring them to vſe his 
Court as their owne.and to be as frollike there as if they 
were in Theſſilie. Beſide, hec pꝛaped God ſo to direct Pal- 
mendos in his atrevqpt, as hee might deliuer the King her 
Huſband from captiuitie: withal, that if he had requeſted 
alliſtaunce in the tanſe, he ſhoulde haue had his Þaicſtics 
power at tommaund, then taking Francelina by the hand, 
he ſaid.

The Empꝛeſſe foke the Queen by 
the hande, and Philocriſta her charge Francelina, they all 
Mtting downe under a (umptucus Canapie , where the 
Knights regarding them, cſpecially the Cnip2cic and the 
two Pzinecfles, imagined a ſccond iudge ment fe2 the Ap⸗ 
ple of beautie. And adinit we Arnedes fen p gentle ſheepe- 
heard Paris, pct bee imagined his Ph1locriſta to bee moſt 
perten, although Francelma was very farre beponde her, 
al the nights concluding, that thr bad neuer ſerne moze 
chople beautie, exct pt the Cmpꝛeſii when ſhee was in the 
flower of her youth. But Philocrilta neuer attained her 
Mothers perfections, albeit ſhee had two Siſters name d 
Flerida and Bazilia, (which by the Authoz of Palmerin are 
named Beliſa and Melicia, ) that came verie ncere her in 
reſemblaunce, eſpeciallie Flerida, of whem we ſhall bans 
occaſion to ſpcake heercafter, when wee ceme to the noble 
aince Edward of Englend. 

The Cmperour intrcafed Francelina, to tell him (if 
the coulde) of whence. Yalmendos was, whcreto the Pztn- 
teſſe modeſtlie thus aunſwered. Dꝛeade Loꝛde, Jcanre- 
ueale no further of hun, then that hee is tom maunder of a 
Rinadome, 2 diuers other Signoꝛies of great eſtate: what 
els J knowe of him, J am to be ercuſed till his comming, 
when himſelfe will manifcſt his Countrep and oꝛig mall, 
not his valour t courteſie,fo2 that is blazed thzouch moſte 
partes of the woꝛld Foz this diſcrect aunfwe re, ſhec was 
greatly commended by the Cmperour , who noting her 
comelic acſtures and behauiour, cſtæ med her diſcrete and 
well aduiſcd ; and ſceing the Rug on her finger that Tal- 
meidos gaue her, be thought it very much reſcmblcd hys 
dune Ring, which the Queenc of 7 % gaue him at his 
bevarture. Now ccnlde hee not containe himſcife, but de⸗ 
mzunds of her, of whom ſhe had that coftlp Jewell, ſo like 
one that he held in great eſtimation.

ber. Py lelfe will thereto perſwade her, (aid the King, in 
meane while do you trauaile no further in this controuer⸗ 
ſte,(@ing pou baue bothe ſhewen ſufficient and bavghtie 
Chigalrie. $0 went the King to the — 
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wonderfull glad to ſ& Belcar in ſuch daungerous eſfate,as 
no Bnight befoze had bzought him in the like. Damoſel ꝙ 
be, ſeeke not the death of two ſo god Champions as theſe 
are, but (foz my ſake) pardon Belcar if hee haue in ought 
offended,and J ſhall cauſe him to make ſuch amendes, as 
pour ſclfe ſhall like well thereof : beſide,ſuch courteſy ſhal 
pe find at my hand, as happilie ſhal pteld accaſis of thanks 
while pee liue.Yeereto will neuer conſent though I die, 
quoth ſhe, and moze wold the pꝛeſent death of Belcar cons 
tent me, then if the whole Ponarchie of p wozld were vn⸗ 
der my putſſaunce : conſidering thc cnozme and deteſtable 
treaſon, wherwith hee villainoully wzonged my Father 
and Bꝛetheren, which makes mee J cannot diſcharge my 
Knight of his pꝛomiſe. The King with great inſtance in- 
treated her againc,,and ſo did all the Lo2ds attending on 
dim: but all was in vaine,ſhec was ſo reſolatly grounded 
in her wickednes,as ſhee accounted it pleaſure to be ſelfe- 
willed therein. Mherupon, the Quene (hartily ſozie to ſte 
Belcar ſo ſoʒe wounded) vnderſtanding the obſtinate refu- 
fall of the Damoſell : ſhe accompanicd with the Duchcle 
of Pontus, and the Pzinceſſe Alderina her Daughter, came 
altogether and deſtred her, to diſcharge her night of bis 
pꝛoiniſe, and the Qucene would entertaine her among the 
Ladies of honour in her Court. But theſe pꝛapers andre- 
queſts nothing auailed, to mut any pittie in this inero- 
rable Damoſell, which the Qucene perceiuing, end that 
the continned ſo obſtinate in crueltie: ſhe made a ſollemne 
othe,that if ſhe did not pꝛeſently pardon the fwo Knights, 
(hearing a murmuring among the people,hew her accuſas 
tions againſt Belcar, were falſe and flaunderous) that her 
ſcife ſhould dic a meſt ſhamefnll death.

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in denying a matter conſiſting in her power : but ſoꝛ her 
Maieſties ſake, ſhee was cdtent to pardon both þ Bnigt ts. 
The Queene embꝛaced her in ſigne of thankes, ſending 
woꝛd to Recinde, that hee ſhoulde pzoccede no further in 
battaile, ſo the Damoſell went with the Quer ne and her 
Ladies to the Pallace, and bothe the Champions acccnw 
panied the ing, who bztnging them to their Chambers, 
commaunded that bis checfe Phyſitions and Chirurgi⸗ 
ons ſhould gtue dilligent attcndaunce to l& t hett wounds 
bealed. 

Dailie woulde the Queene, accompanied wyth the 
Ducheſſe of Pantus, and the fapze Pzinceſſe Alderina her 
Daughter, come to viſite them, ( that at length they re⸗ 
conciled the two P2inces fo amitie, and ſho2tly after, the 
Queene (in regarde of her pꝛomiſe) cauſed the Damoſell 
to bee very honourablie married , when Belcar made her 
openly confeſſe, that her accuſations were mclt falſe and 
vntrue, in reſpect that hee neuer lawe any of her Bꝛethe⸗ 
ren, befoze that night wherein hee was infreatcd by her 
Father to lodge at his Caſtell.

Knight who is the Captaine of the Caſtell. and this place 
bee reputethas theſtrongeft holde in all the Countrey, 
Moꝛzeouer this J dare auouch ir. that there is no part ſo 
little in all that Countrey , but J knobe it as well by 
night as by dap, cnen as perfca!y as the po te whereof 3 
fell pe: there map pon abide in aſluraunce, and dee what 
belt pour ſelfe ſhall pleaſe, vncontrouled by anp, this wyll 
A make goed fo; (be great curteſie baue found, Palmen. 
dos ſeing how Featune faudured dim, committed his cen⸗ 
ducting ta the Turke, who was named Orycano, when at 

leagth they came to the pozte nere Tabant: then Orica- 
no went en ſhoze with the Anigbtes, fo fake ſome c2dcr 
foʒ their good entertainement, but finding not bis father 
al home, entreatcÞ his mothcr and fwo bꝛethꝛen, who 
were not a little glad of bis fafe return, to vie thoſe Gen⸗ 
tlemen ſo curfeouffy as might be, expꝛeſſing what kinte- 
nefſe bee Had fannd af their hands, Palmendos re iorted 
that they were in a place ſoſare and ſetret, and wre Al- 
bayzo Caſfell, where the Ring of 7 hae was detained 
in captinitic, pet kept be on dis rith black Armour, which 
the Fairies left foz him at the Caſtell of Cera, his god 
ſwoꝛde like wiſe bee hav by his de, where wir bee could 
enchaunt and bzing allæpe anpe one by dzawing it fo:tb. 
It was large and ſhozt as a wedknife oz Fauchlon,moſt 
artifictally damaſqued and garniſhed with thzee ſoztes of 
Diamonds, tbe wholt ſheath being compoſed of ont, the 
niofe-barre and pomell of an other, and the handle of the 
troſt rare and pꝛetious Calamite that ener was ſene,the 
blade of the fineſt tempered tele that conlde bee in any 
ſwoꝛde, in bꝛefe, the like weapon was hardly to be found 
tbꝛougb the woꝛlde. By this time Orycanos father was 


come home, who reiopcing to beholde bis Bonne, _ 
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very louing countenance to the pꝛinces fo; his ſake: when 
among dther talke, Palmendos requeſted to knowe of the 
olde man whence he came fo late, wberefo the pe man 
humblie thus anfwvred. J cane Sir, from a Totwn.nof 
far hence, whether J went in the mozning to ſell fiſh, be⸗ 
caule greats number of Knightes are aſembled there, a- 
gainÞ the mariage of the Loꝛdes daughter. , with the ſon 
to the Captaine of Albayzo Caffell: and J ffated ſhe lon« 
ger, fo ſ the Bzidegrime and his Siler, who is repoz- 
ted to bet the faireſt woman in the wozlido . Bymanie 
great Pzinces the hath bene requeſted in mariage , but 
che hath refuſed enery one, ſaying ſhe will neuer be war- 
ried, but mit him that can winne ber by Partiall pzew- 
cfe:foz which canſe many haue and gallant Knights are 

tome thither, and on the third daye of the feaſt, haue aps 

pointed a Tourney fo} her lone, the reſozt being ſo great 

to ſe this Ladie, as i? the great Turke with all bis Baſs 

ſacs aud JMizartes kept Court there. Palmendos atten- 
tively noting this tale, confidered with him ſelfe, that if 
die could by ſubtill traines entice this Ladie to loue, hes 
might eaſily get into Albayzo Caſtell, where he ſhouldthe 
better compalle the fratageme, to ſet the Bing of T . 
be at libertie: fo2 this cauſe he determined to be pꝛeſent᷑ at 
the Tourney , and in bende acquainted Ozalio with his 
whole intent, who thought it the onely waye fo woozke 
their enterpꝛiſe. On the mozrowe Palmendos tolde the 
Fiſher, that he would make one in the Jouſt: ſo giuing 
him god ſfoze of money, pzayed him to regarde his S hip 
and Parriners till bee returned, and ſo bee (et fozwards 
with Ozalio and A bo ſerved them faitbfullys 
during all this buſines, Notfarre had they rid, but they 
met with a Page that attended on Iffida, fo2 ſo was the 
beantifall virgin named, the Captains Daughter and oc- 
caſion of this triumphe: Palmendos aſketb him, if the 
Tourney held the day following.

, Pꝛinte calling to minde the perfections of Fran- 
celina,bzcatbed fao2th a igh that came from his very ſont, 
on the other ſide, te was marucitous glad, that be had ſo 
fo;tunately met with the Ladies Page: and vdeftrons to 
gaine ſome atquaintaunte with her, bee ſyeaketh to the 
yonth in this manner. Gentleman, J thinke the graces 
of pour Miſtreſſe to be ſo amiable, as in one tant they 
are ſufficient to captiuafe al ſuch as beholde ei, and tber⸗ 
foze Jcan aſfore ye, that with the better will t moze fin- 
tere affecton,ts be pzonided to her ſeruice ttt neuer ſaw 
der: which J ſpcke on mine own behalfe, wha abandoning 
the place of my oʒiginal, haue with inſuppo. table traueis 
troſt many Countries, onely to come let her vnderſtande 
my ertreame devotion, to be her perpetuall and fait hfull 
ſeruant, whercfo the renown of her beautie induced me, 
which J thinke is ſpꝛead over the face of the whole earth, 

And ſeeing my hap was ſo good to miete with pon, albeit 
von know mee not, no2 haue J pet deſerucd any thing af 
your hand: pct let me intreat pe to do one fauour fo2 me. 
the iſſue wherof, beſide pour atthieuement of nofable re⸗ 
patation in debonatre courteſte , which all cf your young 
pteres ought to bane in (inguler cemmendaciom? J hope 
Wall let ye ſufficiently perceive, that peu deale not fo2 an 
ingratefull per ſon, noꝛ wil pe millike pour trauaile in the 
cauſe. What would pou have mc do: anſwered the Page, 
in reſpect pou ſeeme a man of vertue and qualitp: if it bee 
a thing poſſible fe me and honourable, 3 will with al my 


heart aceomplith if, A thouſand thankes foz pour _— 
Une lle, 
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lineſſe, anſwered Palmendos, and foz nothing els is mp 
ſute, but that you would ſay to pour Ladie Miſtreſſe, bow 
a ſtrange Gentleman, which came into this tountrep on- 
lie fo ſee her graces and vertues, moſt humbly commends 
him ſelfe to her fauourable opinion, earneſtlye deũr ing 
that ſhe would accept him as her Knight in tbe Tourney, 
where to mozrow hee intcnds to ſhe we him ſelfe, as one 
that will ouer ballance her moſt favoured in weight of al⸗ 
fection,and will be acconnted ſecond to none in exploits of 
armes, bauing no better meane, whereby to acquaint ber 
with the inſuppo2table burt ben of his heart: and that ſhe 
may well percetae it, J will not bee on her bzothers (ive, 
but againlt them that take his part, hoping to ſend them 
vanquiſhed out of the fielde, 02 make them gladde to fake 
their bels, by the ſtrength and hardincs her diuine beans 
fie ſhall giue mee, ſo pleaſe her to graunt mee the afozes 
ſaid fauour, and which will cauſe me to account my ſclfs 
the happieſt Knight, on whom the planets baue bzeathed 
their celettall influence , The Page ſeeing Palmendos 
faire and ſo richly armed, imagined him to be ſome great 
perſonage, wherefo2s he modeſtly thus replied. Mp Lo2d 
this dare J not doo foz any man liuing, without Jknewe 
the partie to haue ſome familiaritie with my Piſtreſſe: 
neuertheleſſe, beeing a matter of ſo (mall conſequence,and 
that you deſerue much moze then this on my behalfe , A 
ſhall deliuer ber this meſſage , foz pour ſake who haue ſo 
impoztunatiy requeſted it. Palmendos requitcd the Page 
with many thanks, and to mate him moe foztrardin tbe 
matter, hee tooke a bꝛacelet of golde from his arme and 
gaue it hum: ſo beguiling the time with other ſpeeches, at 
length they arriued at 7, fo2 ſo was the Town called 
where the Triumpbes were appointed, the field being co⸗ 
uered all ouer with coſtly Pauilions, wherefozc Palmen- 
dos made choiſe of a conucnient place, and there comman- 
ded bis rich Tent fo be p2zeſcntly erected.

" Me thinks this is verie ſtraunge.replied Iffida, that 
fhis Knight (ould come from farre Countries to ſe me, 
and verie ingrate full migbt J be reputed, if J ſhoulde not 
thanke him foz ſo great paincs : therefo2c faile not but 
thewe me bim to mozrow, ſo ſone as hee dooth enter the 
Liftes,that I may give god beede to bis be hauiour.Here⸗ 
in, (quoth the Page) wil J accompliſhe pour commaund, 
becanſe right well J know him by bis rich Armour, as al⸗ 
ſo the luſtie Courſer bee rode on peſter day. Thus made 
the Page a train foz loue, which afterward reached to the 
heart of his Piſtreſſe , where hauing kindled the fire ber 
ſelfe,Chee felt the ſparkes ſo fo leape about ber imaginati- 
ons, as all this night ſhe could enioy no reſt, foz thinking 
on the Knight that came from far Countries,

A the mozrow , which was the 
appointed dap of the Triumph: 
Iffida decked her in mole 
ſumptuons oꝛnaments, and af- 
ter dinner came with the Bꝛide 
and diuers other Ladies, fo the 
Scatfoldes and Pauilions pꝛe⸗ 
pared foz them in the field. Th

were on thc Bꝛidegromes fide , therefo2e the confrarye 
went apace to w2zacke , ard the other were bertilp judged 
to brare the Paize out of the fielde,if Palmendos andOza- 
lio had nol ſuddainlie arrived. No2 they knew better bow 
to handle thcir weapons, then the Knightes of this Coun⸗ 
frey did, and that they made them verie well pertetue, 
cbicfite Palmendos who did marueilous explopts, as Iffida 
(without any inſtruction of her Page) knew well inongd 
the man that ſent her the meſſage, whereat both ſhe and al 
the beholders were amazed, to ſæ him ſo play the Denil as 
mong the Kntghtz, as no one dealt with him but was vn⸗ 
bo:Mſcd.

While euerp one was buſilie cenſoring on the con- 
queroar , the meſſenger from Iffida came to Palmendos 
Tent, where b:eflie diſcharging what be was commaun- 
ded, and tbe P2ince marueilous glad of this god foztune,

And it it hap- 
pen J may conferre a little with ber in ſecref,J wil tel her 
ſach thinges, as all the reſt of her life-time ſhall relde her 
contentation, wherein likewiſe if pou will bee lopall and 
faqourable to me, to compaſſe both her god and your own:

Here vpon Palinendos vnarmed him lelte, and putting 
on a Turkiſh matle, taking bis god ſwoꝛd vnder his arm,

Iffida who was pꝛudent and well aduiſed, fozbare to 
conferre longer with ber newe ſolicitour , leaſt ber loue 
ſhoald be lightly eſpied by any: then ſecretly ſhee glaun⸗ 
tel on Palnendos , whoſe thoughts were buſie to cbpaſſe 
dis intent, and ſæing bim ſo penſtue, ſhe immediatly inter⸗ 
pzeted this Sarurnine tatiturnitie to her own adtiantage, 
thinking it pꝛocteded from the rauiſhment of her beautie, 
at her Ambaſſadoar had befoze perſwadedÞ her: berewith 
the iudged in him, moꝛe elegancie of fourme and \wetnes 
of complection, then in anp other knight whatſocucr, which 
made ber ſo eſp2zized with his attrading regard, as to allag 
the extreamitie of this heat, ſhe dcſirednothing moze then 
to ſpeake with him, that ſhe might bee reſolurd of whence 
and what be was.

They fearing leaſt their long aye would canſe ſuſpi⸗ 
tion, went their way, which made Iffida likewiſe repaire 
to her Chamber, and calling the miniſter of her lone aſide, 
Ah Page, bow trulie didft thou diſcover the perfectt- 
ons of the ſtraunge Knight, whoſe bebauiour and diſcreet 
modeie,topncd with his rare e martiall pʒe weſſe, makes 
mee repute him ſoꝛ the chefeſt man, that cuer came into 
this Conntrey . Madame anſwered the young Couaicel- 
ler, it pon would ſ& innumerable vertues tonioyned in 
one bod, A beſtech re haſten your ſpeaking with „ 
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let not the happye houre miſcarrie thzongh pour default, 
which the fatall deſtinies haue ſo gracioufly appointed:bys 
lonely ſpe&eches ſhall acquaint pee with his endowments, 
which you may beholde lo cozreipondent in eucry point, as 
peu can wiſh foz nothing but is fo be found in him. ow 
ſhould J ſpeake with him, ſaicd Iffida, without impeach to 
mine hono2, which hitherto J haue carefullyregarded, vn⸗ 
lelle it be by thy meanes in ſome ſecret place, ftee from the 
burt of ſaſpeced perſons, wherewith the wozlde is nowe 
mightily ſtoꝛed: A ſhall fell ye bow Pabame,replicd the 
Page, vou know my Lozd pour father willed pee the other 
day, that pe ſhould returne home to him with all poſſible 
ſyted, wbich will ſerue as a fit occafion, to take pour honeſt 
farewell of this company: if then you will depart hence to 
mozrowe towarde euening, you may lodge by the way at 
my mothers houſe: whether J will go befoze with the two 
Knights, and cauſe her to ſay they be both ber Nephewes, 
whe now are friendly come to viſite ber, ſo map pe confer 
togeatper at your pleaſure. The invention is good aun⸗ 
ſwered Iffida, yet muſt ye be very circumlpect berein, that 
the dꝛikt of our intent be not diſcouered. 

Che complot thus concluded, the Page went in the 
mo2ning to Palmendos, and making him not a little glad 
with theſe newes,cauſed both the frends to mount on hoz(s 
backe, aud (ct fozward with him to his mothers houſe, ſea⸗ 
ted in a pleaſant place betwæne 7 «ban: andthe Caſtell of 
eAlbayzo, When the Gentlewoman ſaw the two knights, 
ſhe was much abaſhed, but ber Sonne ſone reſolued her 
in coery point: and that ſhee might boldlye call them ber 
Nephewes,her (elfe being a ſtraunger bozne far from that 
Conntrey. The mother being thozoughly enſtrucked by

Iffida beeing not to 
learne ber lefſon,dcſircs to know what Knights they were 
that ſo friendly ſalutcdber , They arc quoth the Pages 
mothcr,mp two Nephewcs, who having not ſane met of 
long time, are come to know ifthepy may ſtand me in anie 
ſkeede; as alſo to offer their ſeruice tomy Loꝛd peur father, 
if in any thing it ſhall pleaſe dim to imploy them . Right 
bartily welcome are they, aurnſwercd Iffida. and of tutye 
I muſk neds thanke them, foz the good will they beare mp 
Lozde and Father: foz which cauſe,as alſo their ni re allt- 
aunce to you, 3 loue them as they were my pzeper Bꝛe⸗ 
theren. 

Palmendos comming fo her with great reucrence,gaue 
ber bamble thanks fo; ber bonourable kindnes, and while 
they ſpent the time about cther familiar conferences, ſup⸗ 
per was ſet on the table in a pleaſant Arbour, where Iffi- 
da cold digeſt no meat, her eics were ſo buſted in beholding 
ber Champion, after warde thry walked vp and downe the 
Carden , and ſhes ſ&ing the Pages mother was deepes in 
talke with Ozalio, as one lotb to loſe ſo good an cpoztunt- 
ty, he beginneth with Palmendos m this manner. 

J cannot but marvaile at my ſetffe, (Sit Knight) that 
being nothing touched with the love of ſundzy gentlemen, 
which beretofoze baue diucrs times offered mee they; ſer⸗ 
uice: my heart ſhould by pon (wheme J nener ſaw befoꝛe 
tbefe two dates paſt) fo vehcmentiy be pꝛouoked to loue, ſo 
that J cannot þcare 02 think on any thing, but it is bꝛoken 
oz rereced by the remembzauncso of pon : let mee then in - 
treat pte, not to repute me as care leſſs of mp chaſtitye, 02 
fozgetfnll of the modeſtic beſcming a Uirgin , Foz the 
woꝛthe bebauto2, J ſ& couched in pour incomparable perſo- 


nage, hatt fatally depzined mee of my fozmer Ubertye, and 
yielded 
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rtelded me wholie your Captiue:not doubting but you wil 
ſo cſfeeme of your 1 not to impeach tbe ſame by 

any vnhonoꝛable attt mpt, conſidering mp noble birth and 
parentage, And to iatiſfie my earneſt longing defire,one- 
lte adicted* to bane further knowledge ofyour eſfate , ac- 
qnaint me with the ſecret conſideration of your heart, and 
what vou wil tommaund me, in goerdon of the pames pou 
haue taken ſoꝛ my ſake: wherein (mine honour defended) 
J will peeld that willingly to you, which none els but you 
can bave cf me, 

Madame aunſwered Palmendos, J cannot expꝛeſſe my 
bigb good foꝛtane, finding ſuch grace and tour telle at your 
bands, bering on my part no way as pet deſeruts. bat tyme 
map reeld the due to enery gentle minde, and make mee a- 
ble to requite ſuch extraoꝛdinary fanour . And thinke not 
ſweet Goddeſſe of my heart, that in pittying tbe inſuppo2- 
fable burthen of mine oppꝛeſſions, you ſhall any waye en- 
curre the detection of lightnes, dut rather of honozable and 
wel governed care. when you ſhal bebolde the place wher- 
fo Ji ope ſafely to bꝛing you: ſoꝛ Pavam, ſetting ade my 
ſimple out ward appearance, J am a King bozne,4 Gouer- 
ner of ſundꝛy famous Pꝛouinces, and this attempt pzocees 
ded onely of religious zeale, to make pon Lady of mee and 
mine, as your wonderful fame at firſt twke the (oneraign- 
tie of my heart. 

How can J woꝛthy Lozd, quoth, Iffida, but ſtand ama- 
zed,that yon being a King, and a man of ſo rare foztune in 
mannaging arms, ſhold come hither foz ſo fimple a Damo⸗ 
ſel as my ſelfe,not woꝛſhy to caſt mine cies to ſuch pzefer» 
ment? pet not to diſſemble with pee as concerning My re- 
ſolution , without my fathers conſent, J neither may 03 
will goe dente with ye, becauſe it were both diſobedience 
and iniurie to nature. . 
Hotwitbſtanding, one thing J will de foz rte, which 
neuer heretoſoze J offered to any Bnight, J will bꝛing vou 


to my Father, and tell him you are ane of this Gentk« wo⸗ 
K. 3. mans 
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mins Nephewes, ſbe being my nurſle in the time of mine 
infancie : to hum muſt p offer your ſeruice, and no ſoner 
ſhall de bcholde your Knightly cþ(ualriezbut he will gladly 
accept ye as his Sonne. 

So with my Parents conſent you may conuaie mee 
hence,and in meane while J (hall kepe ſecret pour eſtate, 
albeit it were good you tolde him the trueth. Palmendos, 
who defired nothing but to get into the Caſtel,and to com- 
paſſe the ſame by any wap he could, thus replied. 

Madame, ſuch is the extreamitie of my vehement paſſi- 
ons, as no one can reture them, but ſhee from whome they 
toke their oꝛiginall, noz do my vitall (pirites recciue ania 
fozce to execute their office „ but from pour gracious and 
gentle diſpoſition : therefoze I will go with you when you 
pleaſe to pour Father, and lay what you can be imagine, 
fo2 the peaceable aſſuraunce and fruition of the good pꝛe· 
fended , Theſe wozdes hee vttered with very cherecull 
tountenaunce, by reaſon & thc hope wherewith bis heart 
was encouraged,leing the pꝛactiſe of his negotiation ſtand 
nowe on the tearmes bimſelfe deũred: the Ladie on the o⸗ 
ther ſide was ſo rauiſhed with his loue, as ſhe ceuld not beg 
Catiſſted with beholding bim, oꝛ conſent to foꝛſahe his com- 
panpe, till time of conſtraint came that they muſt to their 
lodgings, where Iffida could not ſlæpe thozough the whole 
night,her lumbers were lo bꝛoken by the aboundance and 
plurality of amozous diſcourſc, which chaicd all other ima⸗ 
ginations from her ſpirit. 

An theſe extreames poꝛe Iffida was fozmented, a dif 
eaſe cleane contrarpe to that which troubled Palmendos, 
wþo- onlp ſought by diſimulation fo recoucr the god king 
of T heſſa/e, whercof he conferred in bed with Ozalio, what 
ſtratagems and ſubtilties bee muſt compaſſe in the action; 
intreating him moſt affectionat lie, they hauing once gotten 
enteraunce into the Caſtell, to ſhe we him ſelle hardie and 
valiaunt, putting cuery one to the ſwoꝛd when the watch⸗ 


wozd ſhold be ginen, Wien the mozning was come, Iffida

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decked her ſelfc in her bꝛaue accouftrements,and comming 
into the Garden, found there the twoRnightes armed cx- 
cept their helmets, ſhe pꝛaping them to go with her fo the 
Caſt:!! of e Aibayxa, that the might haue the honour of pꝛe⸗ 
ſenting them fo. the Captaine her Father.. | 

This matter being ſone concluded, they all mounted 
on hoꝛſe backe. and about none arriued at the foꝛtrelle, the 
foandation and ſtrudure whereof canfed Palmendos to 
wonder, in that it was placed on a bigh and mightie rock, 
and fozred with ſuch munition foz war as if was thought 
impꝛegnable. Bering tome to the gate, Iffida —— from 
her haquenep, and entred taking tbe — — 
the Arches permitting them quietly to paſſe, without any 
feare 02 further enquirie what they were, ſ&ing them ſo 
well acquainted with faire Iffida, whome the Caſtilian lo- 
ued ſo well. as none might gaine-ſay what ſhee commann- 
ded. 

After ward the Bꝛidges were dzawen, and the gates

Pp Lozd, quoth igec,c,% 
deſire J bad peſter - night to ſe c, haſtencd my returie in 
company of pour two Squires, my [cure waiting Damas 
ſels, and theſe two knights, wo are both Nephews to my 
nurſſe, where J found them as J paſſed by that way: and 
bercof bee aſſured good father, that this Knight (pointing 
to Palmendos)1s one of the moſt hardic and curtcous Gen- 
tlemen that cuer pe knewe , Whercof his vicoz21c in the 
Tournep at my B:othcrs mariage, hath giuen me cuident 
example, as alſo the boneſt ſpachcs he bath vſed to mee this 
mo2ning , declaring bis earneſt dcſire to cffer pou his ſer⸗ 
nice: vnder hope whereof J haue bene his guide hither, e⸗ 
ſterming the acquiſition of ſuch a man rare # of great con-

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Be is the better welcome, anſwered the Caytaine, and 
in recompence of his god will, bee ſhall commannde ane 
cour teſie at my hand, Foz all theſe wo2des, he had other 
matters in his minde , and becauſe his Daugbter pzaiſed 
bim ſomuch, ſo much the moꝛe willinglye could bee haus 
ſpared his companys in the Caſtell, fo2 that his pzeſence 
made him mildout and feare ſome what: yet to diſſemble 
the matter, & take away all occaſion of contrary miſtruſt, 
with a counterfeit merrie countenaunte he ſaid. 

Goe Daughter and ſalute thy mot ber, meane while 
theſe Knights walbe vnarmed : which he ſpake to bee aſ⸗ 
ſured of their Armour and weapons, intending they ſhold 
not haue them againe till they were fozth of the Caſtell.

Mher⸗ 
foze ſeeing all her Ouarde _ lleeping. he folded down 
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the bed clothes, and becauſe the pꝛecious Calemite in hys 
Swoꝛd, by nature dzaweth the body of man oꝛ woman to 
it, as the Adamant dooth the pꝛon: the Ladie pzcſently a- 

roſe into his Armes, lo bering kept a ſlecpe by his enchan⸗ 
ted Swoꝛde, lay as quiet in his armes, as fayze Daphne 
did with Phæbus, when lupiter conuerted her into a Baye 
tree. Aꝛapping her collly Dantle about her, hce departed 
ſafely from the Guar de, comming where Oricano ſtaped 
with his bozſe, made ſuch ſhift as he mounted into the ſa- 
dle, and ſo galloped to the reſt of his company , who mer- 
uailed not a little that he had got ſo god a bootte .

Then began Marencida fo teare her haire, which ſee- 
medus the Golden wyer , and beate her faire handes ſo 
white as the Alablaſter, with out-cryes as a Woman de- 
p2tued-of her ſentes: when p P2ince pittping theſe femi⸗ 
nine impoꝛtunities, dꝛew his Swoꝛd, and to eaſe theſe ex⸗ 
treames charmed her a ſleepe againe. During thys time,

Marencida 
awaking e, and not perſwaded with all the courtcs 
ous 1 the P2ince could deuiſe, ſhee fill continued 
her fozmer acclama tions, not vnlike Ariadne at the com- 
ming of Bacchus, ohen (he was found fozſaken by Theſe- 
us at the ſca-ſide : in like ſoʒt did ſhe rent w her maltdicti⸗ 
ons,inuocating on Neptune and T hetis, as alſo p Tritons 
their Verralds, Ponlters, Nimphes and Sirens,that ſhes 
might ſuffer ypwzacke in the Sea, and the Fiſhen fede 
| on her bnhappie carcaſſe. But Ozalio pittying her dcllo- 
tous and finding his hart ſomewhat eſpzyzed 
with her loue, intreated Palmendos to graunt him one re-

Caſilie may pee (quoth Palmen- 
dos) obtame this demaundof mee, if nothing cls ſfande in 
the way to hinder it, and as much de J deſire your ad- 
nauncement,as any waie J can be couetous of mine own, 
boping while J liue to ſ& no diuoꝛte between vs, but that 
our eſtates ſhall continue equally together, and in witnes 
of mp wo2de, J deliuer pee the charge of this P2zinceſſe, 
beereafter to diſpoſe of her acco2ding to pour deſires. Oza- 
lio now vſeth all decent courtefies to Marencida, wherby 
to gaine lauour in her cdceit: pet all was in vaine, fo; ſhe

ded on Marencida, who waking «4 not finding their Ladie 
in her bed, began to chafe and rage in moſt extreame ma- 
ner: (ome renting their haire t beardes violentlie.others 
running mad among the Trees, thinking ſhe had beens 
metamo2phized in the Carden , noz coulde 
how to eſcape the daunger when the great 
beare of this miſhap. Theſe comfoztles creatures thus a⸗ 
mazed,not.daring any one ot them to goe tell the Emperoz 
beerof,they determined to flie the Countrep, and returne 
no moze to the Courte, leauing Marencidaes Ladics and 
Gentle women mourning in that bnhappy place, where (a- 
bout none) Ripole Bzother to Iffida arriued, returning 
from the wedding with his wife q diuers bzaue Knights:

they were as ſtrange and pzkeſome as this accident: but 
when they had ſearched thꝛough the Caſtell , and founde

lightlie. Like ſozrowes made this Infidel foz his miſhap, 

when many of his knights, without attending other com- 
maundement,got ready Foyltes, Gallyes & other veſſels 
fo warre, to purſue the cauſers of this tragicall accident, 
but their labour was ſpent in vayne, albeit not long after 
they hearde the trueth of all: which pꝛocured ſuch hatred 
betweene the T «rkes and the Crecians, as they ceaſed not 
fill with hoſtilitie they had inuaded Greece. But it was 
not during the raigne of the Empercur Palmerin,oz ame 
of his race oz nert polteritie,foz while they lined þ Tarte. 
durſt not ſtirre againſt them: pet long time after, when 
Ottoman a fierce and pꝛoude aince gouerned, infinite c- 
uilles happened in Exropr, whcre he tooke and ſacked mas 
ny god Cities, Townes t Caſtels. Now would the great 
Eurke not ſuffer Ripole to ber further tozmented, becauſe 
he was found altogether innocent in þ action, but ſent him 
back to the Caſtel of Albayzo,making him Captain ther- 
of as his father was befoꝛe. And long time continued he 
ſad t mellanchollie, thinking hee had reciued wonderfull 
diſhonour by the loſſe of his Daughter Marencida: noz 
ſhold he euer retouer the ſame, til Greece were beaten flat 
to the grounde, and the Emperour Palmerin with all his

be was not able to requite his high deſeruings. Alter ward 
tame Primalcon t courteouſty entertained him, the like

Mearencida hearing theſe gracious ſpeeches, and what 
courteſie Palmendos vſed to the Pꝛinteſſe, perteiued that 
thc was the Eimperours Daughter, wherefoze ſhe gaue 
ber many thankcs,ſhcwing better countenaunce then be- 
foꝛe the did to any ; which Philocriſta tooke very kindle, 
and mounting vppe the ſteppes with her into the Ball, 
Qe& came to Francelina with theſe wozdes.

Fayꝛe Pꝛinteſſe, anſwered Francelina, wee art bothe 
ſo farre yours,and ſo good part haue ve in my LT ond, as you 
ſhall finde your ſeife no leſte contented then abaſhed when 
ve knowe all: thercfoze frare not that J will foꝛget your 
freendlyfamilianitie , rather will A continue your lowng 
Sifter,as our further aſſur aunte of our mutuall agree- 
ment. Sund2y other ſpeeches paſſed betweene the two 
yoring Ladies, in meane while Marencida looking about 
ber, and remembzing the great pempe, ſlate and riches of 
ber Father, (h& made but lender account of the Cmpee 
rours Courte , which was not at this time ſo weltRozed 
with Knights as it was wont to bee. whereupon ſhee gy- 
ning a great ſigth, thus vttered her minde.

J vadcrſtande, Madame, full 
well what ye haue laid, and knowe beſide, that the femi⸗ 
nine choller which gouerneth pour ſpyꝛite, maketh yo! 
vie (ach kinde of language, as is cleane exempt from all 
the rules of womanlte modeſtie: no2 am 3 now to learne, 
that the ſtrength of earthlie Kinges and Potentates is 
lefte then nothing, when God is bent repugnaunt aga inſt 
them, whereby we arc all to reſolue, that we can dono 
god ade without his aſſiſtaunce. Accozding to his ditectt- 
on came J to your Tinckles Courte , befoze whom I p20- 
teſf, and craue no mercie in the day of vengeaunce', if 7 
fitwe him, oꝛ euer thought to do it, beeing too farre carp⸗ 
ed away from minding ante ſuch intent, by the hononr F 
had befoze receined at his highnes handes. - Yet was J 
pꝛiuie to his fozcible detayning of the Ladie, and laboured 
to reſto2e her to her Lozde and Yuſbande , ſhce being 
Daughter to the renowned King of Englande, and Wife 
to the nowe famous Emperour I rincus of Allemagne.

3 88 Beeing returned into the 
great Ball, and eche one couetous to vnderſtand his ozigt- 
nall, Primaleon toke him by the hande and ſate downe, 
when the Tmperour began in this manner. Py noble 
friend Palmendos, longer mult pe not conceale pour ſcife, 
pour renowne being ſo laniſhly bꝛuted thozow all Ccun⸗ 
tries: tell me then J pꝛap ve, ot what parents pe are iſſu- 
_ _ what pee thinke els conuenient to acquaint vs 
Gracious Loꝛd, anſwered Palmendos, with pou whome 
J ſo reuerence by bonour , J mape not diſſemble in anie 
point,fo2 that J were vnwoꝛthie pour pꝛeſence, if J ſhold 
deale double with ſo great a ſtate. Knowe then mightie 
Emperour, that J am Sonne to the Quene of 7 harſus, 
the affectionate ſeruant and vowed friend fo pour Maie⸗ 
flie,fo:ſaking my Countrey by a ſtrange occaſion, ſo ſone 
as J vnderſtode where my father remained, which long 
befoze was concealed from me. The cauſe of mp comming 
into your _— Court, was the fame t pꝛaiſes J 3

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of Francelina, to whoſe ſeruice the fatall deffinies . 
ned me at my very eſſence, in that J never aſfeded any o⸗ 
ther Ladte, yet reputing my ſelfe, vnwoozthy ber grace 
and fauour, oz to be ſcene in this honourabls Court.

the Ladies likewiſe ſtriuing to excel them in curteſic:but 
it were needleſſc labour, conſidering the King and Quten

On the moꝛrow, the Emperour and all his Barrons, 
mounted on hoꝛſebacke, the like doth the Empꝛeſſe wathal 

ber Ladies, and in moſt honourable manner tbep ride to 
this ſolemnitie : ſo paſſing ta this pompe thzongh the Ci 
tie, they allighted at the Church of S. Sophie, where Pal-
